At  Woking  Police  Court,  on  May  17  and  19,  furthei 
evidence  was  taken  in  the  case  in  which  Jean  P. 
Vaquier,  a  French  subject,  is  charged  with  murder 
Jfi.  &  D.,  May  17,  p.  681).  Mrs.  Jones,  was  cross- 
examined,  and  evidence  was  given  by  the  cook  and 
the  manager's  wife  from  the  hotel  of  which  the  deceased 
was  licensee.  Many  questions  turned  on  the  position  of 
the  bottle  of  bromo  salts  before  and  after  the  death, 
and  mention  was  made  of  a  bottle  of  "  iodine."  The 
hearing  was  adjourned  to  May  26. 

Birmingham 

Among  the  recipients"  of  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D. 
of  Birmingham  University,  on  July  5  next,  are  Sir  Charles 
Sherrington,  P.R.S.,  and  Emeritus  Professor  Percy 
Frankland,  F.R.S. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  who  was  unable  to 
attend  on  account  of  the  visit  of  Prince  Henry  to  the 
Industries  Fair  at  Castle  Bromwich,  Councillor  Jeffrey 
Poole  presided  at  the  opening  of  new  buildings  for  the 
municipal  bank  at  Handsworth. 

The  window  of  the  pharmacy  of  Charles  Thompson  &

been  boarded  up,  some  topical  announcements,  of  which 
the  following  is  an  example,  appeared  : — "  We  have  had 
a  close;  shave ;  do  you  want  one  ?  Try  our  celebrated 
safety  razors." 

Liverpool 

The  jubilee  of  the  connection  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders 
with  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  which  he  is  the 
head,  will  be  celebrated  at  St.  George's  Hall,  Liverpool, 
on  June  10. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Trade  Pro- 
tection Society,  on  May  20,  Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders  (Ayrton, 
Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  the  President,  after  sketching  the 
history  of  the  bankruptcy  laws  and  those  relating  to 
limited  liability  companies,  suggested  amendments  which 
he  considered  should  be  incorporated  in  any  new 
legislation. 

The  view  expressed  at  a  recent  inquest  by  the  City 
of  London  coroner,  Dr.  Waldo,  that  aspirin  and  head- 
ache powders  should  be  taken  only  with  the  permission 
of  a  medical  man,  has  led  to  a  discussion  of  the  subject 
in  the  columns  of  the  "  Liverpool  Evening  Express."  - 
While  Mr.  W.  H.  Roberts,  the  city  analyst,  would  have 
all  these  drugs  placed  within  the  control  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  Mr.  Henry  Peet  is  of  opinion  that 
there  are  far  too  many  restrictions  already,  and  that 
aspirin  is  safe  enough.  In  a  letter  to  the  "  Evening 
Express,"  "  Experience  "  has  a  good  word  to  6ay  on 
behalf  of  aspirin,  which,  he  states,  has  proved  itself 
to  be  a  safe  and  reliable  remedy  for  nerve  pains,  etc. 
He  concludes  with  the  remark  that  "  probably  the  chief 
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objection  of  the  medical  fraternity  to  its  popular  use 
is  the  fact  that  it  has  diverted  many  half-crowns  from 
their  ever-open  pockets." 

Manchester 

A  child  visited  a  well-known  city  pharmacy  the  other 
day  during  a  thunderstorm  and  asked  for  three  penny- 
worth of  "  hailstone  "  magnesia.  She  was  supplied  with 
mag.  cit.  gran.  opt. 

The  Manchester  Chemists'  Exhibition,  which  ie  to  be 
held  in  the  City  Exhibition  Hall,  Deansgate,  at  the  end 
of  September,  is  already  an  assured  success ;  the  number 
of  exhibitors  at  the  exhibition  in  November  1922  who 
have  re-booked  space  (and  in  several  cases  two  or  three 
times  as  much  as  on  the  previous  occasion)  is  very  satis- 
factory, and  the  spaces  booked  represent  about  70  per 
cent,  of  the  available  space  to  let.  The  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  has  given  its  patronage,  as 
before,  and  will  have  a  reception  room  in  a  prominent 
position.  Mr.  John  Cleworth  has  been  appointed  official 
photographer  to  the  Exhibition. 

Sheffield 

A  further  batch  of  test  prescriptions  is  under  investi- 
gation. 

Generally  speaking,  there  has  been  a  distinct  falling 
off  in  trade  during  the  past  few  weeks. 

The  newly-issued  wholesale  price  list  of  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme,  Ltd.,  is  embellished  with  pictures  of  some 
of  the  Austen  collection  of  specie  jars. 

Thompson  &  Capper,  Ltd.,  Church  Street,  are  attract- 
ing attention  with  a  S.O.S.  poster,  which,  on  closer 
examination,  is  found  to  refer  to  the  merits  of  a  "  Save 
Our  Soap  "  mat. 

Panel  chemists  are  indebted  to  the  superintendent  and 
staff  at  the  pricing  bureau  for  getting  their  cheques 
through  to  date.  The  holidays  on  the  top  of  a  large 
increase  in  prescriptions  have  entailed  a  good  deal  of 
extra  work.  The  frequency  of  prescriptions  per  insured 
person  has  risen  from  2.6  in  1920  to  3.3  in  1923,  and 
is  attributed  by  one  chemist  to  the  effect  of  unemploy- 
ment and  to  the  weather. 

The  annual  meetings  of  the  National  Poor  Law  Officers' 
Association  will  be  held  in  Sheffield,  on  May  23  and  24, 
under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  H.  Antcliffe,  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council.  The  first  council 
and  general  meetings  will  take  place  on  the  opening 
day,  and  will  be  f  ollowed  by  a  reception  at  the"  Town 
Hall  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress.  For 
Saturday,  the  second  council  meeting,  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Association  and  a  charabanc  drive  to  Castleton 
have  been  arranged. 

Miscellaneous 

Poisoning. — At  anjoquest,  on  May  16,  on  the  body 
of  Mr.  J.  S.  E.  "Selby,  M.R.C.S.,  Bozeat,  Welling- 
borough, who  was  found  dead  with  a  chloroform  bottle 
in  his  hand  and  the  stopper  under  his  chin,  a  verdict 
of  "  Suicide  "  was  returned. 

Panel  doctors'  fine. — A  King's  Bench  Divisional 
Court,  sitting  in  London  on  May  21,  discharged  a  rule 
nisi  that  had  been  obtained  by  Drs.  Gilbert  Bailey  and 
James  Leach,  panel  practitioners  in  partnership  at 
Tottington,  Bury,  for  the  purpose  of  quashing  an  order 
made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  fining  them  £1,000  for 
irregularities  and  breaches  of  rules  under  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act.  The  Court  held  that  there  was 
no  excess  of  jurisdiction  on  the  part  of  the  Minister. 

In  the  courts. — At  Portsmouth,  on  May  13,  Her-bert 
Palmer  Cooke,  Somers  Road,  Southsea,  was  fined  £5  for 
carrying  on  practice  as  a  veterinary  surgeon,  he  not 
being  qualified.  It  appeared  that  defendant  supplied 
medicine  for  a  cat  in  a  bottle  labelled  "  Veterinary 
Surgeon  Cooke." — At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  May  19,  Pierre  G.  Domine  (42) ,  was  remanded  on  a 
charge  of  fraudulently  obtaining  credit  to  the  extent  of 
£32  10s.  from  Antoine  Chiris,  Ltd.,  chemical  merchants, 
and  similar  credit  from  other  houses. 


Danger  of  crowded  streets. — A  County  Court  action 
on  May  20,  by  Mrs.  Robinson,  wife  of  Mr.  W.  G.' 
Robinson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Grimsby,  disclosed  the 
fact  that  some  weeks  previously  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robinson 
were  about  to  enter  a  tramcar  when  Mrs.  Robinson  was 
knocked  down  by  a  taxicab.  A  medical  witness  deposed 
that  he  found  a  deeply  lacerated  wound,  a  fractured 
finger-bone,  and  other  injuries.  The  Court  held,  however, 
that  there  was  not  sufficient  cause  of  action,  and  found 
for  the  proprietors  of  the  vehicle  in  question. 

Pharmacy  struck  by  lightning. — During  a  thunder- 
storm in  the  neighbourhood  of-  Wendover,  on  May  18 
the  newly-opened  premises  of  Mr.  H.  Armstrong  Brown 
chemist  and  druggist,  Aylesbury  Road  (C.  &  D.,  April  26, 
p.  585).  were  damaged  by  lightning.  A  portion  of  the 
roof  was  dislodged,  and  Mrs.  Percy  Brown,  who  was 
an  upper  room,  was  struck  by  fragments  of  glass  from  . 
picture'  thrown  from  the  wall.  The  clock  on  the  mantel 
piece  was  stopped  instantly.  In  the  ceiling  of  the  phar 
macy  the  lightning  pierced  two  holes  the  size  of  bullets 
and  broke  the  glass  and  frame  in  which,  Mr.  Brown's 
certificate  of  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  -Society 
was  mounted.  The  certificate  was  hanging  over  a  mirror 
the  mercury  on  the  back  of  which  was  fused. 

Wine-licence  applications. — At  Exeter,  on  May  16, 
the  Devon  Licensing  Committee  refused  to  confirm  the 
wine-  licence  granted  to  Mr.  G.  B.  Todd,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Bampton.  Opposition  was  forthcoming  from 
the  licencees  of  the  two  hotels,  one  of  which  is  named 
the  Druggists'  Arms.  The  licencee  said  he  stocked  halt 
a  dozen  different  sorts  of  medicated  wines,  and  had  a 
separate  order  department  for  this  business.  The  chair 
man  of  the  Committee  (the  Earl  of  Portsmouth)  said  h 
wondered  whether  there  was  any  difference  between  med 
cated  wines  and  certain  patent  medicines. — At  Macclee 
field,  on  May  9,  Mr.  E.  Brian,  chemist  and  druggist 
Mill  Street,  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Holland,  chemist  and  drug 
gist,  Park  Lane,  applied  for  confirmation  of  wine  licence; 
granted  at  the  local  Brewster  Sessions.  It  was  decide 
not  to  confirm  the  licences.

In  the  case  of  Horatio  Todd,  Ph.C,  72  Holy- 
x>d  Road,  Belfast,  Mr.  Mclldowie,  for  the  claimant,  said 
at  the  claim  was  for  £740— five  times  the  annual  profits. 
ie  income-tax  returns  had  been  made,  and  the  amounts 
amined  by  the  accountants  of  the  Ministry  of  Finance, 
a  the  actual  figures  had  been  agreed  upon.  The  only 
lestion  was  as  to  wh^t  was  to  be  charged  against  gross 
°jj  by  way  °*  proportion  of  standing  charges.  ^Mr. 
>dd  said  he  was  in  business  since  1905.  His  proportion 
wine  sales  to  other  business  was  about  15  or  16  per  cent 
ie  chairman  (his  Honour  Judge  Thompson)  asked  what 
iout  the  proportions  laid  down  by  the  court.  In  this 
se  it  would  come  under  the  principle  of  two-thirds  of

After 
discussion  judgment  was  reserved. — Robert  Morrow, 
Ph.C,  Corn  Market,  Belfast,  claimed  £379  for  the  loss 
of  his  wine  licence.  Mr.  T.  J.  Campbell,  K.C,  repre- 
sented the  applicant.  James  Stevenson,  accountant,  said 
the  applicant's  business  was  practically  a  cash  trade.  The 
wine  sales  were  £298  for  the  first  year,  £285  for  the 
second,  and  £326  the  third.  There  was  very  little  expense 
on  the  wine,  as  there  was  a  small  stock  carried.  He  esti- 
mated that  the  claimant  would  be  entitled  to  £277 
compensation.  In  witness's  opinion  the  means  of  arriving 
at  the  overhead  expenses  suggested  by  the  court  would 
not  be  reasonable  in  this  case.  Applicant  said  that  he 
would  not  save  one  penny  in  his  expenses  by  the  dropping 
of  the  wine  licence.  Judgment  was  reserved. — Additional 
claims  from  pharmacists  numbering  38  for  loss  of  profits 
had  appeared  in  the  "  Belfast  Gazette,"  Mav  10 
{O.  &  £>.,  p.  647).

Dental  Board  Prosecution. — It  was  announced  at  Bow 
Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  21,  that  upon 
further  consideration  the  defendants  in  the  case  of  the 
Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  v.  Aseplene,  Ltd., 
and  John  Garibaldi  Sparkhall,  for  practising  dentistry 
without  being  registered  ia  the  Dental  Register  under 
the  Dentists  Act  1878  (C.  &  D.,  May  17,  p.  688),  had 
withdrawn  their  appeal  against  Sir  Chartres  Biron's 
decision,  convicting  them  and  imposing  fines. 

Fertiliser  Disputes. — In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  London,  on  May  19,  Pattullo,  Higgs  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Orpington,  sued  the  Anglo-Continental  Guano 
Works,  Ltd.,  Billiter  Street,  E.C.,  claiming  damages  for 
alleged  breach  of  contract.  Defendants  denied  the 
allegation.  Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs, 
said  that  in  February  and  March,  1922,  plaintiffs  pur- 
chased from  the  defendants  120  tons  of  granular  nitro- 
lim,  which  was  used  as  a  nitrogen  fertiliser,  the  cost 
being  over  £1,200.  Plaintiffs  used  the  nitrolim  to  mix 
with  other  substances,  such  as  muriate  of  potash  and 
bone  meal,  and  the  mixture  was  supplied  to  farmers. 
Plaintiffs  alleged  that  the  nitrolim  did  not  supply  nitro- 
gen in  a  readily  available  form  for  the  plants,  as  repre- 
sented. Mr.  Stuart  Bevan,  K.C.,  for  the  defence,  said 
that  the  nitrogen  was  available.  That  expectations  had 
not  been  achieved  was  due  to  the  absence  of  soluble 
phosphates  and  the  presence  of  an  excessive  amount  of 
carbonate  of  lime  in  the  manure  mixture.  From  the 
same  bulk  of  nitrolim  from  which  plaintiffs  were  sup- 
plied other  deliveries  were  made,  and  those  gave  off 
nitrogen.  His  lordship  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs 
for  £1,155,  with  costs. — In  another  case,  the  Anglo- 
Continental  Guano  Works,  Ltd.,  sued  Nitrogen  Ferti- 
lisers. Ltd.,  from  whom  they  originally  obtained  the 
granular  nitrolim,  claiming  to  he  indemnified  against 
the  damages  recovered  by  Pattullo,  Higgs  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
His  lordship  decided  in  favour  of  the  defendants,  the 
Nitrogen  Fertilisers,  Ltd.,  with  costs.  He  said  he 
thought  something  was  wrong  with  the  120  tons ;  that 
.  particular  delivery  had  been  kept  by  the  Anglo-Con- 
tinental Co.  for  from  one  to  two  years,  and  it  deteriorated. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.— At  Lambeth  Police 
Court,  London,  on  May  15,  Bewells,  Ltd.,  Walworth 
Road,  S.E.,  were  summoned  for  having  sold  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  purchaser  quinine  sulphate  not  of  the 
nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded.  Mr.  Griffiths, 
supporting  the  summons  on  behalf  of  the  Southwark 
Borough  Council,  said  that  the  Council's  inspector  went 
to  the  defendants'  shop  and  asked  for  quinine  sulphate, 
but  was  supplied  with  quinine  hydrochloride.  The 
defence  was  a  warranty,  but  there  was  an  informality 
in  regard  to  it — notice  of  the  warranty  was  not  sent  to 
the  purchaser,  but  to  the  town  clerk.  The  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1899,  required  that  when  a 
warranty  was  relied  upon  as  a  defence  notice  should  be 
given  to  the  purchaser  within  seven  days  of  the  service 
of  the  summons,  and  a  copy  of  the  warranty  supplied 
to  him.  In  this  case  a  personal  call  was  made  upon  the 
town  clerk,  and  he  was  shown  the  original  warranty. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  Robinson,  who  "defended,  Inspector 
Nicholson,  said  that  quinine  hydrochloride  was  similar- in 
appearance  to  quinine  sulphate.  He  did  not  know  that 
the  latter  was  the  more  expensive  article.  Mr.  Robinson 
explained  that  the  defendants  had  purchased  from  a 
well  known  firm  of  manufacturing  chemists  a  number  of 
drugs,  including  quinine  sulphate.  After  the  summons 
was  issued  inquiries  were  made,  and  it  was  found  that 
the  wholesale  firm  had  by  mistake  supplied  a  more 
expensive  article,  quinine  hydrochloride.  A  warranty 
was  given  by  the  wholesalers.  As  to  the  legal  point 
raised  as  to  the  warranty,  Mr.  Robinson  submitted  that 
what  was  done  was  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the 
statute.  It  was  clear  that  the  defendants  had  no  inten- 
tion of  supplying  anything  but  the  article  asked  for. 
The  magistrate  ordered  the  defendants  to  pay  12s.  6d. 
costs.  There  was  a  second  summons  against  the  defen- 
dants for  selling  sodium  bicarbonate  as  purified  borax. 
The  defence  was  that  a  bona-fide  mistake  was  made. 
A  fine  of  £5,  with  £2  16s.  6d.  costs,  was  imposed. 


A  Sight-testing  Action.— At  Brentford  County  Court 
on  May  14,  Lieutenant-Colonel  E.  G  Whit-combe  Rich 
™ond-J ^ed  Mr.  C.  W.  J.  Watkins,  chemist  and  druggist! 
Stile  Hall  Parade,  Kew  Bridge.  There  was  a  counter 
claim  for  £1  4s.  Mr.  Charles  Robinson,  who  appeared 
tor  the  defence,  submitted  that  the  plaintiff  had  no 
cause  of  action.  The  defendant  undertook  to  supply 
him  with  glasses,  but-  they  were  not  in  accordance  with 
the  order,  and  he  sent  them  back.  Now  plaintiff  claimed 
practically  a  mandamus  to  compel  defendant  to  execute 
the  order  His  Honour  (to  plaintiff):  You  can  claim 
damages  for  not  doing  it.  You  have  no  claim  in  the 
way  you  put  it.  Mr.  Robinson  said  that  he  happened 
to  be  m  the  court  when  plaintiff  was  making  his  claim 
Ihe  clerks  told  him  he  could  not  do  it,  and  the  regis- 
trar also,  but  he  was  most  abusive  and  insisted^ on 
bringing  the  action  in  his  own  way.  After  a  conver- 
sation between  the  judge  and  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Robinson 
continuing,  said  the  plaintiff  was  a  member  of  the 
Indian  medical  service  and  would  know  something  about 
glasses.  In  February  he  called  on  the  defendant  who 
spent  about  two  hours  in  testing  his  eyes.  He  had 
another  test  the  next  day  and  gave  defendant  an  order  to 
suPP.ly  glasses  after  a  special  form.  Mr.  Watkins  com- 
municated with  one  of  the  best  London  optical  firms 
and  gave  the  order  according  to  the  plaintiff's  specifica- 
tion. The  glasses  were  sent  specially  to  the  plaintiff,  and 
the  same  day  they  were  returned  as  not  being  correct 
He  also  contended  that  the  test  glasses  were  not  ri<dit 
but  they  were  the  London  Ootical  Company's  own  test 
glasses.  Defendant  felt  the  matter  keenly,  as  he  was  a 
specialist,  and  he  thought  his  reputation  would  suffer 
through  the  plaintiff's  allegation.  Mr.  Watkins  gave 
confirmatory  evidence,  and  Mr.  Herbert  Walter  Berg, 
specialist  to  the  London  Optical  Company,  said  that  the 
glasses  were  made  in  accordance  with  the  order  given. 
The  glasses  could  not  be  taken  into  stock,  as  they  were 
a  special  order,,  and  they  were  destroyed.  Witness  sub- 
sequently tested  the  defendant's  test  glasses,  and  they 
were  correct.  The  judge  found  for  Mr.  Watkins  on  the 
counter-claim,  with  costs,  and  also  awarded  him  costs 
on  the  claim.    The  plaintiff  was  refused  leave  to  appeal. 

Safety  Razor  Blades.— At  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  May  15,  before  Mr.  Graham  Campbell,  Lewis 
Freedman,  Whitechapel  Road,  described  as  a  clerk, 
surrendered  to  his  bail  to  answer  charges  of  obtaining 
money  by  false  pretences  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
Gillette  razor  blades.  The  case  had  been  adjourned 
from  time  to  time,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  magis- 
trate (<7._  &  D.,  May  10,  p.  649).  The  prosecutors  in 
the  specific  cases  that  had  been  gone  into  were  Mr. 
Frank  Evans,  tobacconist,  Abertillery;  Mr.  George 
Taylor,  manufacturers'  agent,  Sheffield;  Mr.  Edward 
O.  Banner,  chemist,  Smithdown  Road,  Liverpool ;  Mr. 
Arthur  Moore,  cotton  trader,  Blackburn;  Mr.  John  T. 
Pick,  chemist,  Raglan  Street,  Coventry;  Mr.  Charles 
Welton,  chemist,  Smithfield  Street,  Coventry;  and  Mr. 
W.  J.  Aldous,  London  Road,  Dover.  During  the  hearing 
it  was  mentioned  that  Mr.  A.  Franks,  a  well-known  and 
reputable  trader,  of  Bartlett's  Buildings,  High  Holborn, 
was  in  no  way  connected  with  Freedman.  The  prisoner, 
through  his  counsel,  Mr.  Collingwood,  now  pleaded 
"  Guilty,"  and  elected  to  be  dealt  with  summarily.  Mr. 
Herbert  Muskett,  prosecuting,  said  that  the  total  amount 
involved  in  the  seven  charges  was  £117,  but  there  had 
been  a  large  number  of  other  complaints  of  a  similar 
character,  bringing  the  aggregate  up  to  £279  13s.  6d. 
He  understood  that  to  try  to  rectify  the  wrong  that  this 
young  man  had  done  his  father  had  put  up  a  considerable 
sum  of  money,  which  would  go  towards  compensating 
those  who  had  lost  by  these  transactions;  and  in  the 
circumstances  the  prosecution  would  be  content  if  the 
magistrate  saw  his  way  to  adopt  a  certain  course.  Mr. 
Collingwood  pointed  out  that  his  client  was  only  eighteen 
years  of  age,  and  srid  there  had  been  nothing  whatever 
against  him  before.  Although  this  had  been  going  on 
on  a  somewhat  considerable  scale,  it  was  not  until  pro- 
ceedings were  taken  that  he  realised  the  seriousness  of 
what  he  had  been  doing;  and  he  wished  to  express  his 
deep  regret  and  give  an  undertaking  that  he  would  not 
indulge  in  any  such  business  again.    His  father  had  in 
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fact  raised  £220,  which  would  be  handed  to  the  prosecu- 
tion to  right  as  far  as  it  could  be  righted  the  wrong 
that  had  been  done  to  people  who  entrusted  his  son 
with  money.  The  magistrate  said  he  was  prepared  to 
take  into  account  the  prisoner's  youth  and  the  fact  that 
some  steps  were  going  to  be  taken  to  recompense  those 
who  had  suffered  in  connection  with  the  matter.  There- 
fore he  would  bind  Freedman  over  in  the  sum  of  £50 
to  come ,  up  for  conviction  and  sentence  if  called  upon, 
and  he  would  also  have  to  find  a  surety  in  £50  to 
bring  him  up  if  required.  His  worship  agreed  to  accept 
the  defendant's  father  as  surety. 

"  Army  Service  "  Defined  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  and 

Justices  Koche  and  Branson,  sitting  as  a  King's  Bench 
Divisional  Court  in  London,  on  May  20,  heard  what  was 
said  to  be  the  first  appeal  of  its  kind  under  the  Dentists 
Act,  1921.  The  appeal  was  by  Mr.  Albert  James  Binns, 
Rastrick,  Yorkshire,  against  a  refusal  of  the  Dental  Board 
of  the  United  Kingdom  to  allow  him  to  sit  for  examina- 
tion that  he  might  get  his  name  in  the  Dentists  Register. 
Mr.  Rewcastle,  who  appeared  for  Mr.  Binns,  said  the 
point  was  whether  that  gentleman  had  satisfied  a  pro- 
vision of  the  Act.  Before  the  legislation  was  passed^  Mr. 
Binns  was  carrying  on  business  as  an  unregistered  dentist. 
The  Act,  however,  stipulated  that  no  person  could  practice 
as  a  dentist  unless  his  name  was  upon  the  Dentists 
Register,  and  to  get  upon  that  Register  the  person  had  to 
possess  qualifications  approved  of  by  the  Dental  Board. 
The  legislature,  however,  realising  that  certain  young  men 
should  not  be  penalised  by  reason  of  their  military 
service  during  the  war,  gave  them  certain  protection. 
Mr.  Binns  had  been  connected  with  dentistry  all  his 
working  lifej  but  the  question  was  whether  he  could 
satisfy  the  provision  about  military  service.  It  appeared 
from  his  affidavit  that  he  was  engaged  at  the  age  of 
fourteen  years  by  Mr.  Anderson,  dentist,  Brighouse,  and 
learned  his  business  there.  In  1917  he  transferred  his 
services  as  a  dental  mechanic  to  Young  &  Burrill,  dentists, 
Halifax.  In  the  same  year  he  voluntarily  joined  the 
Army  by  enlisting,  but  after  being  medically  examined, 
was  discharged  as  physically  unfit.  When  he  applied  to 
sit  for  examination  to  get  registered  as  a  dentist,  the 
Dental  Board  refused  his  application  on  the  ground  that 
he  had  not  satisfied  the  requirement  with  regard  to  war 
service.  Mr.  Rewcastle  argued  that,  having  enlisted  and 
become  a  soldier  for  a  short  time,  subjecting  himself  to 
order  and  obedience, the  appellant  had  done  militaryservice. 
The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  But  how  can  you  serve  in  the 
war  if  you  were  physically  unfit?  Counsel  :  I  am  afraid 
many  did,  and  often  in  France.  Mr'.  Rewcastle  added 
that  this  was  a  case  of  considerable  hardship,  because 
Mr.  Binns  had  no  other  livelihood.  Mr.  J.  A.  Hawke, 
K.C.,  for  the  Dental  Board,  said  his  clients  desired  to 
act  perfectly  fairly,  but  they  did  not  agree  that  Mr. 
Binns  had  satisfied  the  condition  about  war  service  that 
would  give  him  certain  benefits  and  protection  offered  by 
the  Act.  The  legislature  recognised  now  that  people 
should  have  as  much  care  taken  of  their  mouths  as  of 
other  parts  of  their  bodies,  and  they  accordingly  passed 
an  Act  of  Parliament  that  was  stringent  in  its  pro- 
visions. He  could  not  agree  that  a  young  man  who  had 
commenced  in  1921  to  practise  as  an  unregistered  dentist 
should,  because  he  had  been  called  into  the  Army  and 
received  a  day's  pay,  successfully  claim  to  be  put  on 
the  Register,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  he  may  not 
be  experienced.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  But  why 
should  not  the  examination  dispense  with  a  part  of  the 
training?  Mr.  Hawke  :  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the 
young  man  getting  training  sufficient  later  on  to  get  him 
through  an  examination,  but  at  the  moment  he  wants 
the  benefit  of  relief  war  service  might  get  him.  The  Court 
allowed  the  appeal,  with  costs,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice 
observing  that  Mr.  Binns  could,  according  to  the  Board, 
satisfy  every  requirement  except  the  one  about  military 
service.  A  great  deal  too  much  importance  had  been 
attached  to  the  case.  There  was  no  stipulation  as  to 
duration,  place  or  mode  of  military  service  demanded  by 
the  Act,  and  he  could  come  to  no_other  conclusion  than 
that  Mr.  Binns  did  serve  in  the  Forces  for  a  short 
time,  and,  therefore,  had  satisfied  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  and  should  be  allowed  to  sit  for  the  examination.

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Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Cases 

Forged  Prescriptions 

At  Hastings  Police  Court,  on  May  20,  Charles  C. 
Hinson,  St.  Leonards,  was  summoned  for  obtaining 
"  dangerous  "  drugs  by  means  of  false  prescriptions. 
He  pleaded  "  Guilty."  The  chief  constable  said  that 
for  thirty  years  the  defendant  had  been  suffering  from 
a  painful  complaint,  and  for  years  he  obtained  drugs 
without  restriction.  When  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
was  passed  he  found  difficulty  in  getting  morphine  and 
resorted  to  forging  prescriptions.  The  Bench  imposed  a 
fine  of  .£25. 

Unauthorised  Possession 

At  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  20, 
George  Hard  wick  (35),  shoemaker,  Wellingborough,  was 
charged  on  remand  with  being  an  unauthorised  person 
found  in  possession  of  four  tubes  of  morphine  tartrate 
tablets  and  five  tubes  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  tablets, 
as  well  as  other  drugs,  hypodermic  syringes  and  needles. 
Detective-Sergeant  Winter  deposed  that  a  part  of  the 
contents  of  the  metal  cases  he  had  found  on  the  prisoner 
had  since  been  handed  by  him  to  a  chemist  in  the 
Government  Laboratory,  Clement's  Inn,  W.C.,  for 
analysis.  All  the  tubes  found  on  him,  twenty-four  in 
number,  contained  drugs  of  a  poisonous  character. 
Prisoner  stated  that  he  had  been  given  them  to  sell. 
Prisoner  had  first  tried  to  dispose  of  these  drugs  and 
syringes  by  calling  at  the  house  of  a  Dr.  Wright,  in 
Grange  Road.  He  was  told  by  a  medical  man  there 
that  Dr.  Wright  was  dead.  Prisoner  then  apparently 
hawked  the  drugs  round  until  he  came  to  a  man  who, 
on  pretence  of  buying  them,  asked  him  to  call  back 
again  and  sent  for  the  police.  Mr.  Frederick  Sutcliffe 
Aumonier,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  chemist  at  the  Government 
Laboratory,  Clement's  Inn,  stated  in  evidence  that  he 
was  handed  nine  tubes  by  Mr.  Byles,  another  chemist 
engaged  at  the  Laboratory.  He  analysed  the  contents, 
and  found  sixty  tablets  of  morphine  tartrate,  weighing 
15  gr.,  in  three  tubes,  and  twenty  tablets,  weighing 
10  gr. ,  in  a  fourth.  These  contained  50  per  cent,  of 
pure  morphine.  In  other  tubes  he  found  thirty-six 
tablets  of  cocaine  hydrochloride,  weighing  1.8  gr.,  and 
twenty-four  more,  in  other  tubes,  weighing  6  gr.  :  these 
latter  were  an  ophthalmic  preparation.  Morphine  tartrate 
contained  about  73^  per  cent,  of  pure  morphine,  and 
cocaine  hydrochloride  about  80  per  cent,  of  pure  cocaine. 
There  was,  in  addition,  a  considerable  quantity  of  poison 
in  the  other  tubes.  It  was  stated  that  prisoner,  when 
arrested,  had  four  tubes  containing  morphine  tartrate, 
five  of  cocaine  hydrochloride,  three  of  strychnine 
hydrochloride,  one  each  of  digitalin,  pilocarpine  nitrate, 
digitalone,  and  apomorphine  hydrochloride ;  two  of 
atropine  sulphate,  one  of  adrenalin,  one  of  florescein, 
one^of  homatropine  hydrochloride,  one  of  physostygmine 
salicylate,  and  two  of  quinine  bihydrochloride,  besides 
three  hypodermic  syringes  and  three  tubes  of  needles. 
The  magistrate  imposed  a  fin©  of  £50,  or  three  months' 
hard  labour,  for  possessing  morphine,  and  three  months 
for  possessing  cocaine,  to  run  concurrently. 

Foreign  Prescriptions 

At  Manchester  City  Police  Court,  on  May  9  and  16, 
the  stipendiary  magistrate  heard  and  decided  a  case  in 
which  Mr.  George  Leonard  Westmacott,  Ph.C,  pro- 
prietor of  Westmacott  &  Son,  chemists,  Market  Street, 
was  summoned  for  having  dispensed  prescriptions  con- 
taining more  than  0.1  per  cent,  of  cocaine,  such  prescrip- 
tions  not  being  signed  by  a  duly-qualified  medical  prac- 
titioner and  not  bearing  the  name  and  address  of  the 
patient  (nor,  in-  one  instance,  the  address  of  the  pre- 
scriber)  ;  for  having  supplied  an  unauthorised  person ; 
for  having  supplied  cocaine  from  prescriptions  previously 
dispensed  ;  and  for  having  failed  to  mark  on  the  outside 
of  the  package  containing  an  ointment  the  quantity  or 
percentage  of  cocaine  contained.  Two  prescriptions  were 
in  question,  and  there  were  five  counts  in  the  summons. 
The  facts  of  the  case  were  not  in  dispute.  Mr.  Westma- 
cott,  his  manager    (Mr.   James   Simpson,   chemist  and 


druggist),  and  one  of  his  assistants  gave  formal  evidence 
as  to  the  routine  adopted  and  the  special  inquiries  made 
before  these  prescriptions  were  dispensed.  Mr.  H.  Glyn- 
Jones,  barrister,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  submitted 
that  summonses  should  not  have  been  issued  under 
Regulations  that  did  not  apply  to  dispensed  medicines. 
Reasonably  sufficient  steps  had  been  taken  in  this  case 
to  ascertain  that  the  prescriptions  were  genuine ;  the 
drug  had  not  been  supplied  more  than  once  by  his  client, 
and  the  prescriptions  had  been  retained.  Mr.  Westmacott 
had  undertaken  to  comply  with  whatever  interpretation 
the  authorities  placed  upon  the  Regulations,  and  conse- 
quently these  proceedings  should  never  have  been  taken. 

Decision 

Delivering  his  reserved  decision,  the  stipendiary  magis- 
trate said  that  the  first  summons  alleged  that  Mr.  West- 
macott supplied  an  ointment  containing  more  than  one- 
tenth  per  cent,  of  cocaine,  "  and  did  fail  to  plainly 
mark  on  the  packet  the  total  percentage  of  cocaine  in 
the  ointment,  the  said  prescription  not  being  dispensed 
under  the  prescription  of  a  duly-qualified  medical  prac- 
titioner." It  was  admitted  that  the  ointment  contained 
more  than  one-tenth  per  cent,  of  cocaine,  and  that  the 
total  amount  of  the  percentage  of  cocaine  was  not 
marked  on  the  packet,  so  the  question  really  was  whether 
the  preparation  was  supplied  (a)  on  a  prescription  of  a 
duly-qualified  medical  practitioner;  and  (b)  on  a  pre- 
scription which  complied  with  the  Regulations.  The 
ointment  in  question'  was,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  supplied 
on  the  prescription  of  a  Dr.  Medina,  a  medical  man 
practising  in  Chile,  and  not  registered  under  the  Medical 
Acts  in  this  country.  The  question  was  whether  Dr. 
Medina  was  a  "  duly-qualified  medical  practitioner." 
Having  considered  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  of  1920 
and  1923,  tihe  Regulations  made  thereunder,  and  the 
Medical  Act  of  1858,  he  (the  magistrate)  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  "  a  duly-qualified  medical  practitioner" 
under  those  Regulations  meant  a  person  registered  under 
the  Medical  Act  of  1858,  or  possibly  a  person  qualified 
under  the  Medical  Act  of  1859,  and  that  the  Chilean 
practitioner  was  not  "  a  duly-qualified  medical  practi- 
tioner "  within  the  meaning  of  the  Regulations.  Secondly, 
even  assuming  that  Dr.  Medina  was  "  a  duly -qualified 
medical  practitioner,"  the  prescription  given  by  him  on 
which  the  ointment  was  supplied  was  not  a  prescription 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Regulations,  as  Clause  5 
provided  that  a  prescription  for  the  supply  of  drugs 
must  comply  with  certain  conditions,  one  of  which  was 
that  it  must  specify  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
for  whom  the  prescription  was  given.  This  the  pre- 
scription in  question  did  not  specify,  and  he  (the  magis- 
trate) did  not  think  that  the  addition  afterwards  by  the 
holder  of  the  prescription  of  his  name  and  address  was  a 
compliance  with  the  Regulations.  On  the  ground,  there- 
fore, that  the  prescription  was  not  the  prescription  of 
"  a  duly-qualified  medical  practitioner,"  and  also  on  the 
ground  that  the  prescription,  even  if  the  prescription  of 
"  a  duly-qualified  medical  practitioner,"  did  not  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  Clause  5,  he  held  that  the 
defendant  had  not  brought  himself  within  the  exception 
contained  in  Clause  8,  and  there  must  be  a  conviction. 
The  second  and  third  summonses  involved  exactly  the 
same  point,  and  there  would  be  a  conviction  upon  each 
of  those.  Mr.  Webster  (for  the  prosecution),  interposing, 
said  he  was  prepared  to  withdraw  the  fourth  and  fifth 
summonses.  The  Magistrate:  Very  well.  A  fine  of  £5 
was  imposed  on  the  first  summons,  and  40s.  upon  each 
of  the  second  and  third,  together  with  £12  12s.  costs. 
The  magistrate  added  that  he  regretted  having  had  to 
arrive  at  the  conclusions  named,  because  Mr.  Westma- 
cott, who  was  a  gentleman  carrying  on  an  old-established 
business  of  good  reputation,  really  acted  under  a  mis- 
apprehension as  to  what  his  duties  were  under  the  Regu- 
lations, although  he  did  take  certain  steps  to  make 
certain  inquiries,  which  satisfied  him  that  he  was  entitled 
to  dispense  the  drugs,  which  he  (the  magistrate)  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  he  had  no  right  to  do. 

A  representative  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  asked  the  magis- 
trate to  state  a  case,  if  necessary.  The  Magistrate: 
I  shall  be  very  pleased  to  do  so.

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Blackburn. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
©m  May  13,  a  resolution  was  read  from  the  Norwich  Com- 
mittee expressing  the  opinion  that  the  prescribing  of 
drugs  for  insured  persons  should  be  left  to  the  unfettered 
discretion  of  :panel  practitioners,  and  they  viewed  with 
apprehension  any  additional  supervising  arrangements  in 
respect  of  prescribing  recently  brought  into  operation, 
believing  that  this  would  prejudicially  affect  the  interests 
of  insured  persons.  Dr.  F.  J.  Greeves,  J.P.,  moved  that 
the  resolution  be  supported,  and  Councillor  W.  H. 
Grimshaw,'  pharmacist,  seconded.  A  subcommittee  which 
had  given  •consideration  to  a  complaint  lodged  by  an 
insured  person  against  a  chemist  on  the  panel  gave  a 
report,  which  was  approved.  The  complaint  referred  to 
an  insured  patient  who  was  given  a  prescription  for  "  three 
rolls  of  bandages."  She  had  requested  white  bandages, 
and  the  chemist  pointed  out  he  was  under  no  obligation 
to  supply  white  bandages,  as  they  were  not  specified  on 
the  prescription.  Complainant  formed  the  opinion  that 
respondent  had  committed  a  breach  of  agreement.  It  was 
found  that  the  chemist  was  justified,  and  no  further  action 
was  taken.  During  March  there  were  29,214  prescriptions 
dispensed,  at  a  cost  of  £1,026,  which  constituted  a  record 
for  the  town.  It  compared  with  20,148  prescriptions  and 
£682  cost  for  the  previous  heaviest  period. 

Essex. — The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  April  29,  Mr.  J.  H.  Burrows  (chair- 
man) presiding.  The  Finance  Subcommittee  reported 
the  following  payments  on  the  Drug  Fund  account  : — To 
practitioners  for  the  year  1923,  £136  19s.  3d.  ;  ditto  to 
chemists,  £3,069  19s.  lOd.  ;  to  practitioners  for  dispens- 
ing in  rural  areas  during  the  quarter  ended  March  31, 
£1,685  Is.  6d.  ;  ditto  to  chemists,  £6,939  8s.  4d.  The 
Medical  Benefit  Subcommittee  reported  that  they  had 
deferred  a  scheme  for  testing  medicines,  as  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  bringing  forward  a  uniform  scheme  for 
the  whole  country.  During  the  quarter  ended  Decem- 
ber 31  the  cost  of  insulin  supplied  to  fourteen  persons 
amounted  to  £162  2s.  Id.  Since  Insulin  was  first 
allowed  in  June  1923  the  total  cost  has  been 
£291  3s.  Hid.,  the  number  of  patients  being  nineteen, 
one  of  whom  has  received  the  drug  to  the  value  of 
£65  2s.  9d.  The  Ministry  had  pointed  out  that  protein 
material  if  required  for  purposes  of  diagnosis  may  not 
be  prescribed  by  an  Insurance  doctor  at  the  cost  of  Insur- 
ance funds,  but  only  if  the  doctor  considers  it  necessary 
for  adequate  treatment.  They  had  received  representa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  difficulties  in  connection  with  the 
supply  of  medicines  to  insured  persons  on  the  early 
closing  day.  The  Committee,  however,  is  satisfied  that 
the  service  given  in  such  districts  is  adequate.  Nine 
additions  had  been  made  to  the  chemists'  panel,  and 
there  were  three  withdrawals.  The  number  of  persons 
dispensed  for  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1923  was"2£  per 
cent,  more  than  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1922. 
The  expenditure  on  drugs  was  higher,  too,  this  in  a 
measure  through  more  costly  ones  being  used.  The  total 
cost  of  insulin  for  the  county  for  the  year  was  estimated 
at  £600.  With  regard  to  early  closing  day,  a  member 
said  that  every  chemist  ought  to  be  made  to  show  a  bill 
in  his  window  giving  the  name  of  the  shop  open  on  that 
day.  The  chairman  understood  that  it  is  a  requirement, 
but  several  members  said  this  is  not  carried  out.  The 
Pricing  Committee  furnished  the  following  statistical 
data  relating  to  prescriptions  dispensed  during  the  third 
and  fourth  quarters  of  1923  and  1922  :—

Lancashire  (S.W.) — The  South-West  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire  Joint  (Prescriptions)  Committee  has  issued  the 
eighth  annual  report  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
Pricing  Bureau.

London. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
took  place  on  May  20,  Mr.  C.  A.  Noble  (chairman)  pre- 
siding. The  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  for 
February  showed  a  margin  of  error  of  0.05  per  cent. 
The  Special  Subcommittee  reported  particulars  of  their 
investigations  into  the  dispensing  service.  The  secre- 
tary's report,  which  was  adopted,  contained,  inter  aha  :

to  illegible  prescriptions,  (c)  A  large  number  of  changes 
in  the  panel  list  of  chemists  had  taken  place  during 
the  last  twelve  months.  (d)  Particulars  regarding  the 
adoption  by  the  London  Insurance  Committee  at  an  early 
date  of  the  official  prescription  form  G.P.  26.  (e)  A 
review  of  the  dispensing  facilities  in  a  South-Eastern 
area  district.  (/)  Particulars  of  dispensing  for  Feb-

Argles  and  W.  J.  Blair.  Mr.  H.  A.  Irwin,  the  retiring  Pre- 
sident, thanked  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Association 
for  their  loyal  support  during  his  year  of  office.  Mr.  T. 
Marns  asked  to  have  recorded  in  the  minutes  his  apprecia- 
tion on  behalf  of  the  Association  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Irwin's  fine 
work  as  President.

Andrews,  the  membership  remains  unaltered.  The  Presi- 
dent presented  the  report,  the  adoption  of  which  was 
seconded  by  the  Vice-President  (Mr.  F.  E.  Bullen).  The 
treasurer  (Mr.  J.  Langford  Moore)  presented  the  finan- 
cial report,  showing  a  balance  in  hand  of  over  £25  on 
December  31,  and  reported  the  receipt  of  about  100  sub- 
scriptions for  the  current  year.  After  questions  as  to  the 
work  of  the  Guild  and  other  matters  had  been  answered 
votes  of  thanks  to  the  officers  concluded  the  business. 

Southampton  The  Southampton  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation held  its  annual  general  meeting  at  Lowman's 
Cafe  recently.  The  retiring  President  (Mr.  W.  J.  Fisk) 
gave  his  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Association 
during  the  year.  The  treasurer  then  presented  his  annual 
balance-sheet,  which  proved  satisfactory ;  he  mentioned 
that  £35  has  been  given  to  the  Sports  Fund.

West  Ham.— The  West  Ham  Association  of  Pharma- 
cists held  a  meeting  recently,  at  which  Mr.  John 
Humphrey  was  the  speaker.  He  took  for  his  subject 
The  Production  of  the  B.P.  Codex.  He  outlined  the 
place  the  supplements  of  Gray  and  Redwood — the  first 
edition  of  which  appeared  in  1818 — held  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical world,  leading  up  to  the  first  issue  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  in  1864.  By  a  resolution  formally  adopted 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of  Great  Britain  in  1903, 
it  was  decided  to  produce  a  book  of  reference  with  a 
wider  scope.  For  four  years  work  on  the  Codex  pro- 
ceeded, and  in  October  1907  the  work  was  ready  for 
issue.  A  discussion  followed,  in  which  many  reminis- 
cences of  the  older  members  were  given.  On  the  call 
of  Mr.  C.  A.  Jones,  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Gwinn,  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Humphrey. 

Women  Pharmacists. — The  National  Association  of 
"Women  Pharmacists  held  the  annual  meeting  on  April  30, 
Mrs.  Freke  (President)  in  the  chair.  In  presenting  the 
annual  report  the  chairman  said  the  past  year  had  been 
one  of  progress  and  activity.  The  secretarial  work  of  the 
Association  had  increased  considerably,  and  it  was  hardly 
reasonable  to  expect  it  now  to  be  carried  out  entirely 
voluntarily.  They  had  accepted  with  much  regret  thai 
resignation  of  Miss  C.  A.  Andrews,  hon.  employment 
secretary,  and  Mrs.  Irvine,  hon.  secretary,  but  were  glad 
they  would  still  be  members  of  committee.  Miss  Edmond 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring  officers,  and 
said  it  was  difficult  to  think  of  the  Association  without 
also  thinking  of  Miss  Andrews,  who  for  so  many  years 
had  devoted  herself  to  the  Employment  Bureau,  whilst 
Mrs.  Irvine  had  found  them  socially  more  or  less  in  a 
moribund  condition  and  had  galvanised  them  into  life. 
Miss  Borrowman  paid  a  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  retiring 
auditors,  Miss  Adams  and  Miss  Goodwin.  A  motion  from 
the  chair  that  the  life  subscription  to  the  Association  be 
£3  3s.,  on  being  put  to  the  vote  was  lost,  an  amendment 
proposed  by  Miss  Dobie,  seconded  by  Miss  Borrowman, 
that  the  life  subscription  be  five  guineas  being  carried. 
The  appointment  of  the  following  officers  was  announced  :

nain,  except  in  the  case  of  the  ointments 
vhere  characters  of  popular  types  are  com- 
iletely  changed  by  inversion  of  absorptive  capacity 
hrough  skin  in  several  instances.  The  "  Aquae 
i.romatic33  "  are  -now  described  as  saturated  solutions  of 
volatile  oils  in  wateT,  and  storage  conditions  should  allow 
iccess  of  air  but  not  of  dust.  A  new  formula  is  given 
'or  Elixir  ISeir/ylis  Benzoatis.  The  making  of  .solution 
>f  pituitary  body  is  apparently  deemed  outside  ordinary 
)harmaceutical  practice,  the  method  of  manufacture  being- 
left  out.  Solution  of  the  caustic  alkalis  (potassium 
lydroxide  or  sodium  hydroxide)  provides  an  unusual  form 
>f  volumetric  solution  (dekanormal,  or  ten  times  normal) 
is  an  alternative  mode  of  preparation.  The  formula  for 
syrup  of  ipecacuanha  is  simplified  by  leaving  out  the 
icetic  acid  and  using  syrup  in  place  of  sugar  and  water, 
out  the  reverse  process  is  adopted  with  syr.  scillae  co. 
ind  syr.  senna,  the  ingredients  of  the  syrup  being 
separated  in  the  formula. 

The  last  portion  of  the  abstract  is  a  collection  of 
derates,  ointments,  and  miscellaneous  galenicals,  the  last- 
^arned  including  evidently  such  articles  as  have  not  been 
previously  included.  Chalk  mixture  is  changed  in  com- 
position, prepared  chalk  replacing  compound  chalk 
powder,  while  fluid  ext.  glycyrrhizae  replaces  the  solid 
extract  in  mist,  glycyrrhizae  co.  Mucilage  of  acacia  is 
to  be  preserved  in  future  by  0.1  per  cent,  sodium  benzoate. 
Among  the  ointments  the  basis  of  ung.  acidi  borici 
undergoes  drastic  modification  in  consistence  and  colour, 
yellow  wax  replacing  paraffin  and  yellow  petrolatum  the 
white  variety  The  strength  of  yellow  oxide  of  mercury 
is  reduced  to  1  per  cent,  instead  of  10  per  cent,  in  ung. 
hydrargyri  oxidi  flavi,  and  the  water  used  to  rub  down 
the  active  ingredient  is  replaced  by  liquid  petrolatum. 
In  other  popular  ointments  paraffin  bases  replace  ben- 
zoinated lard.  The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the 
alterations  : — 

Aqua  aromatic*. — General  description  to  state, 
"  Aromatic  waters  are  saturated  solutions  (unless  otherwise 
specified)  of  volatile  oils  or  other  aromatic  or  volatile  sub- 
stances in  distilled  water.  They  are  clear  and  free  from 
Isolid  impurities.  They  possess  an  odour  corresponding  to 
the  plant  or  volatile  substance  from  which  they  are  made, 
and  are  free  from  empyreumatic  or  foreign  odours. 
Aromatic  waters  should  be  nrotected  from  light,  and  pre- 
ferably stored  in  containers  which  are  so  stoppered  as  to 
allow  some  access  of  air,  but  which  do  not  permit  the 
admission  of  dust.  The  general  processes  include  prepara- 
tion by  distillation  from  plant  products  as  well  as  by 
solution  of  volatile  oil  in  water. 

Aqua  aurantii  florum  fortior  and  aqua  rosa  fortior. — • 
The  general  descriptions  are  amended  to  be  accurate  tech- 
nically, and  the  method  of  preservation  to  "  Its  odour  is 
best  preserved  or  restored  by  allowing  a  limited  access  of  air 
to  the  container." 

Elixir  benzylis  bknzoatis  : — New  formula:  Benzyl 
benzoate,  200  c.c. ;  benzosulpbinide..  S  grams ;  bitter  almond 
oil,  1.5  c.c;  orange  oil,  1.0  c.c;  glycerin,  90  c.c;  alcohol 
to  1,000  cc. 

Liquor  hypophysis.— Standard  and  assay  only  given — 
process  of  manufacture  omitted. 

Liquor  plumbi  subacetatis. — Both  a  cold  process  and 
the  boiling  method  of  making  are  given. 

Liquor  potassii  hydroxide.— ^90  c.c.  of  dekanormal  solution 
of  potassium  hydroxide  may  replace  the  solid  hydroxide 
(60  grams). 

Liquor  sodii_  hydroxide. — 125  c.c.  dekanormal  solution  of 
sodium  hydroxide  can  be  used  instead  of  the  solid  caustic, 
soda  (50  grams). 

Syrupus  ipecacuanha.— Fl.  ext.  ipecac,  70  c.c,  glycerin, 
103  c.c. ;  and  syrup  to  1,000  c.c.  (acetic  acid  omitted). 

Syrupus  picis  liquids— Oil  of  tar,  1  c.c. ;  sugar,  850 
grams;  water  to  make  1,000  c.c.  Prepared  bv  shaking  the 
oil  of  tar  with  450  cc.  of  water  at  frequent  intervals  for 
fifteen  minutes,  then  setting  aside  for  twenty-four  hours, 
filtering,  and  dissolving  sugar  in  the  clean  filtrate.  (Pre- 
viously, tar  5  grams,  alcohol  50  c.c,  and  magnesium  car- 
Donate  10  grams.} 


Syrupus  p'runi  virginiana. — Percolate  flows  directly  on  to 
the  sugar  (instead  of  latter  being  added  later). 

Syrupus  soilla  co.  and  syrupus  senna. — The  formula 
contains  sugar  and  water  in  place  of  syrup.

COLLODruM  flexile. — To  be  prepared  by  volume  instead 
of  by  weight. 

Emulsio  olei  terebinthina. — Glycerin  (10  per  cent,  by 
volume)  added. 

Ferri  carbonas  saccharatus. — 8.5  grams  of  sugar  are  to 
be  added  to  the  original  solution  of  ferrous  sulohate. 

Glyceritum  acidi  tannici. — 1  per  cent,  of  sodium  citrate 
added,  this  and  the  tannic  acid  being  suspended  in  a  gauze 
bag  and  allowed  to  dissolve  in  the  glycerin  heated  in  a 
water  bath. 

Glyc.  amyli. — Water  increased  to  20  c.c.  (from  10  grams), 
and  glycerin  decreased  by  corresponding  proportion. 

Glyc.  phenolis. — 1  gram  sodium  citrate  dissolved  in 
1  c.c.  of  boiling  water  is  now  added  to  100  c.c.  of  the 
preparation. 

Mistura  creta. — Prepared  chalk,  6  grams ;  glycerin,  10 
c.c. ;  cinnamon  water,  40  cc. ;  distilled  water  to  100  c.c. 
The  preparation  must  not  be  dispensed  unless  it  has  been 
recently  prepared.  (Formerly  20  grams  compound  chalk 
powder.) 

Mist,  glycyrrhiza  CO.— Fl.  ext.  glycyrrhizae  120  c.c.)  to 
replace  pure  ext.  glycyrrh.  (30  grams)  and  glycerin  (120 
c.c.)  in  place  of  syrup  (50  c.c.)  and  acacia  (30  grams);  the 
other  ingredients  remain  the  same,  viz.,  antimony  and 
potassium  tartrate,  0.24  gram ;  camphorated  tincture  of 
opium  120.0  c.c. ;  and  spirit  of  nitrous  ether,  30.0  c.c. ; 
water  to  1,000  c.c 

Muciiago  aoacta. — 1  gram  of  sodium  benzoate  added  to 
each  kilogram. 

Unguentum. — In  simple  ointment  yellow  wax  is  to  replace 
white  wax. 

Ung.  acidi  borici. — Yellow  wax  replaces  paraffin,  and 
yellow  petrolatum  is  used  instead  of  white  petrolatum. 

Ung.  chrysahobini. — Hydrous  wool  fat  used  instead  of 
benzoinated  lard. 

Ung.  hydrarg.  ammoniata.— Liquid  petrolatum  (10  grams) 
is  used  to  rub  down  the  ammoniaited  mercury  instead  of 
the  corresponding  amount  of  white  petrolatum. 

Ung.  hydhahgri  oxidi  flavum. — Yellow  mercuric  oxide, 
1  gram ;  liquid  petrolatum,  1  gram ;  hydrous  wool  fat, 
10  grams;  petrolatum,  88  grams.  (Instead  of  10  per  cent, 
hyd.  ox.  flax  with  equal  parts  of  the  last  two  ingredients.} 

Ung.  iodi. — Anhydrous  wool  fat  replaces  benzoinated  lard. 

Ung.  IODOFOEMI. — Anhydrous  wool  fat  (20  grams)  and 
petrolatum  (70  grams)  replace  benzoinated  lard  (90  grams). 

Ung.  phenolis— Yellow  wax  (5  grams)  and  petrolatum 
92.75  grams  replace  the  simple  ointment  (97.75  grams). 

Ung.  picis  liquida. — Petrolatum  replaces  lard. 

Ung.  sulphuris. — Yellow  wax  (17  grams)  and  petrolatum 
(68  grams)  replace  benzoinated  lard  (85  grams).

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Dental  Board 

of  the  United  Kingdom 

The  final  sitting  of  the  first  Dental  Board  of  the  United 
Kingdom  opened  at  44  Hallam  Street,  London,  W.,  on 
May  13,  the  chairman  (the  Right  Hon.  F.  D.  Acland) 
presiding.    The  first  business  was  the 

Chairman's  Address, 
the  subject-matter  of  which  was  the  work  of  the  Board 
since    its    formation    in    1921.    The-   following    are  the 
principal  passages  of  general  interest  : — 

The  first  year,  1922,  was  mainly  devoted  to  registration. 
As  a  commentary  on  the  opinion  which  I  have  heard 
expressed,  that  practically  all  persons  who  previously  lived 
by  the  practice  of  dentistry  have  succeeded  in  becoming 
registered,  it  may  be  worth  pointing  out  that,  whereas 
between  twelve  and  thirteen  thousand  forms  were  issued 
to  applicants  and  nearly  eleven  thousand  applications  were 
made,  the  actual  number  of  Dentists  1921  on  the  Register 
at  the  present  time  appears  to  be  approximately  7,736.  It 
is  probable  that  a  few  mistakes  were  made,  but  there  is 
no  doubt  that  those  who  were  not  justified  in  obtaining 
admission  to  the  Register  are  finding  it  difficult  to  main- 
tain their  position  upon  it,  and  are  tending  to  drop  out. 
.  .  .  The  only  special  branch  of  our  registration  work  to 
which  I  will  refer  is  that  connected  with  ex-Service  appli- 
cants, whose  cases  were  treated  from  the  beginning  with 
very  specials-consideration,  and  who  have  finally  obtained 
under  the  Amending  Act  of  1923  every  possible  considera- 
tion and  assistance,  which,  in  my  opinion,  can  rightly 
be  given.  Before  leaving  the  subject  of  registration,  I 
hope  I  shall  not  be  premature  in  congratulating  the  Board 
upon  the  fact  that  only  two  appeals  have  been  entered 
against  their  decisions. 

Courses  of  lectures  were  arranged  in  the  spring  of  1923, 
and  again  this  year,  dealing  with  the  higher  branches  of 
dental  science,  which  have  been,  I  believe,  very  generaily 
successful.  Loans  to  students  unable  to  complete  their 
course  without  financial  assistance  have  been  made  and 
have  been  undoubtedly  useful.  The  position  of  Dental 
Schools  as  regards  accommodation  and  facilities  for  dental 
training  was  carefully  examined,  and,  as  a  result,  tho 
sum  of  £16  030  has  been  earmarked  to  assist  them.  Good 
relations  were  established  both  with  the  Medical  Research 
Council  and  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  and  careful  and  thorough  schemes  of  research 
are  now  proceeding,  both  on  the  scientific  and  on  the 
practical  sides  of  dental  work. 

As  regards  prosecutions,  the  Board  may  be  interested 
to  hear  that  proceedings  were  taken  and  pressed  in  thirty- 
nine  cases,  convictions  secured  in  every  one  of  them,  and 
fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £272  2s.  and  £57  17s.  6d. 
respectively  have  been  imposed,  which,  naturally,  in  the 
earlier  cases  in  which  ignorance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  was  pleaded  were  light,  but  which  are  now.  I  am 
glad  to  say,  becoming  heavier.  The  difficult  question  of 
arrangements  between  co-operative  societies  and  dentists 
was  also  dealt  with,  and  as  to  this  I  have  to  report  that, 
owing  to  goodwill  and  common  sense  on  both  sides,  the 
arrangements  made  appear  to  be  settling  down  satisfactorily. 
Steps  are  being  taken,  which  I  am  sure  vou  will  approve, 
for  an  active  campaign,  through  the  chief  constables,  to 
put  a  stop  to  unregistered  practice.  On  the  instructions  of 
the  Discipline  Committee,  proceedings  have  been  taken 
against  unregistered  persons  treating  pvorrhcea  by  pre- 
scribing a  mouth-wash,  after  examination  of  patients' 
mouths.  The  practice  was  held  to  be  "  giving  such  advice 
and  treatment  as  are  usually  given  by  dentists,"  and  fines 
of  £100  were  imposed.  I  must  refer  to  the  position  of  the 
Dental  Board  in  the  Irish  Free  State.  This  has  proved  to 
be  a  matter  of  great  complication  and  some  obscurity.  .  .  . 
The  position  is  being  carefully  explored,  and  it  is  greatly 
to  be  hoped  that  it  will  soon  become  clear. 

On  the  income  side  we  may  estimate  to  receive  about 
£45.000  a  year,  which  I  do  not  think  will  vary  very  much 
or  very  rapidly  for  some  considerable  time.  Acainst  the 
£45,000  income.  I  set  first  of  all  the  sum  of  £12.000  to 
cover  our  standing  charges,  such  as  fees  and  travelling 
expenses  of  members  of  the  Board,  printing,  salaries  and 
wa?es.  office  expenses  and  legal  expenses.  The  next  item 
is  £12.500  for  educational  and  research  work  other  than 
bursaries,  and  contingencies  in  connection  with  such  work. 
The  two  main  sums  make  a  total  of  £24,500,  and  leave  a 
balance  of  £20,500  for  bursaries.  I  estimate  that  a  bursar 
may  cost  £130  a  year,  and  therefore  £20.500  will  maintain 
about  160,  or  an  entry  of  40  a  year  for  a  four  years' 


course.  Before  the  war,  an  entry  of  rather  over  250 
students  maintained  a  practising  list  of  about  5,000.  On 
these  figures  the  present  Register  of  13,500  will  need  an 
annual  entry  of  700  if  it  is  to  be  maintained,  and  a  con- 
siderably larger  number  if  the  practising  list  is  to  be  raised 
to  16,000.  Taking  these  circumstances  into  account,  I  am 
strongly  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  sufficient  justification 
for  a  reduction  of  the  present  retention  fee.  Dentists  now 
on  the  Register  will  realise  that,  although  they  would  have 
an  almost  inappreciable  annual  amount  to  gain  by  a  reduc- 
tion of  fee,  they  would  have  later  on  very  much  more  to 
lose  if  an  agitation  were  to  arise,  owing  to  an  insufficiency 
of  fully  qualified  dentists,  for  the  lowering  of  the  standard 
of  the  qualification  or  the  setting  up  of  an  inferior  standard. 
The  chairman  was  thanked  for  his  address. 


Proprietaries  in  Australia 

An  inquiry  has  recently  been  instituted  by  the  Sydney 
Chamber  of  Commerce  as  to  the  position  of  proprietary 
medicines  in  general  trade.  This  was  thought  necessary 
in  consideration  of  the  large  trade  throughout  the  Com- 
monwealth, which  has  been  developed  by  the  manufac- 
turers of  the  State  of  New  South  Wales.  The  matter 
has  now  been  completed,  and  we  give  below  particulars 
of  the  replies  to  the  list  of  questions  which  were  for- 
warded  to  the  wholesale  and  retail  chemists,  merchants, 
grocers  and  country  storekeepers  in  New  South  Wales  : — 

Chemists 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-four  replies  were  received, 
including  ten  replies  which  were  indefinite  and  could  not 
be  dealt  with. 

Merchants,  Geocehs  and  Storekeepers 
Six  hundred  and  eight  replies  were  received,  including 
60  indefinite  ones,  which  could  not  be  taken  into  account. 
A  number  of  storekeepers  (28)  wrote  stating  that  they  did 
not  stock  proprietary  medicines,  and  for  that  reason  did 
not  answer  any  of  the  questions. 

Analysis  of  Replies 
Question  No.  1. — Are  proprietary  medicines  generallv  sold 
for  the  purpose  of  alcoholic  effect  or  narcotic  influence?  In 
the  aggregate  the  replies  were  "  No  "  to  the  extent  of 
95  per  cent. 

Question  No.  t. — Are  proprietary  medicines  generally  sold 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  abortion  ?  The  replies  were 
"  No  "  to  the  extent  of  98  per  cent. 

Question  No.  3. — Are  proprietary  medicines  faithful  in  ■ 
fulfilling  the  uses  claimed  for   them?    The  replies  were 
"  Yes  "  to  the  extent  of  92  per  cent. 

Question  No.  If. — Do  proprietary  medicines  generally  sold 
meet  the  requirements  of  your  customers?  The  replies 
were  "  Yes  "  to  the  extent  of  95  per  cent. 

Question  No.  5. — Can  you  suggest  any  other  course  of 
treatment  that  would  efficiently  take  the  place  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  ?  The  replies  were  "  No  "  to  the  extent 
of  98  per  cent. 

Question  No.  6. — (For  chemists  only.) — If  an  insistent  Law 
was  passed  compelling  disclosure  of  formula  on  labels  of 
proprietary  medicines,  would  this,  in  your  opinion,  have 
the  effect  of  closing  the  avenues  of  enterprise  to  chemists 
and  druggists?  The  replies  were  "Yes"  to  the  extent  of 
84  per  cent.

LVIII.  The  Mints 

The  genus  Mentha  is  widely  distributed  over  temperate 
regions  throughout  the  world.  The  various  species  are 
all  herbaceous  plants  so  closely  alike  and  subject  to 
variation  that  there  is  much  difficulty  in  delimiting  them. 
The  small  flowers  are  closely  arranged  in  spikes.  The 
calyx  is  usually  regular  and  five-toothed.  The  corolla  is 
only  slightly  two-lipped,  being  nearly  regular  with  four 
lobes  (the  upper  of  which  is  usually  notched).  The  four 
stamens  are  also  nearly  equal  in  length.  Thus  the  mints 
would  appear  to  be  simple  labiate  types,  still  in  process 
of  development.  Spearmint,  peppermint,  and  penny- 
royal are  aromatic  herbs,  cultivated  in  this  country, 
whose  odour  is  sufficiently  distinctive  to  serve  to  identify 
the  fresh  plants.  All  three  of  them  flower  at  the  end 
of  summer  and  have  flowers  with  reddish-purple  corollas. 
Mentha  viridis,  Linne,   or   spearmint    (Fig.   185),  is

the  common  mint  long  cultivated  in  our  gardens,  where 
it  readily  propagates  itself  by  suckers.  Strong  aerial 
sterns  attain  2  or  3  feet  high  and  often  branch  below 
when  luxuriant.  The  leaves  are  sessile  (lower  may  be 
slightly  stalked),  ovate-lanceolate,  dark  green  and 
g'.abrous  above,  paler  below,  with  prominent  green  or 
purple  veins.  The  tip  of  the  leaf  is  acute  and  margin 
is  serrate.  The  leaves  are  usually  about  2  in.  long 
I  but  the  lower  may  be  3  or  even  4  in.  in  length  and 
1  in.  across).  Though  apparently  smooth  and  free  from 
hairs,  except  on  the  main  veins,  the  leaves  bear  short 
hairs  with  glandular  head,  containing  the  oil,  which 
gives  them  their  fragrant  odour  when  rubbed. 

Spearmint  flowers  towards  the  end  of  summer,  the 
inflorescence  (about  3  in.  long)  being  a  panicle  of  spikes 
in  which  the  lowest  whorls  are  more  separated  and  the 
bracts  more  leaf-like.  The  fresh  plant  yields  about 
0.3  per  cent,  of  essential  oil  with  a  distinctive  odour, 
though  the  constituent  to  which  this  is  due  is  unknown. 
Spearmint  oil  contains  more  than  half  its  weight  of 
carvone. 

Mentha  piperita,   Linne,   the  peppermint,  has  many 


resemblances  to  spearmint,  but  differs  in  being  smallef 
with  stalked  leaves  and  larger  flowers.    The  branches  arg

more  often  purplish.  The  plant  is  cultivated  for  dis< 
tillation  of  volatile  oil  in  England  (but"  no  longer  at 


Mitcham)  and  grown  on  a  larger  scale  in  the  United 
States,  which  produces  the  bulk  of  the  world's  supply. 
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The  most  esteemed  oil  is  that  from  English  white  mint 
(with  green  stems),  but  is  now  a  rarity.  Black  mint  is  a 
slightly  different  variety  of  English  peppermint  with 
purple  stems,  giving  a  bigger  yield  of  oil.  The  American 
peppermint  is  yet  another  variety  (see  next  column).  The 
chief  constituent  of  peppermint  oil  is  50  to  70  per  cent, 
of  menthol,  of  which  some  4  to  14  per  cent,  is  combined 
as  menthyl  esters,  upon  which  the  fine  aroma  and  dis- 
tinctive tastes  of  the  greatly  esteemed  English  oil  would 
appear  to  depend. 

Mentha  Pulegium,  Linne,  pennyroyal  (Fig.  187),  is  a 
small  perennial  common  throughout  the  South  of  Europe. 
It  is  readily  distinguished  from  spearmint  or  pepper- 
mint, the  whole  plant  being  hairy  with  prostrate,  decum- 
bent stems,  which,  when  flowering,  rise  to  a  height  of 
about  6  in.  The  leaves  are  only  about  g  in.  long,  ovate 
in  shape,  and  with  crenate  margins.  They  are  dotted 
with  oil  glands,  which  gives  the  plant  its  strong  distinc- 
tive aroma  when  rubbed.  The  flowers  ar#  arranged  in 
globe-like  clusters  at  intervals  up  the  stem.  The  corolla 
tube  is  closed  with  hairs.  The  chief  constituent  of  the 
essential  oil  obtained  from  pennyroyal  is  the  ketone 
pulegone,  which  is  apparently  a  stage  in  the  synthesis 
of  menthol,  and  the  throwback  of  Manchurian  and 
American  mints  to  pulegone  in  their  essential  oils  instead 
of  menthol  serves  to  emphasise  the  phyto-chemical  rela- 
tionships of  peppermint  and  pennyroyal  (see  "  Biogenesis 
of  the  Mints,"  next  column).

Rubber  Dressing. — A  rubber  composition  for  water- 
proofing fabrics,  consisting  in  a  solution  of  rubber  in 
linseed  oil  to  which  terebene  is  added.  (W.  W.  Lawes. 
214,361.) 

Lithium  Nitride. — A  process  for  the  preparation  of 
lithium  nitride  in  fine  powder  for  use  as  a  catalyser, 
consisting  in  heating  an  amalgam  of  lithium  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  nitrogen.    (C.  Urfer.  199,027.) 

Calcium  Oxalate  from  Trees  A  process  for  the  re- 
covery of  calcium  oxalate  and  other  oxalates  from  the 
bark  of  certain  Indian  trees — i.e.,  Terminalia  Arjuna, 
Phyllanthus  Emblica,  and  Anogeissus  latifolia.  (The 
Bhopal  Produce  Trust,  Ltd.  201,131.) 

Flashlight  Powder. — A  flashlight  powder  consisting  in 
a  mixture  of  the  two  powdered  alloys  of  aluminium  and 
magnesium,  viz.,  Al-Mg  and  Al,-Mg4,  obtained  by  melt- 
ing almost  equal  proportions  of  both  metals  together  in 
the  presence  of  an  inert  gas.    (Y.  Sejournet.  195,064.) 

Para-Amidophenol  Manufacture. — A  process  for  the  pre- 
paration of  p-amidophenol,  consisting  in  diazotising  an 
aromatic  base  practically  insoluble  in  water,  such  as 
benzidin  or  tolidin,  and  combining  the  product  with 
phenol  in  an  alkaline  medium,  followed  by  catalytic 
reduction.    (G.   Poma.  194,694.) 

Synthetic  Cocaine. — A  process  for  the  preparation  of 
synthetic,  optically  active  rf-pseudo  and  /-pseudo  cocaine, 
consisting  in  resolving  racemic  ecgonine  methyl  ester 
into  its  optically  active  constituents,  followed  by  benzoyla- 
tion,  which  yields  d-  or  Z-psendo  cocaine  identical  with 
the  substance  obtained  from  plants.    (E.Merck.  210,050.) 

Protecting  the  Skin  against  Sis  ins. — A  preparation  re- 
movable by  washing  for  protecting  the  skin  from  polishes, 
paints,  stains,  etc.,_  comprising  a  gum  soluble  in  water, 
powder,  such  as  whiting,  a  fatty  oil,  and  preferably  soap, 
the  following  being  given  as  an  example  : —

Biogenesis  of  Peppermint  Oils 

Dr.  Edward  Kremers,  Director  of  Pharmacy,  The  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin,  U.S.A.,  referring  to  an  abstract  in 
the  Progress  of  Pharmacy  (V.  <fc  D.,  December  29,  1923, 
p.  899),  writes 

Your  abstractor's  derogatory  remarks  about  "  some  self- 
styled  chemical  works  "  induces  me  to  ask  you  to  comparo 
tbe  oil  under  review  with  that  reported  on  the  previous  page 
from  Manchuria.  Here  in  Wisconsin  we  have  had  a  like 
experience  with  Japanese  peppermint  oil.  In  place  of  about 
90  per  cent,  menthol  we  find  as  much  pulegone.  Herewith 
I  enclose  a  copy  of  Bulletin  No.  4  on  the  study  of  tho 
Biogenesis  of  the  Mints  which  has  grown  out  of  this  remark- 
able observation  recorded  now  for  several  vears. 

It  is  evident  that  Japanese,  Swiss  and  American  workers 
have  reported  that  the  aromatic  constituents  of  pepper- 
mint oil  are  liable  to  vary  with  locality,  but  Dr.  R.  E. 
Kremers  and  co-workers  are  not  content  to  leave  the  occur- 
rence uninvestigated.  The  summary  below  of  the  four 
Bulletins  that  have  been  issued  shows  that  the  researches 
of  these  workers  are  likely  to  shed  much  light  on  phyto- 
chemical  transformations  occurring  in  mint  plants.  The 
first  bulletin  announced  the  arrival  of  mint  plants 
from  Japan.  Bulletin  No.  2  is  concerned  mainly 
with  a  report  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Bacon  on  the  confused 
synonymy  of  the  peppermints.  Mentha  piperita  (L.  ex 
parte)  Huds.  is  generally  believed  to  be  a  hybrid  of 
Mentha  spicata  L.  and  Mentha  aquatica  L.  Fruits  are 
rarely  formed,  and  then  are  not  fully  developed,  and  the 
plants  propagate  by  means  of  rhizomes.  The  types  of  mints 
described  by  Camus  in  Roure-Bertrand's  Bulletin  (1911) 
and  the  Index  Kewensis  are  cited  in  detail.  The  French 
varieties  of  peppermint  are  considered  to  show  more  re- 
semblance to  M.  spicata  L.,  whereas  the  English  varieties 
resemble  M.  aquatica  L.  The  forms  cultivated  in  America 
for  the  distillation  of  oil  are  regarded  as  Mentha  piperita 
L.,  American  mint,  with  two  varieties,  M.  piperita  var. 
vulgaris  Sole,  black  mint,  and  'M.  piperita  var.  officinalis 
Sole,  white  mint. 

Bulletin  No.  3  reports  the  finding  of  pulegone  in  culti- 
vated arvensis  mint  oil  :  "  Taking  into  consideration  the 
frequent  occurrence  of  pulegone  or  its  isomers  in  the 
Mentha  species  and  the  fact  that  an  unsaturated  ketone 
accompanied  the  menthone  and  menthol  in  peppermint 
oil,  it  seems  likely  that  the  latter  are  derived  from  the 
former."  Bulletin  No.  4  takes  the  form  of  a  paper  by 
F.  J.  Bacon,  G.  C.  Jenison  and  R.  E.  Kremers  in  "  Studies 
in  the  Genus  Mentha,"  given  at  the  Asheville  meeting 
last  year  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
This  records  that  the  discovery  of  some  of  the  mint,  im- 
ported as  Japanese,  was  producing  pulegone  instead  of 
menthol  suggested  the  existence  of  a  common  fundamentai 
metabolism.  It  has  also  been  found  that  methyl-cycki- 
hexanone  is  not  always  present  in  American  peppermint 
oil,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  reported  occurrence  was  due 
to  the  treatment  to  which  the  oil  was  subjected.  Its  pre- 
cursor pulegone,  and  possibly  piperitone,  appear  -to  be 
constantly  present.  This  seems  -to  be  highly  significant ; 
for  in  tlie  genus  Mentha,  pulegone  a-nd  menthol  are  the 
only  substances  attaining  to  80  per  cent,  of  the  oil,  which 
suggests  that  a  menthenone  is  formed  first,  and  that  the 
menthone  and  menthol  are  formed  from  it  by  reduction  : 
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The  consistency  is  determined  by  the  amount  of  boil- 
ing.   (C.  J.  Williams.  212,613.)

Since  piperitone  gives  isomenthones,  whereas  pulegone 
appears  to  give  ordinary  menthone  (when  reduced  by  pal- 
ladium and  hydrogen),  it  may  be  possible  to  trace  these 
relationships  definitely.  This  hypothesis  must  be  accepted 
cautiously,  but  it  is  encouraging  to  find  evidence  support- 
ing the  premise  of  a  biochemical  process  of  oil  production. 
The  aldehydes  present  to  a  slight  extent  in  the  natural 
American  oil  are  highly  important  in  the  suggested  scheme 
of  biochemical  oil  formation.  They  are  refined  away  dur- 
ing rectification  because  of  their  objectionable  properties.

A.  W.  Gerrard,  Ph.C,  P.P.G.D.  (Middlesex),  and 
a  P.M.  of  the  Galen  and  Campbell  Lodges,  a  silver 
casket  enclosing  a  scroll  of  vellum  (on  which  was 
inscribed  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  and 
Chapter),  as  a  token  of  love,  esteem  and  affection  on  the 
occasion  of  his  eightieth  birthday.  The  W.M.  paid 
tribute  to  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  Wor.  Bro.  Gerrard 
in  the  inauguration  of  the  Lodge  and  Chapter,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  fact  that  he  had  been  elected  M.E.Z.  for  the 
coming  year.  In  his  reply,  Wor.  Bro.  Gerrard  gave  an 
account  of  his  early  life  in  Dorset  and  the  Metropolis,  his 
association  with  pharmacy,  and  his  hospital  work  at 
Guy's  and  University  College  Hospitals.

He  passed 
the  Minor  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
March  18,  1874,  while  still  in  his  'teens,  the  age  limit  not 
having  then  been  fixed  at  twenty-one.  Mr.  Piper  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Norwich  Chemists'  Association, 
and  a  paper  of  his  during  this  period  on  "  The  Presence 
of  Ammonia  in  Bismuthi  Subnitras"  is  on  record.  On 
May  28,  1877,  he  joined  the  staff  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  to  which  he  had  contributed  a  series  of 
twelve  articles  on  the  "  Names  of  British  Medicinal 
Plants,"  which  established  his  reputation  for  pharmaceu- 
tical literary  research.  Mr.  Piper  had  a  particular 
interest  in  botany,  and  was  a  fellow  of  the  Linnean

Society.  He  also  compiled  a  comprehensive  bibliography 
of  pharmaceutical  literature  on  an  index  system  which 
we  believe  was  acquired  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
When  the  proprietors  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
decided  to  publish  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
Australasia,"  Mr.  Piper  went  out  to  Melbourne,  arriving 
there  on  November  17.  1885.  He  was  Editor  of  the 
journal  from  the  commencement  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  His  services  to  Australian  pharmacy  during 
that  period  were  of  very  great  value,  as  he  had  a 
special  faculty  for  bringing  together  the  facts  regarding 
legislation  or  practices  affecting  the  trade.  In  1902 
Mr.  Piper  visited  England  and  spent  much  time  in 
investigating  the  changes  that  had  taken  place  in  phar- 
macy since  1885,  particularly  the  working  of  the  examina- 
tions of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  price  protection 
and  trade  defence  schemes.  At  this  time  a  change  took 
place  in  the  proprietorship  of  the  Australian  journal, 
and  Mr.  Piper  became  governing  director  of  the  Trade 
Press  Proprietary,  Ltd.,  which  took  it  over  {with  other 
trade  papers).  Mr.  Piper  was  an  industrious  worker 
of  wide  general  knowledge  and  high  principles.  When 
we  had  the  pleasure  of  his  personal  acquaintance  in  1902 
it  was  his  sincerity  of  purpose  that  was  first  noticeable. 


His  death  was  due  to  an  epitheleomatous  growth  in 
the  throat  that  first  manifested  itself  in  1922,  developing 
at  the  end  of  1923,  and  necessitating  exposure  to  .r-rays 
and  several  operations,  which  unfortunately  proved  un- 
availing in  relieving  the  -condition.  Mr.  Piper  leaves 
a  widow  and  two  sons,  with  whom  we  desire  to  express 
our  sincere  sympathy  in  their  bereavement.  The  photo- 
graph reproduced  here  is  one  which  Mr.  Piper  had 
taken  for  us  last  year.  It  shows  him  dictating  letters 
into  a  dictaphone,  a  method  he  adopted  some  years  ago. 

Shelley. — The  funeral  of  the  late  Mr.  George  Shelley, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Newport,  Mon. .  whose  death  was 
recorded  in  our  issue  of  May  17  (p.  693),  took  place  at 
Christchurch  Cemetery  on  May  10.  The  chief  mourners 
were  Mr.  R.  Shelley  (son),  Alderman  Shelley,  Walsall 
(brother),  Mr.  Cooper  and  Mr.  Turner  (brothers-in-law). 
The  Newport  Chemists'  Association  was  represented  by 
Messrs.  Jared  Edwards  (President),  T.  J.  Badgett 
(treasurer,  Monmouthshire  and  Newport  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  and  J.  Menhinick.  There  were 
also  present  many  other  friends,  and  the  esteem  in  whicn 
Mr.  Shelley  was  held  was  marked  by  the  large  number 
of  floral  tributes.    Mr.  Jared  Edwards  writes  : — 

A  native  of  Bilston,  Staffordshire,  Mr.  Shelley  came  to 
Newport  some  twenty  years  ago  and  commenced  business 
at  232  Corporation  Road,  developing-  it  into  a  very  success- 
ful concern.  He  leayes  a  widow,  one  son  and  two  daughters, 
with  whom  the  deepest  sympathy  is  felt.  He  was  a  very 
active  member  of  the  local  association,  having  held  the 
offices  of  Secretai-y,  Vice-President  and  President.  Mr. 
Shelley  was  chairman  of  the  Monmouthshire  and  Newport 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  time  of  bis 
demise.  Apart  from  his  business  activities,  he  took  a  very 
prominent  interest  in  the  Wesley  an  cause,  and  was  a  local 
preacher  of  great  acceptance  for  many  years. 

Storrar. — At  230  High  Street,  Kirkcaldy,  on  May  15, 
Mr.  David  Storrar,  J. P.,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged 
eighty-four.  Mr.  Storrar  was  born,  educated  and  appren- 
ticed in  the  borough  in  which,  except  for  a  brief  period 
of  experience  in  London,  his  life  was  passed.  He  com- 
menced business  <on  his  own  account  in  1861,  and  for 
more  than  half  a  century  took  an  active  part  in  the 
public  life  of  Kirkcaldy,  serving  on  the  Town  Council, 
the  School  Board,  and  other  bodies.  In  1890  Mr.  Storrar 
was  elected  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
after  a  lengthy  membership  of  the  Executive  of  the 
North  British  Branch,  and  remained  a  councillor  for 
several  years.  The  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  was 
manifested  at  the  funeral  on  May  19,  all  classes  of  the 
community  being  among  the  gathering  that  assembled.

Key,  Kirkcaldy ;  Mr.  J.  Low  (partner  in  Mr.  Storrar's 
business);  Mr.  A.  G.  Adamson,  Kirkcaldy;  Mr.  C. 
Whyte.  Kirkcaldy;  Mr.  J.  B.  McLaren,  chairman  of 
the  Fifeshire  Pharmaceutical  Federation ;  Mr.  Peter 
Fenton.  F.C.S.,  secretary  of  the  Federation;  TJailie 
McLean,  Kinghom  ;  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson,  Ph.C.  ;  Burnt- 
island. Among  the  floral  tributes  was  one  from  the 
chemists  of  Kirkcaldy.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

Your  Series  of  Articles  . 

on  the  wholesaling  of  poisons,  no 
less  than  the  previous  series  on  Insurance  dispensing 
terms  is  a  triumphant  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  the 
action  of  our  official  leaders,  whether  it  be  that  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  or  that  of  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  Executive,  not  only  may  be  usefully 
supplemented  by  outside  critics,  but  does  most  emphati- 
cally need  to  be  so  supplemented.  Official  action  is  apt 
to  be  so  confined  to  a  few  small  points  actually  in  dispute 
that  it  misses  the  general  aspect  and  gets  no  grasp  of 
principles;  your  bureaucrat  cannot,  as  the  phrase  goes,  see 
the  wood  for  the  trees.  What  you  say  of  the  Society's 
attitude  of  "  merely  administering  the  law "  affords  a 
good  illustration  of  my  meaning.  Intent  upon  this 
business,  it  does  not  keep  its  eyes  sufficiently  open  to  the 
effect  of  changes  in  the  law  and  the  relation  of  one  law 
to  another.  Three  things,  at  least,  are  necessary  ,  to 
equitable  and  efficient  legislation — a  knowledge  of  exist- 
ing law,  acquaintance  with  the  matters  to  be  legislated 
for,  and  a  wide  philosophic  outlook  over  the  whole  field  of 
legislative  action.  A  certain  detachment  of  mind  is,  if 
not  absolutely  necessary,  at  any  rate  helpful  to  the  last, 
and  this  an  administrative  body  rarely  attains.  It  is 
not,  in  fact,  in  its  line.  I  am  not  sure  whether  the 
Society  could  successfully  bargain  with  the  authorities 
over  the  sale  of  poisons  in  the  way  you  suggest,  but  I 
am  sure  that  before  undertaking  to  administer  a  law  it 
should  have  an  effective  say  in  its  making.  Otherwise 
it  may  become  an  instrument  of  injustice  to  its  own 
supporters. 

The  Gouncil  Election. 

will  be  over  before  this  note  appears. 
I  venture  to  predict  that,,  as  usual,  it  will  be  a  very 
partial  and  imperfect  expression  of  the  real  mind  of  the 
craft,  and  will  leave  things  pretty  much  as  they  were. 
The  fact  that  only  two  new  candidates  could  be  induced 
to  come  forward  is  sufficient  to  ensure  this;  even  if  both 
are  returned  the  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Council 
will  be  small,  and  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  retiring 
councillors — which  I  am  glad  to  see  so  emphatically  con- 
demned in  your  correspondence  columns — to  prevent  even 
this  small  change,  is  only  too  likely  to  be  successful. 
Apart  altogether  from  the  questions  of  policy  and  personal 
fitness,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  as  -many  pharmacists 
as  possible  should  have  direct  personal  experience  of  the 
responsibilities  of  office  and  the  art  of  politics ;  and  for 
this  our  constitution  provides  by  the  enforced  retirement 
of  a  third  of  the  Council  every  year.  It  is  true  it  also 
provides  for  their  re-election,  but  to  stereotype  the 
practice  of  re-electing  them  en  bloc,  which  is  the  present 
tendency,  is  none  the  less  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the 
Charter,  and  ought  not  to  be  countenanced.  Nothing  is 
more  likely  to  foster  that  indifference  oij  the  part  of  the 
rank  and  file  with  regard  to  the  Society  of  which  even 
those  who  benefit  by  it  complain.  Character  and  ability 
being  equal,  a  young,  that  is  to  say,  a  new  councillor  is 
almost  always  to  be  preferred  to  an  old  one,  when,  as  is 
the  case  with  us,  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  Council 
always  consists  of  old  members. 

"  Vanitas  " 

writes  trenchantly,  and  for  the  most  part  with 
truth,  but  he  errs  by  over-statement.  That  the  Council 
cannot  do  everything  that  it  would  or  that  we  wish  is 
true;  but  it  does  not  follow  that  its  efforts  are  altogether 
vain,  any  more  than  it  follows  that  all  the  resolutions 
passed  and  speeches  made  at  local  branch  meetings  are 
fruitless  because  the  Council  cannot  give  immediate 
effect  to  them.  We  make  haste  slowly,  but  it  is  some- 
thing that  we  move  at  all;  and  it  cannot  be  denied  that, 
as  regards  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  for  instance,  the 
Society  has  done  us  some  service,  or  that  the  agitation 
against  existing  Insurance  dispensing  arrangements  has 
resulted  in  some  improvement  (that,  however,  is  not 
the  Society's  doing).    The  pharmacists  who  have  arrived 


at  the  conclusion  that  the  Council  is  perfectly  helpless 
are,  I  suspect,  those  who  do  least  to  stimulate  and  inspire 
the  Council:  they  are  probably  the  "  mugwumps  "  who 
won't  vote  at  the  impending  election;  at  any  rate,  the 
opinion  they  hold  of  the  Council  is  the  root  of  half  our 
troubles ;  it  is  largely  because  of  the  inertness  of — I 
believe  I  might  say  the  majority  of — the  electors  that  the 
Council  is  not  stronger  than  it  is.  We  are  a  feeble  folk, 
and  in  that  respect  the  Council  represents  us  fairly,  even 
at  its  feeblest.  Mere  "  grousing  "  is,  as  your  correspon- 
dent says,  useless,  or  worse  than  useless,  a  pure  waste  of 
steam ;  but  if  our  discontent  were  as  active  as  it  is 
voluble,  the  Council  too  would  waken  up  to  more 
strenuous  action.  It  would  be  useless  then  for  retiring 
councillors  to  treat  an  election  as  a  mere  matter  of 
form. 

The  Speeches 

at  the  branch  meetings  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  Scotland,  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  of  May  17 
(p.  699),  present  several  features  of  interest  and  import- 
ance. I  am  ashamed  to  confess  that  I  am  a  little  in 
doubt  whether  these  branches  are  branches  of  the  North 
British  Branch  or  of  the  parent  stem,  but  I  suppose  it 
all  comes  to  the  same  thing.  Mr.  Neathercoat  at  Edin- 
burgh put  the  claims  of  the  Society  to  our  confidence 
and  support  extremely  well,  and  few  except  bitterly 
prejudiced  persons  will  dispute  anything  he  said ;  but 
unfortunately  he  showed  all  the  old  official  narrowness 
in  his  remarks  on  the  branch  scheme.  If  the  old  local 
associations  had  shown  any  disloyalty  or  opposition  to 
the  Society,  or  if  they  had  failed  to  reflect  faithfully 
the  local  mind  in  pharmacy,  there  would  have  been 
some  reason  for  superseding  them  by  branches,  but  they 
did  neither.  They  were,  in  fact,  better  reflectors  of 
local  opinion  than  branches  can  possibly  '  be,  for  they 
represented  outsiders  as  well  as  members,  and  the  opinion 
of  these  is  likely  to  be  as  valuable  and  is  certainly  more 
disinterested  than  that  of  a  subsidised  branch.  The 
slur  upon  these  non-members  -of  the  Society  which 
followed  is  unworthy  of  the  President's  position.  No 
man  ie  bound  to  subscribe  to  any  body  from  whose 
work  he  indirectly  benefits  though  he  may  dissent  from 
its  general  policy,  nor  can  he  justly  be  charged  with 
dishonourable  conduct  if  he  is  judicially  blind  to  the 
claims  of  such  a  'body  upon  him.  The  resolution  come 
to  at  Aberdeen  with  regard  to  apprenticeship  is  absurd 
as  far  as  apprenticeship  to  a  pharmacist  is  concerned. 
The  Society  has  neither  right  nor  power  to  make  regis- 
tration compulsory  as  a  preliminary  to  this.  Appren- 
ticeship to  the  Society  is  a  different  matter.  ■ 

An  Error 

has  somehow  crept  into  my  last  week's  note  on 
the  annual  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society ;  it 
should  read,  "  its  expenditure  was  more  in  proportion," 
not  less. 

The  Pharmacists  of  the  United  States, 

I  am  glad  to  see, 

follow  the  old,  and  as  Fstill  maintain,  the  proper  course 
of  charging  for  prescriptions  according  to  size  and  dose. 
I  suppose  it  is  too  late  to  advocate  this  method  here ; 
we  have  grown  too  commercially  minded ;  but  I  may 
be  allowed  to  congratulate  myself  on  having  the  support 
of  a  people  not  usually  regarded  as  lacking  common 
sense.

Editorial  Articles 

Pasteurised  and  Condensed  Milks 

Two  Government  departments  have  recently  issued  reports 
on  subjects  which  are  very  closely  allied,  namely,  "  Notes 
on  the  Pasteurisation  of  Milk,"  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  "  Studies  in  Sweetened  and  Unsweetened 
(Evaporated)  Condensed  Milk,"  issued  by  the  Food  In- 
vestigation Board  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research.  Both  of  these  contain  some 
interesting  details,  to  which  we  propose  briefly  to  refer. 
With  regard  to  the  former  report  the  purpose  of  the  notes 
is  to  give  a  short  account  of  the  nature  and  object  of 
pasteurisation,  and  to  indicate  how  pasteurisation  may 
assist  in  obtaining  a  safe  and  satisfactory  milk  supply. 
It  goes  on  to  state  : 

When  milk  is  heated  to  a  relatively  high  temperature  such, 
for  instance,  as  175°  F.  to  212°  F.  pathogenic  organisms 
may  or  may  not  be  destroyed  depending  upon  the  actual 
temperature  attained  and  the  duration  of  exposure  of  the 
milk  to  it,  but  in  any  case  the  physical  and  chemical  pro- 
perties of  the  milk  undergo  considerable  alteration  as  a 
result  of  such  treatment ;  from  a  commercial  point  of  view 
the  quality  and  saleability  of  the  milk  is  impaired  and  it  is 
also  possible  that  from  a  nutritive  point  of  view  such  milk 
is  less  desirable  than  milk  not  so  treated.  Extensive  experi- 
ence has  shown  that  exposure  of  ro'lli  to  a  temperature 
between  145°  F.  and  150°  F.  for  30  minutes,  if  carried  out 
with  due  attention  to  important  details  which  are  referred 
to  later,  is  sufficient  to  destroy  virtually  any  pathogenio 
organisms  which  may  be  present  in  the  milk  without  pro- 
ducing appreciable  change  in  its  physical  and  chemical 
characters.  From  the  public  health  point  of  view,  there- 
fore, where  milk  is  concerned,  the  term  "  pasteurisation  " 
should  be  confined  to  the  process  of  heating  to  not  less  than 
145°  F.  and  not  more  than  150°  F.  for  a  period  of  30 
minutes.  Among  the  pathogenic  organisms  with  which  milk 
may  be  accidentally  contaminated  are  B  tuberculosis,  B. 
diphtheria;,  B.  dysenlericus,  B.  typhosus  and  other  organ- 
isms of  the  typhoid-paratyphoid  group.  All  the  above  organ- 
isms are  destroyed  by  pasteurisation,  that  is  to  say,  by 
exposure  to  a  temperature  of  145°  F.  to  150°  F.  for  30 
minutes.  The  virus  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  is  also 
destroyed.  It  is  possible  under  cerUin  conditions  that  a 
small  proportion  of  tubercle  bacilli  may  escape  actual 
destruction  but  their  virulence  appears  to  be  so  impaired  as 
to  make  them  harmless.  Certain  strains  of  streptococci  may 
survive  pasteurisation,  but  the  streptococci  believed  to  be 
responsible  for  septic  sore  throat  are  destroyed  by  exposure 
to  a  temperature  of  145°  F.  to  150°  F.  for  30  minutes. 

Pasteurisation,  it  is  pointed  out,  does  not  destroy  tlia 
whole  of  the  non-pathogenic  organisms  in  milk,  although 
99  per  cent,  of  them  may  be  destroyed.  The  survivors 
include  the  sporing  organisms  and  a  small  proportion  of 
lactic  acid  bacteria,  some  of  which  are  sporing  organisms. 
The  onset  of  souring  is  thus  retarded  and,  at  the  same 
time,  the  presence  of  some  lactic  acid  bacilli  ensures  that 
souring  will  occur  before  putrefaction.  When  milk  ia 
properly  pasteurised  the  majority  of  its  chemical  and 
physical  characters  show  no  appreciable  change.  The 
taste  and  flavour  are  hardly,  if  at  all,  altered,  and  if 
alteration  in  flavour  may  be  due,  as  is  stated,  to  pas- 
teurisation in  the  presence  of  air,  the  advantage  of  avoid- 
ing exposure  to  the  atmosphere  during  the  process  is  thus 
obvious.  It  is  noteworthy  that  when  milk  is  pasteurised 
at  145°  F.  for  30  minutes  the  cream  line,  which  becomes 
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sharply  demarcated  from  the  remainder  in  ordinary  milk, 
is  hardly  if  at  all  affected.  With  regard  to  the  effect  of 
the  process  on  proteins,  vitamins  and  other  constituents, 
the  report  goes  on  to  state  : — 

When  milk  is  pasteurised  at  145°  F.  for  30  minutes  no 
appreciable  change  takes  place  in  the  milk  proteins ;  if. 
however,  the  temperature  is  raised  to  150°  F.  for  30  minutes 
a  small  proportion  (about  5  per  cent.)  of  the  milk  albumin 
ia  rendered  insoluble.  Coagulation  by  rennin  occurs  slightly 
more  rapidly  in  pasteurised  than  in  raw  milk.  The  soluble 
calcium  and  magnesium  phosphates  of  the  milk  do  not 
become  insoluble  or  separate  out  whei  milk  is  pasteurised 
ah  a  temperature  of  145°  F.  for  30  minutes.  This  treatment 
has,  furthermore,  only  a  slight  effect  upon  the  enzymes  which 
are  present  in  milk.  The  effect  of  pasteurisation  on  the 
vitamins  in  milk  is  important.  Milk  is  rich  in  fat-soluble 
A  vitamin  and  also  contains  water-soluble  B  vitamin  and 
the  antiscorbutic  vitamin  (or  vitamin  C).  Both  fat-soluble 
A  vitamin  and  water-soluble  B  vitamin  have  a  relatively 
high  resistance  to  heat  so  that  pasteurisation  has  practically 
no  effect  upon  them.  The  antiscorbutic  vitamin,  however, 
is  sensitive  to  heat  above  122°  F.,  and  there  seems  to  be 
little  doubt  that  pasteurisation  at  145°  F.  for  30  minutes 
weakens  the  antiscorbutic  property  of  milk  The  destruc- 
tion of  vitamins  appears  to  be  due  to  oxidation  and  ia 
accelerated  in  the  presence  of  air. 

Eepasteurisation,  it  is  stated,  is  objectionable  as  tending 
to  further  deviations  from  normal  milk.  It  is  made 
apparent  that  pasteurisation  affords  a  simple  means  of 
rendering  milk  reasonably  safe  as  regards  the  transmission 
of  disease.  If  the  anti-scorbutic  vitamin  has  been  de- 
stroyed in  the  process  it  can  be  supplied  in  the  form  of 
orange  juice.  The  destruction  of  this  vitamin,  however, 
may,  as  has  been  indicated,  be  reduced  by  the  exclusion 
of  air  during  the  process,  but  the  practical  advantages  of 
pasteurisation  are  shown  to  outweigh  any  slight  deprecia- 
tion in  nutritive  elements  which  may  or  may  not  be  present. 

The  report  on  sweetened  and  condensed  milk  is  a 
lengthy  one,  giving  the  results  of  two  separate  inquiries, 
one  confined  to  sweetened  milk,  the  second  to  the  un- 
sweetened variety.  The  problem  of  the  manufacturer  is  a 
two-fold  one,  namely,  to  keep  the  bacterial  content  as  low 
as  possible  and  to  confine  his  methods  of  sterilisation 
within  certain  narrow  limits  so  that  the  nutritive  proper- 
ties may  not  be  impaired.  The  report  shows  that  consider- 
able success  has  been  attained  in  this  direction.  Though 
condensed  milk  as  marketed  is  rarely  sterile  in  the  strict 
bacteriological  sense,  the  methods  of  manufacture  in  up- 
to-date  factories  are  such  as  to  reduce  the  number  of 
intrusive  organisms  to  harmless  limits.  The  report  is 
not  concerned  with  methods  of  manufacture  save  in  so 
far  as  is  necessary  to  make  the  bacteriological  findings 
intelligible.  Part  I  is  concerned  with  the  sweetened 
variety,  and  in  describing  briefly  the  process  of  manufac- 
ture generally  followed,  an  important  point  indicated  is 
the  bacteriological  one  that  the  temperature  employed 
is  insufficient  to  kill  off  many  types  of  bacteria.  Methods 
of  inspection  at  the  ports  come  in  for  a  fair  amount  of 
criticism,  but,  in  cases  where  an  investigation  had  been 
made,  the  judgment  of  the  inspectors  was  correct  in  87 
per  cent,  of  cases.  Suggestions  are  made  in  regard  to 
how  a  sound  judgment  may  be  obtained.  Sweetened 
condensed  milk  is  never  sterile,  and  the  distribution  of 
yeasts,  micrococci,  anaerobes,  gas-producing  aerobic 
bacilli,  sporing  aerobic  bacilli  and  thermophilic  bacteria 
are  separately  considered.  But  except  for  the  possible 
presence  of  such  organisms  as  B.  tuberculosis  none  are 
of  pathogenic  significance.  Sporing  aerobic  bacilli  were 
isolated  from  92  per  cent,  of  the  tins  and  are  probably 
present  in  every  sample.  Although  they  are  potential 
causes  of  decomposition  this  was  shown,  by  experiment, 
not  of  necessity  bound  to  follow.  Yeasts  are  detailed  in 
a  separate  large  section  from  the  point  of  view  that  the 
blowing  of  tins  of  sweetened  condensed  milk  is  almost 
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invariably  due  to  the  growth  and  chemical  activities  of 
yeasts.  There  is  no  suggestion  that  the  bacteria  and 
yeasts  present  and  which  are  the  subject  of  detailed 
study  are  harmful  to  the  consumer,  and  the  report  ia 
mainly  of  interest  as  a  detailed  study  of  the  causes  of 
unsoundness  and  the  prevention  of  wastage  and  food 
loss.  Compared  with  new  cow's  milk  it  is  shown  that 
condensed  milk  is  a  food  of  very  low  bacterial  content. 
The  report  supplies  much  scientific  information  into  the 
causes  of  condensed  milk  decomposition  and  how  to 
prevent  such  deterioration.  The  practical  points  indi- 
cated as  of  the  greatest  importance  are  the  necessity  to 
ensure  the  destruction  of  yeasts  in  milk  before  conden- 
sation, cooling  the  milk  under  conditions  which  avoid  air 
contamination,  the  use  for  the  condensed  liquid  of  suit- 
able right-angle  pipes  taken  apart  and  sterilised  every 
day,  canning  of  the  milk  as  soon  as  possible  after  con- 
densing, and  in  particular  the  use  of  airtight  containers. 

The  report  on  unsweetened  milk  follows  on  similar 
lines.  The  organisms  found  were  mainly  aerobic  bacilli, 
and  while  yeasts  are  of  great  importance  in  connection 
with  sweetened  milk  they  are  of  small  significance  in 
relation  to  the  unsweetened  variety.  The  authors  show 
that  this  food  product  is  not  only  a  complex  one,  but 
the  conditions  which  may  produce  unsoundness  are  also 
complex.  Their  most  important  results  show  that  decom- 
position is  nearly  always  due  to  non-sporing  types  and 
organisms,  and  that  the  manufacturer  must  guard  against 
the  survival  of  micrococci  and  other  non-sporing  bacilli 
and  the  admission  of  air  through  minute  leaks  which 
may  enable  dormant  forms  to  multiply,  causing  decom- 
position changes.  They  suggest  therefore  that  a  longer 
processing  at  a  lower  temperature  would  give  results 
equally  as  good  as  a  shorter  time  at  a  higher  tempera- 
ture, with  less  risk  of  the  milk  being  damaged. 

The  Shortage  in  Mercury 

The  American  trade  Press  has  devoted  considerable  space 
of  late  to  the  alleged  shortage  of  mercury,  and  some- 
what wild  suggestions  have  been  made  as  to  the  prospect 
of  another  substantial  rise  to  a  $1C0  level,  so  that  the 
position  has  become  the  subject  of  more  intense  specula- 
tive interest.  The  aggressive  views  circulated  need  not, 
however,  be  taken  too  seriously  by  consumers,  as  they 
are  largely  based  on  statements  made  from  inspired 
quarters  for  market  purposes,  and  in  order  to  stampede 
consumers.  Our  readers  are  doubtless  well  aware  of 
the  strong  factors  operating  in  mercury  as  outlined  in 
our  issue  of  April  19  (pp.  570-571),  which  resulted  in 
the  unusually  pronounced  rise  of  over  £4  per  bottle 
which  has  taken  place  since  the  close  of  last  year. 
From  the  extreme  figure  recorded  some  time  ago  of 
£14  10s.  a  number  of  fluctuations  ensued  down  to 
nearly  £13,  chiefly  on  resales  of  parcels  in  speculative 
hands,  but  the  aspect  of  the  market  has  firmed  up 
again.  Obviously  advices  received  last  week,  as  men- 
tioned in  our  Trade  Report,  that  the  Spanish  price 
at  the  mines  had  been  raised  by  10s.  per  bottle  to 
£14  net  induced  more  reserve  among  holders  in  this 
market,  although  quotations  at  the  close  of  last  week 
were  somewhat  divergent  with  sellers  still  accepting 
down  to  £13  5s.,  with  up  to  about  £14  quoted  for  spot 
lots  of  Spanish.  The  much  reduced  stocks,  whether  in 
producers'  or  leading  dealers'  hands,  combined  with  the 
difficulties  that  have  held  up  operations  at  the  Spanish 
mines,  and  which  are  now  not  expected  to  be  success- 
fully remedied  until  towards  next  autumn,  are  quite  likely 
to  make  for  the  continuation  of  inflation  for  a  much  longer 
period  than  anticipated.  There  is  no  overlooking  the 
fact  that  the  market  is  faced  with  a  shortage  which 
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is  apt  to  prove  more  acute  than  had  been  apprehended 
by  consumers,  at  least  over  the  greater  part  of  this 
year,  although  it  may  be  assumed  that  under  a  high 
price  the  world's  outlet,  which  was  undoubtedly  greatly 
stimulated  last  year  at  a  much  lower  cost,  will  be 
checked  to  some  extent.  The  increase  in  value 
so  far  this  year  is  well  over  50  per  cent,  from 
the  lowest  point  reached  last  year,  and  this  must  be 
kept  in  mind  having  regard  to  the  progress  of  con- 
sumption. For  some  time  to  come,  however,  the  course 
of  the  market  will  be  chiefly  governed  by  the  extent 
of  the  shortage  in  the  world's  production,  which  will 
be  abnormally  small  over  a  period  of,  say,  one  and 
a-quarter  years  to  the  end  of  September  next,  when  the 
new  scheme  of  operations  and  the  more  up-to-date 
machinery  to  be  installed  by  the  Almaden  mines  this 
summer  should  begin  to  have  a  bearing  on  the  market. 
Some  allowance  may  be  made  for  an  increase  in  the 
Italian  and  American  production,  including  Mexico, 
under  the  incentive  of  the  much-increased  price  obtain- 
able, and  also  assuming  that  consumers  will  not  buy 
except  for  urgent  requirements.  The  Spanish  output 
was  at  the  high  rate  of  about  35,000  bottles  per  annum 
over  the  larger  part  of  1922  and  the  earlier  part  of 
last  year,  but  the  returns  of  production  fell  away 
subsequently,  and  the  mines  ever  since  have  apparently 
remained  very  badly  handicapped  in  their  operations.  A 
very  large  portion  of  the  loss  of  a  year's  output  at 
the  Almaden  mines  may  have  to  be  reckoned  with 
until  normal  and  more  permanent  or  efficient  working 
can  be  attained  there.  This  is  the  pivot  of  the  extra- 
ordinary stringency  in  mercury,  which  thus  gives  a  rough 
idea  of  the  serious  shortage  confronting  consumers.  This 
shortage,  according  to  American  trade  authorities,  is 
placed  tentatively  at  about  25,000  bottles.  Possibly,  this 
estimate  will  prove  to  be  exaggerated,  although  the  out- 
look is  admittedly  precarious  as  regards  new  supplies  for 
another  six  months  or  60.  Holders  of  stock  in  America 
are  evidently  trying  to  make  the  utmost  of  speculative 
possibilities  by  suggesting  that  "  the  statistical  position 
alone  warrants  a  hundred-dollar  market,"  which  would 
represent  roughly  £23  per  bottle.  So  far  as  this  market 
is  concerned,  however,  our  impression  is  that  the  views 
expressed  by  New  York  dealers  that  "  very  heavy 
stocks  are  speculatively  held  up  in  London  "  are  rather 
exaggerated.  Our  investigations  strengthen  the  belief 
that  there  is  not  much  stock  held  at  this  end,  the  deficit 
in  our  imports  for  the  first  four  months  of  this  year 
at  9,351  bottles  still  showing  a  decline  of  about  5,000 
bottles  against  the  same  period  last  year.  The  pressure 
on  the  Italian  industry  has  certainly  become  rather 
intense,  and  is  likely  to  continue  so  until  the  exploitation 
of  the  Spanish  mines  becomes  fully  restored,  and  thus 
the  Italian  mines  will  be  able  to  insist  more  or  less 
on  their  own  terms  whenever  the  need  for  fresh  impor- 
tant buying  makes  itself  felt  in  the  chief  consuming 
markets.  The  Italian  production,  including  the  Idria 
mines,  showed  a  considerable  increase  of  late  years, 
having  risen  from  1,410  metric  tons  in  1920  to  1,530 
tons  in  1922  {€'.  <fr  D.,  August  18,  1923).  This  was 
equal  to  about  41,000  bottles,  and  there  is  not  much 
doubt  that  Italian  production  has  continued  on  a  full 
scale  since,  and  is  now  being  further  stimulated  by 
the  extremely  tempting  state  of  the  market.  There  is, 
too,  the  possibility  of  a  notable  increase  of  output  at 
the  Californian  mines,  as  the  price  has  already  reached 
a  level  at  which  preparations  have  been  made  for 
a  resumption  of  operations  at  some  of  the  mines  that 
were  idle  for  several  years  past,  and  which  will  he 
able  to  work  again  at  a  fair  profit  over  a  good  period. 
The  very  bullish  talk  in  the  American  Press  is  probably 
based  in  some  degree  on  the  fact  that  the  total  stocks 
there  and  the  quantities  coming  into  sight  from  European 
ports  are  light,  while  American  importers  have  encoun- 
tered difficulties  in  attracting  new  offers,  either 
from  Italy  or  Spain.  America  is,  of  course,  dependent 
on  increased  imports  to  cope  with  her  needs,  which 
since  the  war  have  averaged  about  17,000  bottles  a 
year,  or  somewhat  more  than  double  her  own  output 
for  last  year.  The  filling  of  her  needs  under  present 
conditions  is  calculated  to  add  strength  to  the  market. 


The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Election 

The  Council  election  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  for  1924  will  be  remembered  for  the  re- 
jection of  a  sitting  member,  namely,  Mr.  Hugo  Wolff 
and  the  gallant  effort  by  an  untried  man  to  wrest  another 
seat.  Mr.  Lawman,  with  2,432  votes  to  his  credit  at  the 
first  time  of  asking,  has  recorded  what  would  have  been 
in  several  elections  of  recent  years  a  winning  score,  but 
he  just  loses  a  seat  by  15  votes.  There  were  10,773  voting 
papers  issued,  4,659  returning,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,14u 
chemists  indifferent  about  the  contest.  It  is  not  quite 
so  bad  as  in  recent  years,  and  probably  the  man  to  be 
thanked  for  this  result  was  the  one  who  failed  by  such 
a  small  number.  Twenty-nine  envelopes  were  unsigned, 
and,  therefore,  invalid,  but,  in  addition,  there  were  117 
sent  in  under  halfpenny  post  and  disallowed.  This  rul- 
ing is  questionable,  as  the  voting  paper  expressly  states : 
"  The  voting  paper  should  be  folded,  and  must  be 
transmitted,  under  cover— an  addressed  envelope  as  a 
cover  is  sent  herewith."  Clearly  there  is  no  stipulation 
requiring  the  envelope  to  be  sealed,  and  the  rule  of 
disallowing  unsealed  envelopes  is,  at  least,  open  to 
question.  The  President  heads  the  poll,  only  514  of  the 
voters  failing  to  vote  for  him,  the  vice-president  showed 
a  loss  of  nearly  1,000,  the  two  being  positional  possibly 
explains  these  figures.  Mr.  Guthrie  polled  well  with 
3,344,  and  the  remainder  of  the  old  members,  excluding 
Mr.  Wolff,  had  little  between  them.  Mr.  Hardy  took  the 
position  lost  by  Mr.  Wolff  by  125  votes.  It  was  his 
third  time  of  asking,  and  though  he  did  little  electioneer- 
ing, his  friends  rallied  round  him  sufficiently  well  to  give 
him  the  necessary  pull.  The  election  is  a  disappointing 
one  since  it  went  on  a  positional  and  bloc  vote,  which 
if  persisted  in  will  in  future  effectually  kill  interest  in  the 
Council  election.  There  were  1,198  votes  given  to  a  man 
who  had  withdrawn,  and  this  probably  represents  approxi- 
mately the  number  ready  to  back  a  new  man  against  the 
bloc  vote.  Electors  theoretically  desire  a  policy,  they 
ask  for  bread  and  they  were  given  "  Education,  branch 
organisation,  and  scientific  research."  The  2,432  votes 
given  for  Mr.  Lawman  were  for  the  only  policy  offered. 
He  is  to  be  congratulated  on  doing  so  well,  and  having 
thus  started,  untried.  He  should  go  on  and  win  easily 
next  year.  Mr.  Wolff  is  the  victim  of  the  bloc  vote,  he 
stood  loyally  by  his  colleagues  since  a  little  energy  on  his 
part  might  have  wiped  out  the  remains  of  an  unfortunate 
prejudice,  and  if  his  defeat  kills  this  bloc  vote  once  and 
for  all  he  will  not  have  been  defeated  in  vain.

Eighty -Third  Annual  Meeting 


THE  DINNER 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Russell,  London,  W.C.,  on 
May  20,  the  President  (Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat)  in  the 
chair.  The  selection  of  a  new  venue  was  entirely  justified 
by  the  comfort  arising  from  the  amenities  of  a  spacious 
hotel,  a  reception-room  of  ample  proportions  and  a  dinner 
of  exemplary  excellence.  A  word  must  also  be  said  for 
the  musical  programme,  neither  too  heavy,  too  light,  nor 
too  long,  contributed  to  by  Miss  Sophie  Rowlands,  Mr. 
Walter  Glynne  and  Mr.  Tom  Kinniburgh,  with  Miss  Elsie 
Richards  at  the  ,piano.  Given  the  official  character  into 
which  these  annual  dinners  seem  to  be  settling  down, 
it  would  be  difficult  to  suggest  a  more  pleasant  function 
of  its  kind  than  this  year's.  On  opening  the  vo'ume  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  containing  an  account  of  the 
Society's  dinner  of  thirty  years  ago,  we  find  a  remark 
to  the  effect  that  the  speech-making  was  much  briefer 
than  usual:  yet  on  that  occasion  there  were  six  toasts 
and  fifteen  speeches.

The  Speeches 

After  the  loyal  toast  had  been  drunk  with  musical 
honours,  the  President  announced  that  Lord  Parmoor, 
who  had  hoped  to  propose  the  toast  of  the  Society,  had 
been  prevented  from  being  present,  having  to  attend 
at  Court  at  an  earlier  hour  than  he  had  expected.  The 
Court  function  had  also  prevented  several  other  distin- 
guished guests  from  attending  the  dinner.  Sir  Maurice 
Hankey,  however,  had  been  good  enough  to  consent  to 
deputise  for  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council. 

Sir  Maurice  Hankey,  in  submitting  the  toast  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,"  expressed 
regret  on  behalf  of  Lord  Parmoor  that  his  lordship  was 
unable  to  be  present.  He  knew  that  if  Lord  Parmoor 
had  been  there  he  would  have  expressed  his  confidence 
in  "  this  old-established  chartered  body."  Sir  Maurice 
went  on  to  say  that  his  connection  with  the  Society  was 
of  comparatively  recent  origin.  It  was  quite  true  that 
as  a  member  of  the  general  public,  and  as  a  professional 
secretary,  he  had  always  felt  an  extraordinary  interest  in 
a  body  of  men  who  notoriously  had  a  habit  of  reading 
difficult  writing.  All  the  world  knew  that  no  one  could 
compete  with  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  reading  the  prescriptions  of  doctors,  and  he  was 
seriously  thinking  that  when  he  had  .difficult  calligraphy 
to  decipher  he  would  go  to  them. 

"  I  have  a  good  many  official  aliases,"  said  Sir  Maurice 
Hankey.  amid  amusement.  "  I  am  the  secretary  of  the 
Committee  of  Imperial  Defence,  secretary  to  the  Cabinet, 
and  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  in  connection  with 
all  these  bodies  I  have  a  certain  contact  with  this 
Society.  Take,  for  instance,  the  Committee  of  Imperial 
Defence.  Many  people  tell  us  that  the  next  war,  which 
we  hope  is  a  long  way  off — (Hear,  hear) — will  be  a 
chemical  war.  If  so,  I  feel  perfectly  certain  that  this 
Society  will  rise  to  the  occasion.  The  Imperial  Defence 
depends  fundamentally  on  our  man  power,  which  depends 
for  its  efficiency  on  ite  physical  condition.  Who,  I  ask, 
is  doing  more  for  the  physical  well-being  of  our  people 
than  this  Society  by  curative,  remedial  and  preventive 
drugs  and  by  establishing  standards  for  the  production 
of  those  drugs  ?  There  is  yet  another  analogy  to  which 
I  would  like  to  refer.  It  is  well  known  that  before 
the  war  we  had  a  document  called  '  The  War  Book,'  into 
which  was  entered  all  the  details  of  the  action  which  had 
been  determined  should  be  taken  to  transfer  the  energies 
of  the  nation  from  a  state  of  peace  to  a  state  of  war 
if  that  contingency  should  come.  In  August  1914  that 
book  proved  a  very  valuable  stand-by.  You  also  have 
your  war  book  for  use  against  the  most  insidious  enemies 
of  mankind,  disease  and  ill  health.  I  feel  certain  that 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Codex  you  have  a  mobilisation 
scheme  in  perpetual  operation  against  the  enemies  of 
mankind.    The   Cabinet  is   the   directing  body  of  the 
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whole  British  governmental  system.  It  is  the  mainspring 
and  the  supreme  council,  just  as  your  Council  is  the 
supreme  council  in  the  branch  of  science  with  which  your 
Society  deals. 

The  Privy  Council 

"  That  brings  me  to  the  third  body  which  I  represent 
here  to-night — I  refer  "to  the  Privy  Council.  About  a 
year  ago  I  was  ashed  by  the  powers  that  be  to  become 
Clerk  to  the  Council  in  addition  to  the  other  duties,  and 
on  taking  on  this  post  I  took  stock  of  the  situation  and 
found  the  duties  were  of  the  most  multifarious  and 
heterogeneous  kind.  I  had  to  attend  the  King  in 
Council,  to  see  to  thf  pricking  in  of  the  sheriffs  and 
attend  to  a  great  variety  of  other  administrative  powers 
contained  in  different  Acts,  which  varied  from  bishops' 
resignations  to  insecticide.  (Laughter.}  But  among  the 
duties  I  found  was  the  close  association  between  the 
Privy  Council  and  this  chartered  Society.  I  can  tell 
you  I  must-  confess  that  this  thrilled  me  to  an  untold 
degree.  I  had  to  ask  myself  how  I  was  to  have  a 
first-class  knowledge  of  the  by-laws  of  this  Society  and 
the  regulations  with  regard  to  the  keeping  and  selling  of 
poisons  and  other  details.  I  asked  in  the  office  who 
was  going  to  steer  me  through  this  morass  of  chemistry 
regulations,,  and  the  reply  tame  promptly,  '  The  Society 
will  see  you  through.' 

"  Well,  in  practice  that  is  what  has  happened.  The 
Society  has  helped  me  every  time,  and  1  think  this 
spirit  of  helpfulness  and  to  assist  in  scientific  matters 
and  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  individual 
as  well  as  those  of  the  general  public  is  accountable  for 
the  high  position  which  the  Society  has  attained  and 
holds  to-day.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  feel  sure,  Mr.  President, 
that  you  and  your  Council,  recalling  the  early  struggles 
of  your  Society,  must  feel  very  proud  to-night  of  the 
position  which  it  has  now  attained.  In  the  Privy 
Council  we  naturally  take  rather  a  special  interest  in 
the  reports  of  the  visitors  who  attend  the  Society's 
examinations  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  and  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  the  reports,  both  of  Sir  William  Willcox.  whom 
I  am  glad  to  see  here,  and  Dr.  Marshall,  are  appreciative 
in  the  highest  degree  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  They 
not  only  report  most  favourably  on  the  examination 
which  is  set,  but  they  also  refer  in  cordial  terms  to  the 
officials  of  the  Society.  It  is  quite  plain  to  me  that 
the  visitors  and  examiners,  like  the  Privy  Council,  find 
their  relation  with  the  Society  a  most  happy  one.  Speak- 
ing for  the  great  department  which  I  represent,  I  voice 
the  sentiment  which  I  feel  sure  is  shared  by  other 
departments  when  I' say  that  the  Society  is  held  in  the 
highest  respect  and  its  co-operation  is  very  much 
esteemed,  and  I  know  that  whatever  be  the  future  of  the 
Societv  it  will  never  be  content  unless  it  is  ever  ■climbing 
on  the  path  of  achievement."  (Applanse.) 

The  President's  Reply 

The  President,  on  rising  to  respond,  was  accorded  an 
ovation.  He  began  by  expressing  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  of  the  Society  appreciation  of  the  kind  and 
cordial  reception  given  to  the  toast.  Turning  to  Sir 
Maurice  Hankey,  he  said  :  "I  must  try  and  assure 
you  of  the  great  appreciation  we  feel  at  your  presence 
with  us  this  evening,  and  also  of  the  kindness  with 
which  you  at  once  undertook  to  deputise  for  the  Lord 
President,  and  for  the  genial  and  acceptable  way  in 
which  you  proposed  the  toast.  You  have  been  good 
enough  to  refer  to  some  of  the  activities  of  the  Society, 
activities  which  are  not  known  to  any  great  extent  to 
the  general  public.  I  have  always  thought  the  outside 
world  knows  very  little  of  the  work  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  it  knows  but  little  of  the  part  the 
Society  has  played  during  this  last  eighty  years  in  evolv- 
ing what  I  might  call  the  pharmaceutical  service  of  the 
nation.  And  it  is  because  of  the  limited  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  the  public  that  they  do  not  realise,  at  any 
rate  to  the  full,  the  value  of  the  asset  which  the  public 
possesses  in  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
which  is  carrying  out  most  important  functions  and 
duties  in  connection  with  the  health  of  the  nation. 


"  A  Kind  of  Double  Life  " 

"  Now,  sir,  you  have  referred  to  some  of  the  activities 
of  the  Society,  and  to  the  kind  of  twofold  function  which 
in  the  course  of  its  work  is  carried  out.  The  Society 
as  a  body  leads  a  kind  of  double  life — of  course,  in  its 
corporate  capacity.  (Laughter.)  Fir6t  of  all  it  is  an. 
association  of  qualified  individuals,  and  an  association, 
formed  of  those  qualified  individuals  to  protect  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  qualification.  That  is  a 
very  useful  function,  and  quite  right  and  proper  in  these 
days,  for  in  these  modern  days  there  seems  to  be  a  sort 
of  clashing  between  the  rights  and  privileges  of  smail. 
sections  of  the  community  and  the  temporary  demands 
of  political  expediency.  But  the  Society  is  something 
more  than  I  have  already  indicated.  It  is  a  body  that 
on  the  other  side  of  its  activities  is  a  statutory  organisa- 
tion which  has  special  definite  functions  and  duties  which 
have  been  allocated  to  it  to  perform  on  behalf  of  the 
State  and  in  the  interests  of  the  public."  (Applause.) 

Continuing,  the  President  that  Sir  Maurice  Hankey 
had  referred  to  the  connection  between  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Council  and  the  Privy  Council.  In  the  course  of  the 
Society's  activities  he  supposed  he  would  be  right  in 
saying  that  its  connection  was  more  intimate  with  the 
Privy  Council  than  with  any  other  Government  depart- 
ment, because  it  was  under  the  asgis  of  the  Privy  Council 
that  the  statutory  examinations  of  the  Society  were 
carried  out,  and  the  Society  administered  some  of  the 
poison  regulations.  He  was  quite  sure  his  Council  would 
wish  him  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  courtesy 
and  help  thev  had  received  for  sevej-al  years  past  from  the 
permanent  officials  of  the  Privy  Council.  (Applause.) 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Administration 

"  You  have  referred  to  the  connection  between  the 
Society  and  the  Home  Office,"  went  on  the  President, 
"  and  in  that  connection  I  am  glad  to  welcome  on  behalf 
of  the  Society  Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne.  Our  relations 
are  of  quite  a  cordial  character.  That  must  not,  of 
course,  be  taken  as  an  announcement  that  we  are  always 
in  unqualified  agreement  with  all  the  orders  and  regula- 
tions that  come  from  that  department.  (Laughter  and 
applause.)  But  I  am  quite  sure  that  we  recognise  that 
the  department  has  been  attempting  to  deal  with  a  great 
public  national  evil,  and  we  quite  realise  that  it  must 
impose  certain  onerous  and  restrictive  regulations  by 
means  of  which  their  objects  can  be  carried  out.  The 
community  generally  would  wish  to  congratulate  the 
Home  Office  on  their  efforts  to  stamp  out  the  illicit 
traffic  in  cocaine  and  other  pernicious  drugs  ;  and  I  am 
quite  sure  the  Home  Office  would  be  the  first  to  admit- 
that  the  Society  and  the  pharmacists  of  the  country  have 
endeavoured  to  give  the  department  every  support  10 
their  work,  although  that  attitude  ^has  had  to  be  main- 
tained under  somewhat  difficult  conditions.  I  think  I 
should  be  right  in  saying  that  only  a  small  percentage 
of  the  traffic  in  dangerous  drugs  comes  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  practice  of  medicine  and  the  practice  ef 
pharmacy,  but  in  so  far  as  it  does  come  within  Out- 
purview  those  of  us  who  have  had  anything  to  do  wi'h 
the  administration  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  will  feel 
that  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  Act  has  to 
be  carried  out,  and  that  the  spirit  is  quite  as  important 
as  the  letter  if  it  is  to  be  carried  cut  to  the  best  possible 
effect  in  the  interests  of  the  public.  All  of  us  will  feel 
that  we  should  bend  our  efforts  towards  securing  the 
voluntary  goodwill  of  the  medical  profession  and  the 
pharmaceutical  profession.  A  better  result  will  probably 
be  achieved  by  such  a  course  of  action  than  by  too 
severe  a  code  of  restricted  action.  There  is  a  danger 
that  you  may  produce  a  maximum  of  irritation  and  only 
get  a"  minimum  of  good  effect.  (Applause.)  I  am  quite 
certain' Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne  and  the  Home  Office  are 
the  first  to  recognise  that  that  is  the  state  of  affairs." 

Pharmacists  in  the  Army 
Referring  to  the  War  Office,  the  President  alluded  to 
the  presence  of  Lieut.-Gen.  Sir  William  Leishman,  and 
said  that  the  Society  and  the  War  Office  had  been  carry- 
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ing  out  negotiations  for  quite  a  long  time  with  regard 
to  the  position  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army.  The 
Society's  relations  with  the  department  were  of  the  most 
cordial  character.  But  he  did  rather  wish  that  he  could 
discern  some  kind  of  gesture — (laughter) — that  would 
indicate  the  desire  or  intention  of  the  department  to 
adopt  one  or  two  of  the  suggestions  the  Society  had  made 
on  the  subject.  (Hear,  hear.)  Those  suggestions,  mode- 
rate as  the  Society  thought  they  were,  had  been  made 
as  much  in  the  public  interest  as  with  the  intention  of 
improving  the  pharmaceutical  section  of  the  army.  He 
was  perfectly  certain  that  the  Council  were  satisfied  that 
certainly  not  all  the  lessons  of  the  war  would  have  been 
learnt  and  acted  upon  until  the  pnarmacists  of  the  coun- 
try received  what  they  considered  to  be  their  rightful 
position  and  rank  in  the  section  of  H.M.  forces  which 
dealt  with  the  supply  and  distribution  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  requirements  both  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  in 
peace  as  well  as  in  war.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Educational  Developments 

He  was  glad  to  say  the  Society  continued  to  devote  a 
good  deal  of  its  attention  to  educational  developments, 
and  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  the  education 
which  it  gave.  They  were  endeavouring  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  advance  in  educational  matters  in  the  country, 
for  they  realised  that  in  regard  to  the  examination  and 
education  of  a  technical  and  scientific  character  their 
policy  could  not  possibly  stand  still,  but  had  got  to 
keep  moving  on.  For  some  years  past  great  changes 
had  taken  place  in  the  treatment  and  diagnosis  of 
disease,  which  had  been  brought  about  very  largely  by 
the  experience  gained  in  the  course  of  the  war ;  and  the 
Society  was  acting  in  the  public  interest  when  they  pro- 
posed to  make  arrangements  for  a-  certain  number  of 
pharmacists  to  be  properly  trained  and  adequately 
equipped  to  undertake  the  various  duties  that  the  new 
advance  required.  And  so  they  were  equipping  their 
men  for  the  service  of  the  State  in  connection  with 
bacteriological  and  other  forms  of  chemical  analysis. 
They  had  maintained  very  well-equipped  laboratories  in 
which  that  research  work  was  carried  out.  Just  recently 
the  Society  had  set  up  a  new  Science  Committee,  and  by 
co-ordinating  their  efforts  they  hoped  to  carry  out 
systematically  the  research  work  that  the  Society  re- 
quired and  that  was  demanded  by  public  interests.  He 
thought  the  Society  realised,  and  all  those  who  were 
responsible  for  technical  science  provisions  also  realised, 
that  it  was  upon  the  research  work  that  the  advancement 
of  the  profession-  must  depend,  and  that  upon  research 
throughout  the  industry  their  advancement  would  be 
based.  Coming  to  domestic  affairs,  the  President  said 
the  Society  was  doing  well  all  round.  They  had  a  volun. 
tary  membership  which  had  reached  high-water  mark, 
and  the  activities  of  the  Society  covered  to-day  a  wider 
field  and  dealt  with  more  technical  and  other  subjects 
than  at  any  time  in  its  history.  The  members  of  the 
Council  were  quite  satisfied  that  they  were  in  a  position 
to  deal  with  all  the  demands  of  the  Society,  of  whose 
eighty  years'  record  they  were  proud.  It  was  not  only 
a  record  of  work  done  for  the  members  generally,  but 
they  were  justified  in  claiming  that  it  was  a  record  of 
work  in  the  public  interest  as  well.  The  Council  felt 
that  they  were  in  a  position  to  continue  and  extend  their 
activities,  and  were  satisfied  that  the  extension  of  their 
work  would  result  in  the  position  of  the  individual 
members  of  the  pharmaceutical  community  being  im- 
proved and  would  also  react  on  the  promotion  of  the 
best  interests  of  the  State  as  well.  (Applause.) 

"  The  Guests  " 
Mr.  E.  J.  Millard,  Ph.C,  in  proposing  the  toast  of 
"  The  Guests,"  said  that  he  was  old  enough  to  remember 
the  visit  of  the  venerable  Lord  Lister — the  pioneer  of 
antiseptic  surgery — to  one  of  the  conversaziones  which 
were_  held  in  the  unexciting  precincts  of  the  South 
Kensington  Museum.  Shining  lights  in  medicine,  surgery 
and  the  various  learned  societies  had  been  frequent 
visitors  to  the  Society's  dinners,  but  he  could  not  recall 
such  a  galaxy  of  administrative  talent  as  was  present, 
and  their  presence  was  taken  as  a  compliment  of  the 


highest  character  to  the  work,  functions  and  prestige  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Many  years  ago  the  late 
Sir  Michael  Foster,  in  responding  to  this  toast,  which 
had  been  proposed  in  a  rather  too  flattering  manner, 
convulsed  his  audience  by  saying  that  now  he  knew  what 
the  Psalmist  meant  when  he  said  :  "  Thou  anointest 
mine  head  with  oil."  All  regretted  the  absence  of  the 
Lord  President  of  the  Council,  but  his  place  had  been 
well  filled  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sir  Maurice  Hankey, 
Clerk  to  the  Council,  whose  speech  had  just  been  listened 
to  with  such  obvious  pleasure,  and  by  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Colin  Smith,  the  Deputy-Clerk.  The  Home  Office 
was  represented  by  Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne,  and  Mr. 
Millard  said  he  was  glad  to  bear  testimony,  as  one  of  the 
email  deputation  from  the  Drug  Club  that  waited  upon 
Sir  Malcolm  just  before  the  Act  came  into  force,  as  to 
his  unfaihng  courtesy  and  desire  to  clear  up  any  mis- 
understandings. He  (the  speaker)  was  very  pleased  at 
obtaining  a  definite  reply  from  Sir  Malcolm  to  this 
question  :  "  May  we  understand  that  there  is  no  inten- 
tion to  interfere  with  the  legitimate  requirements  of 
qualified  medical  men,  chemists  and  hospitals?"  Sir 
Malcolm  replied',  "  Certainly."  The  medical  services 
were  represented  by  Surgeon  Vice-Admiral  Chambers  and 
Lieutenant-General  Sir  William  Leishman,  and  members 
of  the  Society  were  glad  to  see  Sir  Thomas  Horder, 
phvsician  in-  ordinary  to  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales 
and  chairman  of  the  Federation  of  Medical  and  Allied 
Societies.  Sir  WiKiam  Willcox,  as  Government  visitor 
to  the  Society's  examinations,  was  no  stranger,  _  while 
his  reoerts  were  always  models  of  clarity  and-  impar- 
tiality. The  British  Medical  Association  was  represented 
by  its  chairman,  Mr.  C.  B.  Childe,  and  Dr-.  Cox,  the 
medical  secretary,  whose  name  was  still  remembered  in 
the  North  of  England  for  his  energy  and  organising 
ability.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  always  be°n 
most  fortunate  in  its  relations  with,  this  vast  voluntary 
organisation  comprising  some  twenty  thousand  medical 
practitioners,  and  their  mutual  respect  and  co-operation 
was  a  matter  for  sincere  congratulation.  Professor 
Hobday  was  present  on  behalf  of  the  veterinary  pro- 
fession. It  was  known  that  he  had  taken  a  large  share 
in  the  latest  attempt  to  combat  distemper,  and  it  was 
hoped  that  as  a  result  the  cause  and  cure  may  be 
discovered.  Pharmacists  welcomed  the  presence  of  Dr 
Deller,  Academic  Registrar  of  London  University,  as 
quite  a  number  had  taken  the  degree  in  science  and 
there  was  a  possibility  of  a  degree  in  pharmacy  being 
instituted ;  and  London  municipalities  were  ably  repre- 
sented by  Sir  Henry  Jackson,  M.R.,  Mayor  of  Wands- 
worth. Pharmacists  of  recent  years  had  taken  an 
increasing  interest  in  municipal  affairs ;  the  President 
might  be  said  to  have  won  his  spurs  in  that  arena,  while 
another  member  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Rowsell,  had  beei 
elected  for  the  third  time  Mayor  of  Exeter,  and  Mr. 
Hague  was  the  present  Mayor  of  Lincoln. 

A  Medical  Forecast 
In  reply  to  the  toast,  Sir  Thomas  Horder  began  by 
returning  thanks  for  the  honour.  Referring  to  his  old 
friend  Mr.  Rowsell,  he  mentioned  that  they  had  satround 
the  same  table  for  the  past  five  years,  endeavouring  to 
link  up  the  societies  which  had  an  objective  in  common. 
The  idea  of  a  liaison  between  various  corporate  bodies  and 
private  individuals  who  had  no  axe  to  grind,  but  had  a 
mission  with  regard  to  the  national  health,  he  considered 
to  be  most  important.  A  great  deal  of  silent  co-operation 
went  on  between  pharmacists  and  the  medical  profession, 
and  he  wished  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  uniform  loyalty  in 
pharmacy  with  regard  to  the  weaknesses  that  cropped  up 
in  the  medical  profession.  (Laughter.)  There  were  vari- 
ous ways  in  which  any  difficulties  existing  between  the 
two  professions  might  be  overcome.  ITe  thought  some  of 
the  ambitions  of  the  Society  were  very  laudable.  Some 
of  them  were  very  optimistic,  and  their  desire  to  substi- 
tute for  the  ordinary  compounders  used  in  the  Forces  men 
who  had  been  trained  in  pharmacy  seemed  to  him  to  be 
asking  for  a  great  deal.  He  hoped,  however,  they  would 
achieve  their  aim,  but  he  thought  it  was  more  likely  they 
would  achieve  some  of  the  others.  In  reference  to  their 
desire  to  establish  a  university  degree,  he  could  not  help 
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feeling  that  they  were  somewhat  late,  for  it  was  some 
time  since  the  University  granted  degrees  in  agriculture, 
economics  and  engineering.  However,  lie  was  glad  to  be 
informed  by  the  Academic  Registrar  of  the  London 
University  that  the  principle  liad  already  been  passed  by 
the  Senate,  He  thought  it  was  very  laudable  and  neces- 
sary for  them  to  seek  to  raise  the  standard  of  their  educa- 
tion, because  they  could  not  hope  otherwise  to  give  those 
concerned  the  necessary  confidence  to  extend  their  activi- 
ties. Referring  to  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Bill,  Sir 
Thomas  described  it  as  a  very  important  measure,  and 
expressed  the  view  that  the  question  of  standards  and 
biological  tests  would  come  within  the  compass  of  the 
Society's  duties.  As  to  their  capacity  to  deal  with  such 
matters,  he  could  not  doubt  it,  because  ouits  a  number  of 
pharmacists  seemed  to  have  exceeded  the  field  within  their 
reach.  Some  of  them  became  pharmacists  and  took  to  law, 
politics  and  municipal  administration.  (Applause.)  In 
conclusion,  Sir  Thomas  urged  the  Society  to  continue 
striving  for  improvements  for  the  future  generation,  if 
not  for  the  present.  (Applause.) 

Musical  items  concluded  the  proceedings. 


ANNUAL  MEETING 

A  gathering  of  average  size  met  at  noon  on  May  21 
to  hear,  with  meekness  or  otherwise,  the  President's 
summary  of  the  Society's  work  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  On  his  right  at  the  table  were  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent (Mr.  F.  P.  Sargeant)  and  the  treasurer  (Mr.  F.  E. 
Bilson) ;  on  his  left  eat  the  secretary  {Sir  William  Glyn- 
Jones),  the  Society's  solicitor  (Mr.  W.  H.  Quarrell),  the 
resident  secretary  for  Scotland  (Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill), 
and  the  editor  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  (Mr. 
J  P.  Gilmour).  The  seats  allotted  to  the  Council  were 
occupied  by  Miss  Buchanan  and  Messrs.  Antcliffe,  Hines, 
Jack,  Keall,  Keith,  H.  M.  Lloyd,  H.  0.  Lloyd,  Marns, 
Melhuish,  Parry,  Peck,  Rowsell,  Simmons, .  Skinner, 
White,  and  Wolff,  the  only  absentee  being  Mr.  Guthrie ; 
and  among  the  audience  were  Messrs.  J.  T.  Barrett, 
W.  Gowen  Gross,  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  J.  Downing,  J.  P. 
Ellerington,  E.  H.  Farr,  H.  Finnemore,  R.  Fouracre, 
H.  Wippell  Gadd,  A.  W.  Gerrard,  F.  J.  Gibson,  W.  F. 
Gulliver,  C.  H.  Hampshire,  Alfred  Higgs,  I.  T.  Lloyd, 
James  Mackenzie,  A.  McMillan,  Langford  Moore,  John 
H.  Robinson,  G.  A.  Tocher,  and  E.  S.  Waring. 

The  President  commented  upon,  and  here  and  there 
amplified,  the  Society's  report  with  his  customary  anima- 
tion and  verve..  A  full  report  follows  this  paragraph. 
The  element  of  the  unexpected  was  entirely  absent, 
so  far  as  one  could  judge  by  the  effect  of  the  speech; 
and  the'  discussion  that  followed  was,  broadly  con- 
sidered, more  concerned  with  such  matters  as  that  hardy 
perennial  "  noon  versus  afternoon  "  than  with  what  a 
current  idiom  sums  up  as  "  brass  tacks."  Alderman 
Higgs,  however,  put  some  pointed  .  questions  as  to 
revision  classes,  the  omission  of  Latin,  and  the  teaching 
of  botany ;  Mr.  Truman  made  the  novel  (and  possibly 
heretical)  suggestion  that  the  annual  meeting  should  be 
held  in  a  larger  and  more  comfortable  hall;  and  Mr. 
John  H.  Robinson  drew  almost  continuous  laughter  in 
his  role  of  advocate  for  the  rank  and  file.  The  Presi- 
dent and  several  other  speakers  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
work  of  Mr.  Chater,  the  retiring  assistant  secretary. 
The  proceedings  ended  at  1.55,  leaving  the  scrutineers 
thirty-five  minutes'  grace  before  their  duties  commenced. 

The  President's  Speech 

The  secretary  having  read  the  notice  convening  the 
meeting,  the  President  said  : — Is  it  your  pleasure  that 
the  annual  report  be  taken  as  read?  (Agreed.)  Then 
I  have  pleasure  in  moving  that  the  report  and  balance- 
sheet  be  adopted.    The  eighty-third  annual  report  of  the 


Society  is  a  very  clear  and  comprehensive  one.  It  covers 
in  the  main  all  the  activities  of  the  Society  during  the 
past  year.  Any  supplementary  statement  on  my  part  is 
hardly  necessary;  but,  as  lawyers  say,  it  is  common 
form.  The  operations  of  the  Society  during  1923  have 
been  on  a  fairly  large  scale;  and  I  may  remind  you  of 
what  I  said  last  year,  that  we  had  not  "then  returned  to 
a  normal  state  of  affairs.  There  appears  to  be  no  very 
serious  contentious  matter  in  the  report,  but  we  d'o 
seem  to  have  had  a  strenuous  year's  work.  Education, 
matters  connected  with  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  and 
the  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
all  helped  to  make  a  full  year.  Looking  back,  we  are 
justified  in  saying  that,  financially  and  politically,  there 
is  every  ground  for  satisfaction.'  It  has  been  a  good 
year's  work;  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  position  of  the 
Society  is  as  strong,  if  not  stronger  than  it  was  a  year 
ago.  On  January  1  this  year  we  had  11,554  members, 
an  increase  of  272  over  the  number  twelve  months  ago. 
This  year  more  ballot  papers  have  been  sent  out  than 
at  any  other  election.  As  to  the  financial  statement, 
the  report  shows  that  the  income  of  the  Society  for  the 
year  amounted  to  £41,796,  and  the  expenditure  to 
£35,431.  As  a  result  -of  the  year's  work  £6,716  has 
been  added  to  the  accumulated  funds  of  the  Society; 
and  taking  the  years  1922  and  1923  together,  a  total  of 
£14,002  has  been  added  to  the  accumulated  funds.  The 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  income  is  not  taken  into 
account  in  this  statement.  The  treasurer  and  the  Finance 
Committee  exercise  a  continual  supervision ;  the  financial 
statement  shows  the  Society  to  be  in  a  sound  position 
with  ample  means — at  any  rate,  with  full  means — to 
carry  on  its  duties.  The  Council  are  expending  the 
resources  of  the  Society  in  a  prudent  manner  with  the 
idea  of  getting  the  best  results. 

Education  and  Pupilage 

Pharmaceutical  education  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  Education  Committee;  the 
general  standard  of  education  throughout  the  country  is 
advancing,  and  we  should  bring  ourselves  into  line  with 
it.       Our    examinations    will   not    necessarily   be  more 
stringent,    but   rather,    although   the   actual  syllabus  is 
amplified,    the    examinations    should    be    easier    for  a 
properly  trained  man  to  pass.    Many  institutions  through- 
out the  country  now  give  scientific  instruction,  and  we 
have  to  bring  Part  I  within  the  scope  of  the  general 
science  course  in  these  institutions.    We  hope  to  make 
the  division  of  the  two  parts  a  complete  division.  The 
Council  are  hoping  to  publish  new  regulations  in  con- 
nection with  our  educational  standard  and  the  conduct 
of  the   examinations.    The   effect  of   these   will   be  to 
raise  the  standard  of   the  Preliminary  examination,  to 
alter  the  syllabus,  and  to  alter  the  way  in  which  the 
examinations   themselves   are  conducted.       The  Council 
then  propose  to  deal  with  the  question  of  pupilage,  and 
have  decided  to  send  out  a  draft  scheme  setting  forth 
a  form  of  pupilage.    Last  year  there  were  1,602  registra- 
tions  as    apprentices  or   students — 374  more   than  the 
previous  year.    It  would  appear  that  the  time  is  now 
ripe  when  the  Council  could  steady  the  stream  of  entrants 
and  demand  a  somewhat  higher  standard.    This  matter 
is  to  be  presented  at  the  Delegates'  Conference  at  Bath, 
when  we  hope  to  go  fully  into  it.    It  should  be  stipu- 
lated  that  the   entrance  examination  should   be  passed 
before  pupilage  commences,  and  it  should  also  be  stipu- 
lated that  pupils  should  take  advantage  of  courses  in 
educational  institutions.       With  reference  to  the  Bell 
scholarships,  these  have  been  overhauled,  and  the  two 
have  now  been  reduced  to  one — one  of  £50;  the  6econd 
place    could    be    taken   by   the    Manchester   scholar  if 
eligible.    Latin  is  no  longer  a  compulsory  subject,  and 
we  have  introduced  as  a  new  subject  an  essay  in  English. 
Three    Leverhulme    scholarships    have    been  established 
through  the  generosity  of  Lord  Leverhulme — (Applause)  — 
and  examinations  for  them  will  be  held  shortly  in  various 
centres   throughout  Great   Britain.    The  school   is  full, 
and  from  reports  we  are  satisfied  that  a  high  degree  of 
efficiency    is   obtained   and   that   the   traditions  of  thfl 
school  are  well  maintained. 
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Degree  in  Pharmacy 

As  to  a  degree  in  pharmacy  in  the  University  of 
London,  much  advance  has  been  made  in  the  last  twelve 
months.  The  degree  has  been  accepted  in  principle,  and 
the  Council  hope  soon  to  publish  the  conditions.  That 
degree  will  help  very  considerably,  and  will  do  con- 
siderable good  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  throughout 
the  country.  The  evening  meetings  have  attracted  good 
attendances,  and  the  Council  wish  me  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  thanking  the  contributors  of  the  papers  for  the 
help  they  have  given  us  and  that  section  during  the  past 
session.  I  want  to  make  reference  also  to  a  new  feature 
which  is  mentioned  in  the  report,  namely,  the  establish- 
ment by  the  Council  of  a  Scientific  Committee.  In  this 
Committee  the  Council  have  taken  an  opportunity  of  adopt- 
ing the  principle  of  co-opting,  as  was  the  practice  in 
former  times,  members  from  outside  the  Council ;  and  by 
the  co-operation  of  those  members  of  the  Society  we  can 
co-ordinate  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  in  many 
different  directions  in  pharmaceutical  research,  and  the 
work  can  be  continuously  and  systematically  carried  on. 
The  balance  on  the  Codex  of  £3,600  has  been  handed  over 
to  this  Committee  and  will  be  used  for  the  research,  so 
that  the  information  will  be  available  for  revision  work 
in  connection  with  the  future  publication  of  the  Codex. 
Useful  work  has  been  done  already  by  the  Committee, 
and  the  Council  hope  it  will  be  of  substantial  service 
to  the  Society  and  to  pharmacists  throughout  the  country. 

The  Codex 

The  Codex  was  published  last  July,  and  was  the  subject 
of  many  favourable  reviews.  It  is  a  very  valuable  work, 
and  I  think  indispensable  to  the  medical  profession  and 
to  every  practising  pharmacist- ;  and  the  Council  wish  me 
to  thank  those  who  contributed  to  the  revision  work  of 
the  Codex  and  who  served  on  the  Committee  and  helped 
us.  It  was  a  monumental  task  to  publish  the  Codex,  and 
we  all  agree  it  is  a  very  valuable  asset.  We  desire  to 
keep  the  work  up  to  date,  and  the  Scientific  Committee 
will  be  of  the  greatest  help  to  us  in  the  publication  of  the 
Codex  in  future.  We  sold  out  the  first  impression  of 
7,500  ■  copies,  very  quickly  and  up-to-date  2,000  of  the/ 
second  impression  have  gone.  Referring  to  the  library 
and  museum,  we  have  had  a  committee  investigating  the 
conditions  in  the  library,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the 
conditions  obtaining  there  cannot  remain  as  they  are. 
(Hear,  hear.)  In  view  of  the  existing  arrangement  in 
connection  with  the  supervision  of  the  museum,  the 
Council  feel  this  is  a  good  opportunity  to  tackle  both  the 
museum  and  the  library  at  the  same  time,  and  we  feel 
it  is  possible  to  obtain  a  suitable  person,  a  pharmacist, 
for  the  joint  office  of  librarian  and  curator.  We  feel  we 
can  overhaul  the  library  and  museum  and  bring  them  up 
to  date,  making  them  more  attractive  to  members  of  the 
Society  throughout  the  country.  The  Society's  "  Journal  " 
is  dealt  with  under  a  special  paragraph.  The  "  Journal," 
of  course,  is  the  official  organ  of  the  Society,  and  as  such, 
being  the  official  organ  of  a  statutory  body,  has  certain 
important  functions  to  perform  of  a  scientific,  professional 
and  educational  character,  which  are  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance to  the  members  and  to  the  advancement  of  the 
policy  of  the  Council.  The  policy  of  the  Council  has 
always  been  that  the  *'  Journal  "  should  be  a  valuable 
and  useful  medium  between  the  Council  and  the  members 
of  the  Society  throughout  the  country. 

Benevolent  Funds 
As  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Auxiliary  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  with  regard  to  the  former,  the  subscriptions 
have  shown  a  falling  off  during  the  past  twelve  months, 
and  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  and  its  chairman  have 
repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  if  the 
work  is  to  be  kept  up  to  its  present  level  we  must  have 
a  larger  annual  income  from  subscriptions  towards  the 
expenses  of  the  fund.  We  require  £4,500  annually. 
Investments  bring  in  £2.000,  and  last  year  the  subscrip- 
tions amounted  to  £1,700;  so  that  you  will  see  there 
was  a  debit  balance  on  the  fund's  accounts.  We  are 
supposed  to  be  going  through  what  are  regarded  to  a 
certain  extent  as  hard  times.  In  any  case,  hard  times 
nave  a  kind  of  double  reaction,  which  makes  the  annuity 


so  that  it  does  not  go  so  far  on  the  one  hand,  while  on 
the  other  it  is  more  difficult  to  get  in  the  subscriptions. 
Whereas  at  one  time  the  annuities  were  quite  sufficient 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  annuitants,  they  are  now  quite 
inadequate ;  and  additional  grants  have  to  be  made 
temporarily  to  those  who  are  receiving  assistance  from 
the  Society.  An  interesting  figure  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  is  that  since  its  inception 
£130,000  has  been  given  in  temporary  and  permanent 
relief.  In  regard  to  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund, 
the  approval  of  the  powers-that-be  has  been  secured  for 
the  extension  of  its  scope.  In  1923  £1,267  was  spent  in 
grants,  and  the  capital  now  stands  at  £16,354. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

In  passing  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  regarding  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  which  is  dealt  with 
by  the  report  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Conference,  which 
was  held  in  London  last  year:  It  was  the  first  one  under 
the  new  conditions,  and  under  the  aegis  of  the  Society, 
The  attendance  was  a  record,  and  added  interest  in  the 
affair  was  obtained  by  the  fact  that  the  -  International 
Pharmaceutical  Federation  also  held  their  meeting  in 
London  in  connection  with  the  Conference.  The  Council 
is  gratified  that  the  work  of  the  Conference  is  going  well 
under  the  aegis  of  the  Society.  The  Conference  in  Bath 
this  year  and  future  conferences  will  be  carried  out  in 
a  manner  worthy  of  the  traditions  of  the  Society  and 
also  of  the  Conference  itself.  The  arrangements  for  the 
meeting  at  Bath  this  year  are  well  in  hand,  and  there  is 
every  promise  of  the  meeting  being  a  very  great  success. 
With  regard  to  the  branch  organisation  scheme  of  the 
Society,  I  think  now.  after  a  year's  full  working,  we  are 
justified  in  saying  what  I,  for  one,  always  felt  would  be 
the  case,  that  the  scheme  has  made  good.  It  has  brought 
isolated  members  of  the  Society,  scattered  as  they  are  all 
over  the  country,  into  close  personal  touch  with  the  heacf- 
quarters  of  the  Society,  and  has  done  soineining  to 
consolidate  the  organisation  and  membership.  Involved 
in  connection  with  the  working  of  the  branch  scheme 
last  year  was  an  expenditure  of  £2,696,  but  I  am  quite 
satisfied  that  that  expenditure  was  justified  from  every 
point  of  view.  A  long  list  of  capable  lecturers,  compris- 
ing seventy-two  pharmacists  and  those  connected  with 
pharmacy,  was  arranged,  and  we  were  able  practically 
to  meet  all  the  demands  made  upon  us  by  branches 
during  the  session.  The  lectures  were  of  an  interesting 
character,  and  have  done  a  good  deal  of  useful  work 
from  a  scientific  and  educational  point  of  view.  The 
meetings  of  delegates  were  a  great  success,  the  number 
attending  these  meeting  was  167,  and  we  are  satisfied 
that  the  delegates  are  going  to  be  a  very  valuable  medium 
indeed.  An  opportunity  will  be  provided  for  them  to 
bring  before  the  Council  any  matter  which  they  think 
the  Council  should  deal  with.  The  subjects  for  the  Con- 
ference to  deal  with  include  the  question  of  pharmacists 
in  the  Army  and  the  control  of  proprietary  medicines — a 
matter  to  which  attention  was  directed  by  the  Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical  Federation.  Since  the  report 
was  printed,  the  War  Minister  has  issued  to  the  public 
the  report  of  the  work  of  the  subcommittee  set  up  by 
the  War  Office,  for  -which  the  Council  has  been  pressing 
for  some  considerable  time.  The  report  has  been  made 
public,  and  will  be  sent  to  the  branches  and  to  all  the 
delegates  attending  the  Conference ;  and  we  hope  this 
matter  will  be  thoroughly  gone  into,  so  that  the  members 
of  the  Society  and  the  general  public  know  exactly 
what  the  position  is.  As  far  as  the  Society  is  concerned, 
we  are  satisfied  that  the  position  is  in  a  very  unsatisfac- 
tory state,  and  that  it  is  quite  impossible  for  the  Counoil 
to  let  the  matter  rest  where  it  is.  (Hear,  hear.)  We  do 
not  propose  to  do  any  more  until  the  members  of  the 
Society  have  had  an  opportunity  of  going  into  this 
matter.  The  position^ of  pharmacists  in  the  Army  is 
important  from  many  points  of  view ;  and  any  sugges- 
tions made  will  be  in  the  interests  of  the  service  itself, 
and  will  improve  the  system  and  method  whereby  medical 
and  surgical  requirements  are  supplied  to  the  forces  of 
the  Crown  in  peace  and  in  war.  (Applause.)  With 
regard  to  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  conditions  are  still 
very  difficult  and  onerous  on  the  practising  pharmacist 
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in  his  business.  In  our  relations  with  the  Home  Office, 
we  have  been  able  to  avoid  and  remove  some  of  the 
difficulties  which  otherwise  would  have  occurred.  Owing  to 
the  clashing  of  the  new  amending  Act  with  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  difficulties  have  arisen — particularly  in  the  wholesale 
— and  we  feel  that  the  position  is  not  one  that  can  be 
left  exactly  where  it  is.  We  have  made  representations 
with  the  idea  of  removing  some  of  these  anomalies. 
While  we  recognise  that  the  regulations  must  be  strin- 
gent,, we  have  endeavoured  to  do  our  part  to  help  to 
carry  out  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  Act  under 
onerous  conditions.  The  activities  of  the  North  British 
Branch  have  been  well  carried  out  by  the  Executive 
there. 

Deaths  and  a  Resignation 

In  concluding,  the  President  referred  to  the  deaths  of 
Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin,  Mr.  D. 
Storrar,  and  Mr.  H.  Moon.  Mr.  Young,  he  said,  was 
a  great  leader,  and  one  of  the  most  distinguished  Presi- 
dents the  Society  ever  had.  Mr.  Campkin  had  done  a 
vast  amount  of  work  on  the  committees  of  the  Council, 
and  Mr.  Storrar  had  been  a  member  of  the  Council  for 
many  years.  Mr.  Moon's  services  to  the  Society  ex- 
tended over  forty-six  years,  while  Mr.  Chater,  whose 
resignation  was  much  regretted,  had  been  a  member  of 
the  staff  for  thirty-six  years.  He  desired  to  pay  a  tribute 
to  the  permanent  officials  in  London  and  Edinburgh,  and 
to  add  that  the  Council  appreciated  the  loyalty  of  its 
members.  He  moved  that  the  report  be  received  and 
adopted. 

The  Vice-President  formally  seconded,  and  a  discus- 
sion followed,  to  which  further  reference  will  be  made 
in  our  next  issue. 

Council  Election  Result 

The-  counting  of  the  votes  in  the  Council  election  was 
finished  in  good  time,  and  the  result  was  declared  as

Council -meeting 

The  customary  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square  immediately  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  the  President  in  the  chair.  A 
large  number  of  members  and  student-associates  were 
elected,  and  certain  restorations  were  made.  The  Council 
then  went  into  committee  for  the  purpose  of  arranging 
the  business  of  the  annual  meeting. 


Italian  Pharmaceutical  Provident  Fund. — Com- 
mendatore  Carlo  Giongo,  president  of  the  Mutua  Farma- 
ceutica  Italiana,  and  editor  of  the  "  Bollettino  Chimico- 
Farmaceutico,"  has  contributed  the  sum  of  100,000  lire 
towards  the  creation  of  a  national  fund  for  provision 
during  invalidity  and  old  age  for  Italian  pharmacists. 
The  Mutua  is  a  professional  cooperative  buying  and 
manufacturing  society,  founded  twenty-five  years  ago; 
its  capital  now  amounts  to  10000.0CO  lire,  and  during 
the  past  year  the  turnover  aggregated  to  32,555,991  lire  ; 
at  the  close  of  the  year  the  stocks  in  hand  in  the  various 
depots  were  valued  at  8,891,687  lire. 


B.P.  Notes 

By  "  Abel  Scholar  " 

Amyl  Acetate  for  Morphine  Extraction 
In  the  extraction  of  morphine  from  alkaline  aqueous 
solutions  by  a  mixture  of  amylic  alcohol  and  acetic  ether 
it  was  noted  that,  after  a  day  or  so,  the  solvent  had  an 
odour  of  essence  of  jargonelle  pear.  If  the  higher  alcohol 
acting  as  a  hydrate  takes  to  itself  the  acetic  radical,  the 
ethylic  alcohol  being  set  free,  why  not  use  amylic  acetate 
as  the  solvent  in  the  first  place  ? 

Sapo  Durus 

In  the  preparation  of  sapo  durus  on  the  small  scale, 
hitherto  the  aqueous  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide  wag 
made  rather  weak,  and  the  water  as  it  evaporated  replen- 
ished. This  took  an  inordinate  time,  and  it  is  now  found 
that  better  results,  with  less  time  expended,  are  obtained 
if  the  aqueous  solution  is  used  concentrated,  but  the  pro- 
duct is  darker  in  colour  than  with  the  aforesaid  mode  of 
procedure. 

A  Remedy  for  Brittle  Emplastra 
The  emplastra  of  commerce,  particularly  some  of 
those  prepared  by  the  older  and  unofficial  formulas, 
become  very  brittle,  especially  when  spread  either  on 
leather  or  paper.  In  recent  years  the  addition  of  india- 
rubber  by  solution  in  benzol  and  other  solvents  has  be- 
come a  practice,  but  this  method  seems  to  alter  the  old- 
time  character  of  these  plasters.  In  one  of  the  editions 
of  the  B.P.  such  a  basis  was  adopted  for  oharta  sinapis, 
but  it  did  not  survive  the  next  edition  and  was  a  poor 
example  of  modern  pharmaceutical  handicraft.  Experi- 
ments have  also  been  made  with  vaseline,  liquid  paraffin, 
certain  fixed  oils,  etc.  In  the  end  oleum  ricini  in  various 
and  judicious  quantities  has  proved  a  success.  Emplas- 
trum  picis  (1898)  which  contains  Burgundy  pitch, 
frankincense,  resin,  yellow  beeswax,  olive  oil,  distilled 
water,  wants  at  least  10  per  cent,  of  the  oil  according 
to  its  age  and  condition.  Whe  her  kept  in  the  mass  or 
spread  on  leather  or  paper  it  shows  no  signs  of  cracking 
or  brittleness,  although  it  has  been  under  observation 
six  months,  and  part  of  it  during  very  cold  weather. 

Volatile  Liquids 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  great  uniformity  in  the 
description  of  the  B.P.  volatile  liquids,  which  is  a  de- 
sideratum for  the  student's  point  of  view.  Acetone  is 
stated  to  be  volatile ;  ether,  very  volatile ;  but  of  the 
acids,  diluted  hydrocyanic  acid  should  be  so  described. 
Acetic  ether  is  not  so  described,  although  one  of  its  tests, 
which  is  also  alluded  to  under  ether,  would  give  the  de- 
sired information.  Absolute  alcohol  has  "  very  volatile 
and  hygroscopic  at  ordinary  temperatures  "  (a  difficult 
thing  to  prove).  Benzene  should  be  so  described.  Curi- 
ously enough,  "the  fact  that  benzene  can  be  solidified  by 
freezing  is  given.  Carbon  disulphide  is  minus 
"  volatile,"  but  the  inference  is  there.  Chloroform  has 
"  volatile,"  collodion  has  it  not,  neither  has  its 
two  congeners  which  follow.  Cresote  is  among 
the  doubtfuls,  so  also  are  guaiacol  and  oresol.  Ethyl 
chloride  has  "  very  volatile."  Would  it  not  be  wise  lo 
state  that  those  liquids,  such  as  some  of  the  "liniments, 
should  be  kept  in  well-stoppered  vessels  ?  Methyl  sali- 
cylate is  not  described.  It  is  difficult  to  know  what  to  do 
with  the  volatile  oils  in  this  connection,  for  under  certain 
conditions  they,  too,  are  volatile.  Lemon  oil  has  the 
"volatile,"  and  appears  to  be  the  only  one  of  the  volati'e 
oils  so  described.  Even  volatile  oil  of  mustard  has  been 
forgotten,  which  one  thinks  from  its  character  should 
have  been  called  volatile.  Paraldehyde  is  also  amongst 
the  omissions,  also  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  (a  grave  omis- 
sion), the  boiling  point  of  its  principal  constituent  hzw£ 
round  about  20°  C.  Rectified  spirit  is  not  stated  to  bd 
volatile.  Terebine  is  undeseribed.  What  should  be  said  of 
the  tinctures  in  this  connection,  and  indeed  of  all  those 
preparations  which  contain  volatile  things?  Should  there 
not  be  a  warning  note  that  they  should  be  carefully  pre- 
seived  on  account  of  the  volatility  of  one  or  more  of  its 
ingredients  ?  This  especially  applies  to  those  syrups  which 
contain  a  little  alcohol. 
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British  Chemical  and  Dyestuffs 
Traders'  Association,  Limited 

A  general  meeting,  which  was  preceded  by  a  luncheon, 
was  held  at  the  Cannon  Street  Hotel,  London,  E.C., 
on  May  15.  Over  85  members  and  representatives  of 
firms  from  Manchester,  Liverpool,  Glasgow,  Nottingham, 
London,  etc.,  were  present.  Mr.  Victor  Blagden  was 
in  the  chair,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  luncheon 
delivered  an  address,  in  the  course  of  which  reference 
was  made  to  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  organisa- 
tions representing  the  chemical  trade.  "  They  had  now," 
he  said,  "  a  well  established,  fully  representative,  and 
financially  sound  trade  protection  society,  which,  as 
they  all  knew,  has  already  performed  good  work  and 
obtained  numerous  concessions  for  members  in  particular 
and  the  trade  in  general.  On  the  formation  of  the 
Association  last  May  he  had  the  honour  of  being  elected 
chairman,  and  took  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
members  for  this  expression  of  confidence.  The  Com- 
mittee was  formed  of  equal  numbers  from  the  two 
organisations.  They  have  worked  hard  and  given  a  lot 
of  time  to  the  various  matters  they  have  had  to  deal 
with,  and,  what  is  especially  pleasing,  he  was  able  to 
record  that  the  members  have  all  pulled  together  for 
the  common  good.  In  their  secretary  they  are  fortunate 
in  having  a  really  live  wire  who  takes  the  keenest 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Association."  Continuing, 
the  chairman  gave  a  brief  outline  of  what  had  been 
accomplished  during  the  period  under  review. 

Membership 

From  the  commencement  the  Committee  has  carried 
out  regular  propaganda  for  new  members,  and  its 
efforts  have  met  with  good  results.  Something  like 
thirty-six  new  members  have  been  elected  during  the 
year,  and  further  applications  are  promised  from  a 
number  of  firms.  The  Association  now  has  128  members, 
and  he  should  like  to  see  this  increased  to,  say,  150. 
Against  this  there  was  a  loss  of  about  twenty  firms 
who  have  discontinued  membership,  mostly  due  to  the 
firms  in  question  going  out  of  business  altogether  or 
closing  their  chemical  departments.  ...  In  February 
and  March  extensive  propaganda  in  the  provinces  (Man- 
chester, Glasgow,  and  Liverpool)  was  carried  out,  and 
meetings  held.  The  result  of  these  meetings  was 
very  satisfactory,  but  there  is  still  room  for  expansion 
in  membership  ill  these  three  important  industrial 
centres.  It  had  been  brought  to  his  notice  that  many 
firms  in  the  North  are  of  opinion  that  the  Association 
is  primarily  a  London  Association.  The  Association, 
however,  renders  identical  services  to  all  members, 
whether  they  are  situated  in  the  provinces  or  in  London. 

Finance 

At  the  end  of  December  last,  after  meeting  liabilities, 
the  Association  finished  up  with  a  few  pounds  in  hand. 
Audited  accounts  up  to  December  31  last  are  on  the 
table,  and  can  be  inspected.  "  So  far  this  year  our 
income  has  been  satisfactory,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
a  credit  balance  of  a  small  amount  will  be  recorded 
when  the  year  concludes,  provided  the  registration 
expenses  are  spread  over  two  or  three  years.  The  finan- 
cial side  of  a  trade  organisation  has  to  be  watched  very 
carefully.  Our  income  is  derived  almost  solely  from 
annual  subscriptions,  and  I  can  say  very  definitely  that 
the  Association  is  run  on  very  economical  lines  indeed, 
and  every  penny  is  expended  in  activities  carried  out 
for  members'  benefit.  In  fact,  at  times  we  have  had 
to  restrict  or  modify  our  work  on  account  of  our 
limited  income.  That  is  why  I  have  laid  stress  on 
the  point  of  increasing  our  membership  in  order  to 
give  us  a  little  more  finance.  On  our  present  member- 
ship we  can  certainly  carry  on,  but  another  twenty  or 
thirty  members  giving  an  additional  £150  to  £200  would 
have  the  effect  pf  widening  the  scope  of  our  activities." 

Policy  of  the  Association 

It  has  been  found  in  some  quarters  there  is  some 
misunderstanding  as  to  the  policy  of  the  Association, 


and  a  few  words  on  this  important  point  may  not  bo 
inopportune.  The.  Association  is  first  and  foremost  a 
merchant  traders'  protection  society.  If  you  will  read  the 
articles  and  memorandum  you  will  find  the  "  objects  " 
in  complete  detail.  Secondly,  it  is  run  on  the  demo- 
cratic basis  of  one  firm,  one  vote.  It  is  not  an  Associa- 
tion governed  by  a  few  big  firms.  It  is  a  non-trading 
concern ;  in  fact,  it  is  strictly  prohibited  from  trading 
or  profit-making  under  its  articles.  When  chemical  or 
dyestuffs  traders'  interests  are  unfairly  encroached  "upon 
or  any  point  or  principle  is  raised  affecting  those 
interests,  either  by  a  Government  department  or  by  some 
commercial  or  industrial  interest,  the  Association  stands 
ready  and  prepared  to  resist  such  attacks.  .  .  . 

German  (Reparation  Recovery)  Act 
The  Association  has  rendered  valuable  assistance  to 
members  in  connection  with  this  legislation.  During 
the  last  twelve  months  there  have  been  continual  changes 
in  the  amount  of  the  levy,  and  he  believed  he  wa? 
correct  in  stating  that  on  every  occasion  members  had 
been  correctly  advised  of  these  changes  some  days  before 
they  actually  took  place.  Further,  when  at  one  time 
the  levy  payable  by  the  British  importer  could  not  be 
recovered  from  the  German  exporters,  in  consequence 
of  the  German  Government's  default,  the  Association 
hammered  away  at  the  Treasury  and  carried  out  a  wide 
Press  propaganda,  with  the  result  that  matters  were  put 
right.  During  this  difficult  period,  lasting  about  four 
months,  it  was  made  clear  to  the  Government  and  to 
'he  public  through  the  Press  that  the  Association  was 
not  concerned  with  the  amount  of  the  levy — it  could 
be  50  per  cent,  or  5  per  cent. — so  lon»  as  the  British 
importer  could  recover  same  from  the  German  exporter 
according  to  the  Act.  It  was  a  point  the  Treasury  did 
not  contest ;  they  admitted  its  correctness  and  eventually 
withdrew  the  burden  from  British  shoulders.  .  .  .  The 
levy  now  stands  at  5  per  cent.,  and  matters  are  working 
fairly  smoothly,  and  there  is  some  reason  to  think  that 
in  the  near  future  the  Act  will  be  repealed  and  the 
levy  dropped  altogether. 

Dyestuffs 

I  now  come  to  a  matter  on  which  I  feel  I  should  not  be 
reflecting  the  general  opinion  of  our  members  if  I  stated 
that  merchants  had  received  anything  approaching  fair 
treatment.  Your  Committee  are  not  satisfied.  I  am  sure 
you  are  not  satisfied  with  the  attitude  of  the  Government 
Department  concerned  and  the  Dyestuffs  Advisory  Licens- 
ing Committee  towards  merchanting  interests.  The  Dye- 
stuffs  (Import  Regulation)  Act  continues  to  be  operated 
in  a  manner  which  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  the  Board  of  Trade  refuse  to  publish 
particulars  of  all  licences  granted.  No  one  knows  what 
licences  are  granted.  I  believe  that  much  of  the  mistrust 
and  the  many  rumours  of  preferential  treatment  are 
unfounded,  but  I  think  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
Licensing  Committee  have  themselves  to  blame  for  this 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  by  their  persistence  in  carry- 
ing out  their  work  in  a  secretive  manner.  The  importance 
of  the  various  consuming  industries  seems  to  have  been 
lost  sight  of  altogether.  They  appear  to  be  willing  to 
inflict  any  handicap  involving  the  production  of  inferior 
finished  goods  so  long  as  they  can,  by  refusing  to  grant 
an  import  licence,  push  an  unsatisfactory  home-made 
colour.  Time  and  again  their  experts  have  over-ruled  the 
expressed  opinions  of  consumers  on.  this  point.  Merchants 
are  usually  requested  to  furnish  the  Licensing  Committee 
with  information  that  has  little  or  no  bearing  on  the 
application  in  question.  Generally  the  name  of  their 
customers.  When  this  is  given,  further  quibbles  are 
raised  one  after  the  other,  with  correspondence  over  a 
period  of  three  or  four  months.  Why  cannot  the  Licens- 
ing Committee  make  up  their  minds  what  information 
they  require  at  the  start  and  ask  for  same  ?  Do  they  hope, 
as  is  often  the  case,  that  by  prolonging  their  investigations 
the  consumer  will  get  tired  or  cannot  wait  for  his  colour  ? 
We  have  applied  time  and  again  to  be  given  representa- 
tions on  behalf  of  dyestuffs  traders  on  the  Licensing  Com- 
mittee. We  should  be  there  to  see  that  merchants  re- 
ceived fair  treatment.  With  one  vote  we  should  have  no 
power.    It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  our  request  is 
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£<j  persistently  refused  when  it  is  remembered  that  over 
7o  per  cent,  of  the  applications  dealt  with  by  the  Licens- 
ing Committee  come  from  merchants.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  our  presence  on  the  Committee  might  be  in- 
convenient. I  can  assure  you  that  your  Committee  intend 
to  continue  to  make  the  strongest  possible  protests  against 
the  unfair  treatment  meted  out  to  dyestuffs  traders,  and 
1  therefore  appeal  to  those  members  who  are  interested 
its  traders  in  dyestuffs  to  support  the  Association  to  the 
fullest  extent.  It  is  only  by  combined  action  that  the 
many  difficulties  and  hardships  at  present  experienced  can 
be  overcome.  Recently,  dyestuffs  merchants  have  been 
concerned  about  an  agreement  which  is  said  to  be  in  course 
of  preparation  between  the  British  Dyestuffs  Corporation, 
Limited,  and  the  Interessen  Gemeinschaft.  We  met  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  asked  to  be  furnished  with  particulars 
of  the  agreement.  We  were  told  that  it  was  not  (at  that 
time)  in  a  sufficiently  advanced  form  and  that  publication 
at  that  .stage  would,  in  their  opinion,  prejudice  the  posi- 
tion. We  were  requested  to  submit  a  memorandum  giving 
our  views  and  stating  in  what  way  we  desired  the 
merchanting  interests  considered  and  protected.  This  we 
have  done.  You  have  all  had  a  copy  of  the  memorandum.  I 
may  say  much  time  and  great  care  was  given  to  drafting 
it.  I  hope  it  meets  with  your  entire  approval.  We  are 
how  awaiting  developments,  and  you  will  be  kept  fully 
advised  of  what  happens. 

The  Chairman  then  dealt  with  the  position  of  reparation 
colours,  which  was  followed  up  with  the 

Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  1921.    Part  I 
During  the  past  twelve  months  the  Association  has  per- 
formed a  vast  amount  of  valuable  woik  on  behalf  of  the 
trade  in  general  and  members  in  particular.    They  would 
remember,  some    six    months    ago,  Customs    decided  to 
ignore  invoice  values  and  assess  the  value  of  dutiable 
goods  on  their  own  estimate.    This  meant  that  an  im- 
porter could  nut  calculate  the  cost  of  his  goods  until  they 
were  actually  landed  and  cleared.    Business,  under  such 
uncertain  conditions,  was  impossible.    Traders  have  met 
with  a  good  many  handicaps,  hindrances  and  difficulties 
in  connection  with  the  working  of  tins  Act,  but  this  was 
about  the  worst.     However,  the  Association  interviewed 
the  chiefs  at  Customs  and   impressed  them  sufficiently 
with  the  case  we  put  forward  that  they  instantly  with- 
drew and  continued  to  accept  bona-fide  invoices  as  the. 
value  of  goods.    It  was  the  Association's  intention  to  have 
fought  this  matter  if  Customs  had  persisted.  .  .  .  The 
Association  offered  their  assistance  to  bring  about  the 
conviction  of  firms  adopting  such  practice  of  defrauding 
tae  Revenue  and  thus  competing  on  an  unequal  basis  with 
firms  who  declared  correct  values.  .  .  .    So  far  as  chemi- 
cals are  concerned,  the  Act  has  cut  merchants  off  com- 
pletely from  the  freedom  of  international  trade,  in  which 
they  had  previously  played  a  leading  part.    The  Associa- 
tion have  been  trying  to  get  the  Treasury  to  introduce  a 
system  of  "bonding"  of  goods  liable  to  Key  Industry 
Duty.    They  stated  their  case  very  fully  in  a  memoran- 
dum some  time  ago  and  it  was  admitted,  but,  so  far,  the 
Department  have  not  seen  their  way  to  bring  about  this 
desired  improvement.    The  Association  have  had  to  deal 
with  many  cases  of  hold-up  and  delay  in  clearing  goods 
through  Customs.    Frequently  importers  have  had  large 
consignments  of  non-dutiable  goods  held  up  in  this  way 
while  the  analytical  test  was  being  carried  out.    The  finan- 
cial loss  on  account  of  demurrage  on  barges  has  often  been 
considerable.      When  such  cases  were  brought  to  their 
notice  the  Association  have  been  able  to  accelerate  the 
release  of  the  goods.    They  have  dealt  with  important 
matters  with  wharfingers  on  the  question  of  their  right 
to  put  a  general  lien  on  goods,  and  an  important  verdict 
was  obtained  in  favour  of  the  Association.    Revision  of 
railway    freight    rates    and    Port  of  London  Authority 
charges  were  also  dealt  with  by  the  Association,  which  is 
mow  in  tbe  midst  of  negotiations,  and  it  is  already  evi- 
dent that  material  concessions  for  the  whole  trade  will  be 
made   During  the  period  under  review  about  4,000  copies 
of  bulletins  and  notices  have  been  issued.    The  Chairman 
concluded  by  expressing  his  keen  appreciation  of  the  good 
support  he  had  received  from  all  members  of  the  council. 
The  proceedings,    which    had    been   most  enthusiastic 
throughout,  terminated  with  votes  of  thanks. 


Westminster  Wisdom

Preventing  Vivisection 
A  Bill  was  bought  into  the  House  of  Commons  on 
May  14  to  prevent  the  payment  out  of  public  funds  of 
moneys  for  experiments  on  living  animals. 

Gas  Mantles 

It  was  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  May  14  that 
a  further  application  had  been  received  from  manufac- 
turers of  gas  mantles  asking  for  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  inquiry  under  Part  II  of  the  Safeguard ing 
of  Industries  Act  to  investigate  the  new  conditions  which 
have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  establishment  of  German 
export  trade  on  a  gold  mark  basis. 

Therapeutic  Substances  Bill 
The  Committee  stage  in  the  House  of  Lords  was  again 
postponed,  and  is  down  for  May  22.  Earl  de  la  Warr 
proposes  amendments  designed  to  give  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  representation  on  the  advisory  committee  and 
to  exempt  veterinary  therapeutic  substances  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Bill.  _  He  also  proposes  a  new  sub- 
section providing  that  regulations  made  under  the  Bill 
be  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 

National  Health  Insurance 
The  Minister  of  Health  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  May  14  that  the  total  cost  of  administration  of  National 
Health  Insurance  in  the  year  1922  (including  expenditure, 
by  all  Government  Departments  in  connection  with  the 
service)  was  as  follows  : —  £

British  Empire  Exhibition 
Following  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons,  a  Bill 
was  introduced  on  May  15  to  increase  the  Government 
guarantee  to  the  British  Empire  Exhibition  from  £100,0C0 
to  £600,000.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion  on  the  money 
resolution  it  was  explained  that  the  guarantee  was  required 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  overdraft  by  Lloyd's 
Bank.  The  total  expenditure  by  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment amounts  to  £3,720,000,  and  it  is  expected  that  thirty 
million  people  will  visit  the  exhibition.  If  this  happens 
the  revenue  will  amount  to  £2,350.000,  and  the  money  from 
concessions  and  entertainments  £950,000,  or  a  total  of 
£3,800,000. 

Codeine  as  a  "Dangerous"  Drug 
Major  Church  asked  the  Home  Secretary,  on  May  14, 
for  what  reason  codeine  was  omitted  from  the  list  v^f 
narcotics  to  which  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  applies  ;  and 
whether  His  Majesty's  Government  will  advocate  the  in- 
clusion of  this  drug  in  any  forthcoming  international  con- 
vention for  the  restriction  of  the  traffic  in  narcotics? 

Mr.  Henderson  replied  that  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
was  passed  in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  International 
Opium  Convention  of  1912,  and  codeine  is  not  one  of  the 
drugs  included  in  that  Convention.  He  is  advised  that 
codeine  is  not  generally  regarded  by  medical  opinion  as  a 
dangerous  drug  of  addiction. 

Nigeria  (Vegetable  Oil) 

Mr.  J.  Harris  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  on  May  19,  whether  his  attention  has  been 
drawn  to  the  serious  warning  issued  by  the  Governor 
of  Nigeria  as  to  the  danger  which  confronts  the  West 
African  vegetable  oil  industry  by  reason  of  the  growing 
menace  of  Dutch  competition ;  whether  he  is  aware  that 
this  warning  is  similar  in  character  to  that  made  by  the 
Governor  of  Sierra  Leone ;  and  whether,  in  any  Com- 
mittee that  he  proposes  to  set  up  to  consider  economic 
questions  in  the  Dependencies,  he  will  include  this 
subject  in  the  terms  of  reference? 

Mr.  Thomas  replied  that  the  answer  to  the  first  two 
parts  of  the  question  was  in  the  affirmative.  The 
question  of  the  best  means  of  improving  and  increasing 
the  production  of  palm  oil  has  been  considered  by  a 
committee  appointed  by  his  predecessor.  He  is  con- 
sidering their  report. 
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Trade  Report 

The  prices  given  In  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  Im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
Into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Market  conditions  in  Mincing  Lane  produce  continue 
much  as  previously  reported,  and  a  further  relapse  in  the 
franc  has  not  helped  matters.  Moreover,  the  fact  that 
German  (chiefly  Hamburg)  re-sellers  have  again  come  for- 
ward offering  to  sell  produce  (which  ^-iey  had  previously 
bought  in  London)  at  prices  snowing  them  a  considerable 
loss  has  upset  the  markets  in  a.  few  items.  Some  time 
ago  the  fear  that  German  credit  balances  in  foreign  coun- 
tries were  to  be  confiscated  led  to  many  firms  preferring 
to  turn  their  deposits  into  goods,  and  this  led  to  unre- 
stricted buying  of  produce.  This  fear  of  confiscation  has 
now  passed  away,  so  that  holders  are  anxious  to  realise, 
even  if  they  make  large  sacrifices.  Menthol  continues 
very  weak  on  this  account,  and  the  same  applies  to 
Japanese  dementholised  mint  oil.  Cascara  sagrada  has 
been  fairly  active,  with  a  rise  of  about  10s.  in  new  crop 
to  arrive.  Balsam  tolu  is  rather  firmer,  and  the  prospects 
for  lower  prices  for  autumn  dug  hydrastis  do  not  seem 
bright.  Sudan  gum  acacia  is  easier  for  natural  sorts,  but 
the  market  for  tragacanth  is  inclined  to  be  firmer  after  a 
lengthy  period  of  easy  prices.  Cochin  ginger  is  still  in 
short  supply,  but  there  is  plenty  of  Sierra  Leone  of  good 
quality,  and  preferable  to  Cochin  in  price  and  quality. 
Caraway  seed  is  lower,  particularly  autumn  shipments. 
Among  industrial  chemicals  business  is  restricted  to  a  few 
items  offering  at  cheaper  rates,  including  formaldehyde, 
6altcake,  arsenic,  oxalic  acid,  carbolic  acid,  creosote  oil 
and  pyridine.  Cream  of  tartar  is  not  «uite  so  freely 
offered,  and  in  some  quarters  a  slight  advance  is  asked  for 
prompt  delivery.  In  pharmaceutical  chemicals  a  slightly 
better  demand  is  reported  from  several  directions,  with 
prices  showing  little  change.  Phenacetin  and  phenolph- 
thalein  tend  firmer ;  salol  and  sodium  salicylate  are  irregu- 
lar. Citrio  and  tartaric  acids  are  in  fair  demand,  prices 
showing  a  hardening  tendency.  Barbitone.  is  weaker. 
Among  oils,  linseed  and  turpentine  have  been  more  active 
and  are  dearer.  Cottonseed,  rape,  groundnut,  soya  and 
wood  oils  are  cheaper.

Hydrastis. — Spot  sales  have  been  made  at  17s.  3d. 
per  lb.  and  at  16s.  9d.  c.i.f.,  but  the  prospect  for  the 
forthcoming  autumn  dug  root  is  for  higher  prices,  for 
the  following  reasons: — It  is  common  knowledge  that  for 
several  years  past  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  been  cultivating  Hydrastis  owing  to 
scarcity  of  the  wild  or  natural  root,  supplies  of  which 
have  been  almost  eliminated.  It  takes  four  years  to 
bring  the  crop  to  maturity,  and  as  the  cultivation  was 
commenced  in  1918-19,  it  was  thought  good  supplies  would 
be  available  this  coming  season,  and  so  hasten  the  end 
of  the  long  period  of  high  prices.  At  the  moment  this 
does  not  look  like  materialising,  as  we  are  informed  that 
when  the  price  of  ginseng  went  up  the  growers  diverted 
their  attention  to  that  drug  rather  than  golden  seal,  as 
the  former  was  a  much  better  paying  proposition.  There 
is  reason  to  believe,  therefore,  that  this  year's  crop  of 
hydrastis  will  not  be  any  larger  than  last  year,  in  which 
case  high  prices,  with  the  visual  slight  fluctuations  either 
way,  will  continue.

Sumatra  Camphor  Exports 

During  the  past  year  719  kg.  of  camphor  were  exported 
from  Singkel  (N.W.  Sumatra),  principally  to  Penang.  The 
exports  of  camphor  from  the  remainder  of  the  western 
coast  of  Sumatra  amounted  to  only  83  kg.

The  rates  of  import  duty  on  saccharin 
were  revised  in  March,  1923,  from  25  ~er  cent,  ad  valorem 
to  Rs.20  per  lb.

Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  wax  was  exported  from  Valparaiso  in 
1920  and  85  per  cent,  in  1921,  while  the  combined  percentage 
of  shipments  from  the  ports  of  Talcahuano,  Penco  and 
Vrldiva  was  40  per  cent,  in  1920  and  15  per  cent,  in  1921. 
Prices  declined  considerably  in  1921  compared  with  the  pro- 
ceding  year.  The  United  States  continued  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal buyer  of  wax.  but  Germany  took  the  bulk  of  Chile's 
honey.  Some  70,000  lb.  of  wax  was  exported  to  the  United 
States  from  Talcahuano  in  1922,  and  35.000  lb.  during  the 
first  six  months  of  1923.  The  greater  part  of  the  beeswax 
is  exported  during  March,  April  and  May.  Beeswax  and 
honey  are  purchased  from  the  farmers  in  varying  quantities 
by  export  houses  and  brought  to  warehouses  in  Talcahuano 
or  Valparaiso  for  grading  and  shipping.

Glands  and  Character 

Sir, — In  reply  to  the  criticism  of  "  Xrayser  II  " 
(C.  &  D.t  May  17,  p.  695)  on  my  lecture  on  "  Glands 
and  Character,"  I  would  like  to  state  that  the  omission 
of  parts  of  it  (for  considerations  of  space)  might  cause 
him  to  think  that  the  logical  conclusion  is  pure  deter- 
minism. A  few  sentences  at  the  latter  end  of  my  talk 
might  reassure  him  : — 

If  we  only  realise  that  Nature  has  blessed  each  individual 
with  a  different  balance  of  the  product  of  these  glands,  we 
would  be  more  tolerant  of  the  failings  of  human  nature. 

A  merciful  Providence  has  provided  the  average  indi- 
vidual with  a  well-balancer]  endocrine  system.  Man  is  only 
captain  of  his  soul  in  proportion  to  the  degree  he  possesses 
these  wonderful  material  products — these  secretions  which 
have  such  a  great  bearing  on  his  mental  processes. 

Everyone  realises,  I  think,  that  rational  beings  are 
responsible  for  their  own  character,  and  that,  linked 
to  the  Divine,  man  is  capable  of  doing  anything  possible 
in  this  world.  Environment,  which  1  have  already  dealt 
with,  has  a  tremendous  bearing  on  character.  This 
does  not  alter  my  belief  that  the  principal  thing 
bequeathed  to  the  child  by  its  parents — the  thing  that 
mainly  affects  the  future  of  the  individual:  his  trans, 
mental,  physical  and  psychic — is  the  endocrine  balance. 
I  could  furnish  many  illustrations-  in  both  child  and 
adult  life,  but  space  will  not  permit.

Sale  Terms  of  Proprietaries 

Sir, — I  was  naturally  interested  in  seeing,  iu  your 
issue  of  May  10,  the  comments  of  "  Xrayser  II,"  "  C. 
Denby  Day,"  and  "  Sensartor  "  on  my  letter.  First, 
I  am  triad  that  "  Xrayser  TI  "  agrees  that  a  policy  of 
grumbling,  chivving,  and  dictating  on  the  part  of  the 
retailer  is  bad  business.  Next,  he  advises  that  retailers 
should  refuse  to  stock  unremunerative  patents  and  dis- 
courage the  demand  for  them.  Again  agreed,  if  the 
discouragemput  is  fair  and  aboveboard.  He  follows  this 
by  giving  his  own  experience  in  offering  his  customers 
a  tooth-wash  superior  to  a  proprietary  line  he  had  sold 
previously.  Here,  again,  no  one  can  raise  any  reason- 
able objection,  especially  as  "  Xrayser  II  "  says  specifi- 
cally he  did  not  substitute.  His  was  fair  competition, 
in  which  he  was  perfectly  justified.  What  is  objected 
to  is  the  use  of  unfair  tactics,  such  as  are  sometimes 
resorted  to.  A  traveller  told  me  of  this  incident.  While 
he  was  in  a  chemist's  shop  a  woman  brought  back  a 
well-known  proprietary,  complaining  that  there  was  a 
splinter  of  glass  in  it.  Instead  of  saying  that  this 
•was  obviously  an  accident,  and  the  sort  of  thing  that 


might  occur  to  anyone,  though  it  does  not  happen  onc» 
in  ten  thousand   times,   the   chemist  told   her  that  it 
arose  from  her  buying  an  advertised  article,  while  he 
had   something  far  better  of  his  own.      The  chemist 
succeeded  in  making  her  believe  it;  she  took  a  bottle 
of  his  preparation,  and  left  the  shop  feeling  that  this 
particular  proprietary  was  in  the  habit  of  containing 
broken  glass.    Comment  is  needless.    "  C.  Denby  Day, 
I  find,  agrees  that  50  per  cent,  profit  on  a  stamped 
patent  medicine  is  an  impossible  figure;  and  as  regards 
his  condemnation    of    articles  which    yield  an  unfairly 
small  profit,  there  is  no  difference  between  ue.     I  do 
not  know  that  the  failure  to  exhaust  one's  supply  of  an 
article  in  sixty  days  necessarily  proves  the  advertising 
is  wrong,  for  it  may  mean  that  the  chemist  does  not 
give  it  a  fair  show ;  and  as  regards  returns  Mr.  Day 
would,  I  am  afraid,  find,  if  he  were  a  proprietor,  that 
the  demand  for  allowances  for  damaged  goods  is  not 
always  a  reasonable  one.    As  to  his  suggestion  that  pro- 
prietors  and   retailers   should   have   a  conference  and 
thresh  out  their  differences,  I  think  this  an  admirable 
one,  and  if  adopted  it  would  be  beneficial  to  both  parties. 
"Sensartor  "  can  see  but  one  side  of  the  question.  He 
repeats  that  ancient  fallacy  that  3d.  profit  on  a  shilling 
is  20  per  cent.     If  I  invest  or  "speculate"  £100,  to 
use  his  words,  and  receive  £25  interest  on  it,  any  intelli- 
gent person  will  tell  "Sensartor  "  that  I  have  gained 
25  per  cent. — that  is,  £25  per  hundred.     Then,  again, 
he  imagines  that  overhead  expenses  are  a  fixed  quantity, 
amounting  to  20  or  25  per  cent,    on   turnover,  quite 
obl  vious  of  the  fact  that  he  might  double  his  turnover 
whi'.e  still  keeping  overhead  expenses  at  practically  the 
same  figure.    The  policy  he  apparently  favours  would  be 
to  turn  out  of  his  shop  everything  that  did  not  yield 
25  or  30  per  cent,  profit.    He  might  do  it,  but  it  would 
be  a  sure  road  to  bankruptcy.     The  question  I  asked 
was  whether  the  retailer  would  be  better  off  if  he  sold 
no  proprietaries,  and  to  this  I  have  received  no  reply. 
"  Sensartor,"  by  way  of  attempted  reply,  wants  to  know 
if  the  retailer  would  continue  solvent  if  he  sold  nothing 
but  Is.  3d.  proprietaries,  costing  Is.     Clearly  the  pro- 
position is  absurd,  because  I  know  of  no  business  that 
consists  of  the  sale  of  Is.  3d.  patents  only ;  and  as  to 
the  solvency  of  the    person   who  did  it,  this  would 
obviously  depend  on  how  many  bottles  he  sold  per  day, 
what  were  his  expenses,  etc.  ;  but  the  idea  is  so  fantastic 
as  not  to  be  worth  discussing.  .  Supposing  any  chemist 
to  abolish  proprietary  lines  entirely,  it  is  quite  certain 
that  before  long  all  his  former  customers  would  desert 
him  and  go  to  other  retailers  who  considered  it  their 
business  to  supply  their  customers'  demands,  and  not 
to  dictate  to  them.     Every  time  a  retailer  sells  a  Is. 
bottle  for  Is.  3d.  he  does  not  add  to  his  expenses  but 
increases  his  receipts  by  3d.,   and  until  "Sensartor" 
masters  this  elementary  proposition  I  am  afraid  it  is 
useless  to  argue  with  him. — I  am,  etc.,

The  Council  Election 

Sir, — Upon  reading  the  letter  of  your  correspondent 
"  Vanitas  "  in  your  issue  of  May  17,  which  has  reference 
to  the  election  of  councillors  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  I  can  endorse  every  word  of  his  views,  which 
show  that  the  Society  is  powerless  to  offer  any  material 
benefits  to  the  struggling  pharmacist.  Doctors,  who, 
are  a  strongly  organised  body  in  these  districts  (West 
Cumberland),  do  all  their  own  dispensing  and  supply 
their  patients  with  everything,  getting  their  drugs  and 
sundries,  such  as  pills,  plasters,  dressings,  enemas — in 
fact,  everything  needed — from  their  wholesaler,  phar- 
macy being  completely  ignored.  How,  then,  is  a  phar- 
macist to  make  a  living?  He  cannot  do  so  by  vending 
a  f  ew  patents ;  he  is  not  supposed  to  prescribe,  nor 
to  do  any  dental  work ;  and  as  National  Insurance  dis- 
pensing does  not  pay  in  small  places,  where  does  he 
come  in  ?  If  the  councillors  were  to  visit  France, 
Germany,  or  Italy,  they  would  get  their  eyes  open  and 
see  what  a  different  and  more  favourable  state  of  affairs 
there  obtains.  The  Society  may  be  all  right  for  con- 
ducting examinations  and  so  forth,  but   as  for  anything 
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else  they  have  got  their  wings  cut ;  and  to  encourage 
youth  to  take  up  pharmacy  as  a  calling  is  a  mistake,  ■ 
as  there  really  is   no  pharmacy   in  most  businesses — • 
they  are  mostly  bazaars  run  by  the  large  stores.

it  has  played  in  the  discussion  on  Insurance  dispensing 
terms,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  series  of  articles 
has  obtained  for  us  the  modicum  of  benefits  allowed 
by  the  Ministry.  Although  we  have  not  been 
successful  in  obtaining  a  higher  dispensing  fee, 
the  allowance  of  out-of-pocket  expenses  for  pro- 
prietary preparations  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction, 
and  will  relieve  us  of  a  long-standing  injustice.  If 
to  this  we  can  add  the  right  to  supply  the  smallest 
unbroken^  size  of  a  proprietary  when  odd  quantities  are 
ordered,  it  will  be  another  grievance  righted.  A  three 
years'  agreement  is  probably  useful,  but  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  should  be  well  prepared  with  facts 
and  figures  for  the  next  negotiations,  which  may  be  more 
strenuous  and  exacting  than  the  last. — 1  am,  etc.,

"  Death  Ray  " 
Having  perused  an  article  upon  the  "  death  ray,"  so- 
called,  isolated  by  Mr.  Grindell  Matthews,  it  would 
appear  that  this  ray  may  be  the  one  that  is  responsible 
for  sunstroke,  and  therefore  a  neutralising  ray  may  be 
of  service  in  preventing  sunstroke,  and  be  a  boon  to 
ships  and  their  crews  going  through  the  Suez  and  tropical 
seas.  I  certainly  believe  there  is  more  in  this  manner 
of  using  the  rays  than  in  experimenting  with  them  on 
cancer,  for  it  will  never  touch  the  foundation  of  the 
cause  of  that  scourge.  I  hope  at  a  future  date  to  give 
very  definite  reasons  why. — J.  R.  Huch. 

Waste,  in  Insurance  Dispensing 

The  query  of  "  E.  T.  S."  (0.  &  D.,  May  3,  p.  644) 
affords  an  excellent  example  of  the  point  which  panel 
pharmacists  have  complained  so  much  about  with  regard 
to  breaking  bulk  of  proprietaries  for  panel  prescriptions. 
In  this  case  it  is  necessary  •  for  the  dispenser  to  open  a 
bottle  costing  9s.  to  dispense  a,  script  for  which  he 
receives  3s.  7d.  (plus  Is.  medicine  stamp),  leaving  him 
with  22  oz.  of  material,  which  he  may  not  require  again. 
It  will  take  him  some  considerable  time  to  earn  a 
sufficient  number  of  fivepenny  fees  to  cover  this  sort  of 
thing.  The  regulations  should  allow  the  chemist  to 
Bupply  the  nearest  complete  bottle. — Fractured  (6/5). 


Capacity  of  Measures 

Having  occasion  to  transfer  a  drachm  of  liquid  from 
one  measure  to  another  I  was  astounded  to  find  a  varia- 
tion of  about  twenty  minims,  this  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  both  measures  were  stamped  and  verified.  If  this 
sort,  of  inaccuracy  is  at  all  usual  I  can  better  understand 
some  of  the  dispensing  cases  which  have  been  before  the 
Courts  recently.  I  enclose  the  offending  .measure  foi 
your  inspection. —  W.  S.  Spicer,  Ph.C,  Dorchester. 


Legal  Queries 

Cahunba  (19/3). — Advice  on  diet  is  by  no  means  a  legal 
monopoly  of  the  medical  profession. 

R.  S.  (25/4). — If  the  baoon-cutting  machine  is  driven 
by  power,  the  premises  where  it  is  used  come  under  the 
Factory  Act  Regulations,  and  a  first-aid  case  must  be 
kept  on  the  premises. 

H.  C.  R.  (3/5). — The  use  of  the  title  you  propose  for 
the  health  pills  would  not  involve  liability  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty.  The  recommendations  for  various  ailments 
which  were  given  on  the  matter  you  sent  with  your  last 
letter  were  the  chief  ground  for  liability. 

Calendula  (19/5). — The  draft  apprenticeship  agreement 
printed  in  the  C.  <&  D.,  May  17,  p.  700,  is  put  forward 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  for  dis- 
cussion by  the  branches.  It  is  not  at  present  proposed 
to  make  it  compulsory  for  chemists  to  adopt  that  form. 

G.  P.  (15/4). — The  business  which  the  widow  of  a 
chemist  carries  on  as  executor,  administrator  or  trustee 
must  be  "  bond  fide  oonducted  "  by  a  qualified  chemist, 
whose  certificate  of  qualification  must  be  conspicuously 
exhibited  in  the  premises.  Conducting  the  business 
includes  the  buying  and  selling,  but  this  would  not 
preclude  assistance  from  the  widow  owning  the  business, 
who  would  be  in  the  position  of  an  unqualified  assistant. 

S.  L.  (3/5). — Partners  in  a  business  must  exhibit  their 
names  on  all  business  paper.  If  trading  under  any  other 
name  this  must  be  registered  tinder  the  Registration  of 
Business  Names  Act.  Partners  who  are  not  qualified 
chemists  cannot  in  England  carry  on  a  chemist's  business. 
If  a  limited  company,  the  name  of  the  qualified  manager 
("superintendent  ")  must  be  registered  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  There  is  nothing  against  a  private  part- 
nership interesting  itself  conjointly  in  any  other  business 
on  the  same  conditions  as  an  individual;  their  liabilities 
would  vary  according  to  their  interests. 

R.  F.  W.  (6/5). — (1)  It  is  not  possible  to  balance 
purchases  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs  with  outgoings  in  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Register,  since  only  those  quantities 
within  the  Act  are  registrable.  (2)  There  is  no  regulation 
or  authority  in  any  Act  of  Parliament  compelling  you 
to  enter  in  your  book  how  much  of  a  drug  within  the 
legal  limits  is  used  for  making  a  stock  line.  (3)  The  use 
of  diamorphin.  hyd.  ^  gr.  in  an  8-oz.  of  linctus  can  take 
place  without  recording  it  in  the  register.  (4)  When 
you  purchase  tr.  opii  it  must  be  entered  in  the  purchase 
side  of  the  Register.  It  is  possible  that  it  may  all  be 
used  or  dispensed  in  such  a  form  that  nothing  will  need 
to  be  entered  on  the  outgoing  side  of  the  Register. 

A.  B.  S.  (18/5)  entered  into  a  yearly  tenancy  of  a  shop 
at  one  end  of  an  "  ex-service  colony  "  in  January  last. 
Before  doing  so  he  was  informed  by  officials  of  the  estate 
that  3,000  houses  would  be  built  upon  the  land  opposite 
the  shop.  Up  to  the  present  not  a  single  house  has 
been  started,  and  the  fields  are  still  being  cultivated. 
Is  "A.B.S."  entitled  to  give  up  his  tenancy?  [Unless 
the  tenancy  was  accepted  subject  to  an  express  condition 
that  a  given  number  of  houses  was  to  be  built  within 
a  given  time  we  think  it  is  unlikely  that  "  A.B.S."  has 
any  legal  right  to  repudiate  the  tenancy  agreement. 
Otherwise  the  tennncy  can  be  terminated  only  in  accord- 
ance with  its  'p"ms — probably  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year.  We  suggest  that  "  A.B.S."  ehould  consult  a 
solicitor.] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

/.  V.  (22/4). — Household  ointment. — For  general  use 
we  should  not  recommend  the  use  of  a  greater  proportion 
of  resorcin  than  one  per  cent.  The  oil  of  eucalyptus 
should  also  be  reduced  to  5  per  cent.,  and  we  should  omit 
the  glycerin,  as  it  may  separate  in  time. 

.  N.  G.  (19/4). — Hair  preparations. — The  following  are 
suitable  formulas  for  your  requirements  : — 
Stimulating  Hair  Tonic

H.  E.  W.  (1/5). — Calcium  acetylsalicylate. — There  are 
several  methods  of  making  this,  but  they  are  mostly  by 
patents.    The  following  are  examples  : —

A  calcium  salt  is  allowed  to  act  on  acetylsalicylic  acid 
(a)  in  alcoholic  solution  in  presence  of  an  organic  base, 
such  as  pyridine  or  anilin,  or  (6)  in  acetone  solution. 

Richter.  4986/1912. 
Grind  acetylsalicylic  acid  with  water  and  calcium  car- 
bonate,   filter    and    precipitate   by    adding   alcohol  to 
filtrate. 

Usines  du  Rhone.  1912. 

Ammonia  is  introduced  into  a  solution  of  acetylsalicylic 

acid  and  calcium  chloride  in  alcohol. 
Brocades  en  Stheeman.  390/1913. 

Acetylsalicylic  acid  is  treated  with  calcium  hydroxide  in 

the  presence  of  water  at  low  temperature  and  calcium 

acetylsalicylic  acid  separates. 

G.  W.  S.  (28/4). — Bacteriological  methods  of  examin- 
ing drinking  water. — The  following  are  suitable  books

"  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies,"  6s.  6d. 
(1906). 

T.  W.  (3/5). — Books  for  students. — A  list  of  the  books 
suitable  for  students  was  published  in  the  Educational 
number,  G.  &  D.,  II,  1923,  p.  253. 

Quercus  (30/4). — Sores  on  sheep's  mouths. — Your  ewes 
and  lambs  seem  to  be  suffering  from  Aptha  maligna, 
the  disease  being  transferred  from  the  former  to  the 
latter,  not  vice-versa.  It  is  undoubtedly  a  derangement 
of  the  blood,  and  is  manifested  by  the  appearance  of 
ulcers  and  sores  on  various  parts  of  the  body,  especially 
the  udder,  teats,  tongue,  lips  and  insides  of  the  thighs. 
Lambs  catch  it  from  sucking  the  affected  teats  and  coming 
in  contact  with  the  diseased  parts.  The  teeth  often  fall 
out  and  there  is  pronounced  fever,  emaciation  and 
diarrhoea,  death  supervening  from  weakness  and  ex- 
haustion. The  treatment  is  tedious  and  indefinite.  For 
lambs,  the  mothers'  food  should  be  changed  and  atten- 
tion given  to  the  state  of  her  stomach  and  bowels. 
Potas.  nit.  in  half-drachm  doses  should  be  added  to  the 
food,  and  the  mouths  washed  out  with  alum  water  or 
hyposulphite  solution,  followed  with  a  dressing  of  mel 
boracis  or  glycer.  boracis.  This  treatment  also  applies  to 
the  older  animals,  with  the  addition  of  a  purgative. 
Change  the  pasture  of  the  ewe,  give  good  shelter  and  keep 
out  of  damp  and  draughts.    Soft  food,  such  as  linseed 


gruel,  should  be  provided,  and  if  eaten,  put  in  sod. 
hyposulph.  3j.-3ij.  for  each  animal.  Draw  the  milk  of 
the  ewe  at  intervals,  as  she  usually  cannot  bear  the  pain 
of  the  lamb  sucking.    Dress  the  sores  with  ung.  carbol. 

or  any  astringent  antiseptic  dressing.  When  granulation 
or  sloughing  is  seen,  it  is  necessary  to  apply  a  caustic 
to  the  lesions.    The  lambs  must  get  artificial  feeding. 

Diabeticus  (6/5). — Diabetic  diet. — The  question  you 
ask  is  not  susceptible  of  a  short  reply.  It  would  be 
better  to  obtain  one  of  the  books  dealing  specially  with 
diabetic  diet,  such  as  Joslin's  "  Diabetic  Manual  "  (Lea  & 
Febiger,  Philadelphia)  which  gives  full  details  as  to 
adjusting  the  articles  of  food  so  as  to  prevent  excess 
of  sugar  secretion. 

/.  D.  (28/4). — The  dressing  employed,  to  render  sown 
seeds  distasteful  to  birds  is  tar  compounds.  Hawker  & 
Botwood,  Ltd.,  Grays,  Essex,  specialise  in  a  seed  dressing 
of  this  kind. 

M.  J.  G.  (12/5). — (1)  Crippled  bullock.— This  may 
be  a  case  of  paraplegia,  sprain  of  the  muscles  of  the 
back  or  loins,  or  disease  of  the  kidneys.  Give  a  full 
dose  of  mag.  sulph.,  succeeded  by  spt.  seth.  nit.  and 
pot.  nit.  Turn  the  animal  over  at  least  twice  a  day, 
rub  mustard  over  the  loins,  cover  with  a  piece  of  stout 
paper,  and  finally,  if  no  improvement  is  manifested, 
put  a  newly-flayed  sheepskin  over  the  loins,  skin  next 
the  skin  (wool  uppermost),  and  keep  on  for  a  few  days. 
Seeing  the  animal  has  been  so  long  down,  recovery  is 
doubtful.  Nerve  stimulants,  such  as  nux  vom.  and 
.  ammon.  carb.,  should  be  given.  (2)  Impaction  in  cows. 
— Try  aloes  et  sapo  cast.  aa.  Jjj.,  and  if  required,  cam- 
bogia  3j-,  calomel  S}.,  may  be  added,  but  caution  must 
be  exercised  not  to  overdo  the  giving  of  drastic  medi- 
cine. Regular  and  mild  doses  combined  with  stimulants 
are  preferable  to  large  and  drastic  doses,  which  usually 
carry  off  the  animal  when  beginning  to  work. 

A.  P.  (17/3). — (1)  Leather  roller  varnish. — This  is 
a  violet  red  thick  liquid,  smelling  strongly  of  acetic  acid, 
with  a  red  muddy  deposit.  The  liquid  is  miscible  with 
water,  sp.  gr.  1.106.  It  yields  31.3  per  cent,  of  solids  on 
evaporation,  and  0.78  per  cent,  of  ash,  which  consists 
mainly  of  ferric  oxide  and  sodium  carbonate.  It  answers 
the  tests  for  gelatin,  and  a  solution  of  gelating  in  glacial 
acetic  acid,  coloured  with  magenta,  was  found  to  possess 
very  similar  properties.    (2)  Chocolate  essence  : — 

Powdered  chocolate   20  oz. 

Syrup   25  oz. 

Glycerin    30  oz. 

Distilled   water    15  oz. 

Triturate  the  chocolate  and  glycerin  in  a  mortar  until 
a  smooth  mixture  results,  transfer  to  a  porcelain  dish, 
wash  out  with  the  water  and  boil  the  whole  with  constant 
stirring  on  a  sand  bath  for  five  minutes.  Then  add  the 
syrup  and  when  cold  flavour  with  vanilla  essence.

Poisonous  Fungi 

It  is  not  always  advisable  to  investigate  a  subject  too 
thoroughly  before  lecturing  on  it.  Not  long  ago  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  Edinburgh  was  promised  a  lecture  by 
Mr.  Sadler  on  edible  and  poisonous  fumji,  but  when  the 
evening  came  Mr.  Sadler  was  ill.  It  has  since  been  stated 
that  Mr.  Sadler's  illness  arose  under  rather  singular  circum- 
stances. While  preparing  his  lecture  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  he  accidentally  swallowed  a  large  quantity  of  the 
spores  of  a  large  species  of  puff-ball  {Lycoperdon  gigantcum), 
and  within  the  space  of  an  hour-and-a-half  was  seized  with 
6evere  illness,  accompanied  with  violent  pains.  The  violent 
symptoms  were  not  subdued  until  nine  days  after  the  first 
attack.  Sir  Robert  Christison,  Bart.,  Dr.  Balfour,  and 
Dr.  William  Craig,  who  attended  Mr.  Sadler,  were  of 
opinion  that  the  continued  irritation  was  kept  up  by  the 
fungus  spores.  The  giant  puff-ball  is  edible  in  its  young 
state,  but  its  matured  spores  ought  certainly  to  be 
avoided.
